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EXODUS. 


Now  these  are  the  names  of  the  children  of  Israel,  whol 
came  into  Egypt;  every  man  and  his  household  came  with 
Jacob.   Reuben,  Simeon,  Levi,  and  Judah,  Issachar,  Zebulun,| 
and  Benjamin,  Dan,  and  Naphtali,  Gad,  and  Asher.  And| 
all  the  souls  that  came  out  of  the  thigh  of  Jacob  were  seventy 
souls:  and  Joseph  was  in  Egypt  already.    And  Joseph  died, 6 
and  all  his  brethren,    and   all  that  generation.    And  the? 
children  of  Israel  were  fruitful,  and  increased  abundantly, 
and  multiplied,  and  waxed  exceeding  mighty;  and  the  land 
was  filled  with  them.   Now  there  arose  a  new  king  overs 
Egypt,  who  knew  not  Joseph.   And  he  said  to  his  people,  9 
Behold,  the  people  of  the  children  of  Israel  are  more  numerous 
and  powerful  than  we :   Come  on,  let  us  deal  wisely  with  1 0 
them;  lest  they  multiply,  and  it  come  to  pass,  that,  should 
war  be  proclaimed,  they  be  added  also  to  our  haters,  and 
fight  against  us,  or  go  up  out  of  the  land.    Therefore  they  1 1 
did  set  over  them  officers  of  tribute  to  afflict  them  with  their 
burdens.    And  they  built  for  Pharaoh  store  cities,  Pithom 
and  Rameses.    And  as  they  afflicted  them,  so  they  multiplied  12 
and  grew.  And  they  were  harrassed  because  of  the  children 
of  Israel.  And  the  Egyptians  made  the  children  of  Israel  to  13 
serve  with  rigour:   And  they  made  their  lives  bitter  with  14 
hard  service,  in  slime  and  in  bricks,  and  in  all  manner  of 
service  in  the  field:  all  their  service,  wherein  they  made  them 
serve,  was  with  rigour.   And  the  king  of  Egypt  spake  to  15 
the  Hebrew  midwives,  of  whom  the  name  of  the  one  was 
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EXODUS,  Chap.  I.  II. 


Shiphrah,  and  the  name  of  the  second  Puah:   And  he  said,  16 
When  ye  do  the  office  of  a  midwife  to  the  Hebrew  women, 
and  see  upon  the  stools;  if  it  be  a  son,  then  ye  shall  put 
him  to  death:  but  if  it  be  a  daughter,  then  she  shall  live. 
But  the  midwives  feared  God,  and  did  not  as  the  king-  of  17 
Egypt  spake  to  them ,  but  saved  the  children  alive.    And  1 8 
the  king-  of  Egypt  called  for  the  midwives,  and  said  unto 
them,  Why  have  ye  done  this  thing,  and  have  saved  the 
children  alive?  And  the  midwives  said  to  Pharaoh,  Because  19 
the  Hebrew  women  are  not  as  the  Egyptian  women;  for 
they  are  vigorous,  and  bear  ere  the  midwives  come  to  them. 
Therefore  God  dealt  well  with  the  midwives :  and  the  people  20 
multiplied,  and  waxed  very  mighty.    And  it  came  to  pass,  21 
because  the  midwives  feared  God,  that  He  made  them  houses. 
And  Pharaoh  commanded  all  his  people,  saying,  Every  son  22 
that  is  born  ye  shall  cast  into  the  river,  and  every  daughter 
ye  shall  save  alive. 

Now  there  had  gone  a  man  of  the  house  of  Levi,  and  l 
had  taken  to  wife  a  daughter  of  Levi.   And  the  woman  was  % 
pregnant,  and  bare  a  son :  and  when  she  saw  him  that  he 
was  goodly,  she  hid  him  three  months.  And  when  she  could  $ 
no  longer  hide  him,  she  took  for  him  an  ark  of  paper-reed, 
and  daubed  it  with  bitumen  and  with  pitch,  and  put  the 
child  therein;  and  she  put  it  in  the  flags  by  the  river's 
brink.   And  his  sister  stood  afar  off,  to  know  what  would  4 
be  done  to  him.   And  the  daughter  of  Pharaoh  went  down  5 
to  wash  herself  at  the  river;  and  her  damsels  walked  by  the 
river's  side ;  and  when  she  saw  the  ark  among  the  flags,  she 
sent  her  maid-servant  and  she  took  it.   And  when  she  had  6 
opened  it,  she  saw  it — the   child:  and,  behold,   it  was  a 
weeping  boy.   And  she  pitied  him,  and  said,  This  is  one  of 
the  Hebrews'  children.    Then  said  his  sister  to  Pharaoh's  7 
daughter,   Shall  I  go  and  call  to  thee  a  nursing-woman  of 
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EXODUS,  Chap.  II. 


the  Hebrews,  that  she  may  nurse  the  child  for  thee?  And  8 
Pharaoh's  daughter  said  to  her,  Go.   And  the  young-  woman 
went  and  called  the  child's  mother.  And  Pharaoh's  daughter  9 
said  to  her,   Take  this  child  away,  and  nurse  it  fore  me, 
and  I  will  give  thee  thy  hire.    And  the  woman  took  the 
child  and  nursed  it.   And  the  child  grew,  and  she  brought  io 
him  unto  Pharaoh's  daughter,  and  he  became  as  her  son. 
And  she  called  his  name  Moses :  and  she  said ,  Because  I 
drew  him  out  of  the  water.  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  \  \ 
days,  when  Moses  was  grown,  that  he  went  out  to  his 
brethren,  and  saw  their  burdens:  and  he  saw  an  Egyptian- 
man  smiting  a  Hebrew-man ,  one  of  his  brethren.   And  he  1 9 
turned  this  way  and  that  way,  and  when  he  saw  that  there 
was  no  man,  he  smote  the  Egyptian  to  death;  and  hid  him 
in  the  sand.  And  when  he  went  out  the  second  day,  behold,  13 
two  men  of  the  Hebrews  strove  together:  and  he  said  to  the 
guilty  one,  Wherefore  smitest  thou  thy  fellow  ?  And  he  said,  1 4 
Who  made  thee  a  personage  an  officer ,  or  a  judge  over  us  ? 
intendest  thou  to  slay  me,  as  thotf  slewest  the  Egyptian? 
And  Moses  feared,  and  said,  Surely  the  thing  is  known. 
Now  when  Pharaoh  heard  this  thing,  he  sought  to  slay  Moses.  15 
Bud  Moses  fled  from  the  face  of  Pharaoh,  and  abode  in  the 
land  of  Midian :   and  he  sat  down  by  the  well.    Now  the  j  6 
priest  of  Midian  had  seven  daughters :  and  they  came  and 
drew  water,  and  filled  the  gutters  to  water  their  father's  flock. 
And  the  shepherds  came  and  drove  them  away:  but  Moses  17 
arose  and  saved  them,  and  watered  their  flock.  And  when  is 
they  came  to  Reuel  their  father,  he  said,  Why  have  ye  come 
so  hastily  to  day?    And  they  said,  An  Egyptian-man  delivered  19 
us  out  of  the  hand  of  the  shepherds,  and  also  drew  water 
enough  for  us,  and  watered  the  flock.    And  he  said  to  his  20 
daughters,  And  where  is  he  ?  wherefore  have  ye  left  the  man? 
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call  him,    that  he  may  eat  bread.   And  Moses  was  content 21 
to  abide  with  the  man:  and  he  gave  Moses  Zipporah  his 
daughter.    And  she  bare  him  a  son ,   and  he  called  his  22 
name  Gershom:  for  he  said,  I  have  been  a  stranger  in  a 
strange  land. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  process  of  time,  that  the  king  of  23 
Egypt  died:  and  the  children  of  Israel  sighed  by  reason  of 
the  service,  and  they  cried,  and  their  cry  for  help  came  up 
to  God  by  reason  of  the  service.    And  God  heard  their24 
groaning,  and  God  remembered  his  covenant  with  Abraham, 
with  Isaac,  and  with  Jacob.   And  God  saw  the  children  of  25 
Israel,  and  God  knew  their  affliction.

Now  Moses  fed  the  flock  of  Jethro  his  father-in-law,  the  i 
priest  of  Midian :  and  he  led  the  flock  behind  the  wilderness, 
and  came  to  the  mountain  of  God,  even  to  Horeb.  And  the  2 
angel  of  the  Eternal  appeared  to  him  in  a  flame  of  fire  out 
of  the  midst  of  the  bush:  and  he  saw,  and,  behold  the 
bush  burned  with  fire,    and  the  bush  was  not  consumed. 
And  Moses  said,  I  will  just  depart,  and  see  this  great  sight,  3 
why  the  bush  is  not  burnt.  And  when  the  Eternal  saw  that  4 
he  departed  to  see,   God  called  to  him  out  of  the  midst  of 
the  bush,  and  said,  Moses,  Moses.  And  he  said,  Here  am  I. 
And  he  said,  Draw  not  nigh  hither:  put  off  thy  shoes  from 5 
thy  feet,  for  the  place  whereon  thou  standest  is  holy  ground. 
Moreover  he  said,  I  am  the  God  of  thy  father,  the  God  of 6 
Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob.  And 
Moses  hid  his  face;  for  he  was  afraid  to  look  upon  God. 
And  the  Eternal  said,  I  have  surely  seen  the  affliction  of  7 
my  people  who  are  in  Egypt,  and  have  heard  their  cry  by 
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reason  of  their  taskmasters ;  for  I  know  their  sorrows ;  And  8 
1  am  come  down  to  deliver  them  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
Egyptians,  and  to  bring  them  up  out  of  that  land  to  a  good 
and  large  land,  to  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey ;  to  the 
place  of  the  Canaanites,  and  the  Hittites,  and  the  Amorites, 
and  the  Perizzites,  and  the  Hivites,  and  the  Jebusites.  Now  9 
therefore,  behold,  the  cry  of  the  children  of  Israel  is  come 
to  me:  and  I  have  also  seen  the  oppression  wherewith  the 
Egyptians  oppress  them.    Come  now  therefore ,  and  I  will  1 0 
send  thee  to  Pharaoh,  that  thou  mayest  bring  forth  my 
people  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  Egypt.   And  Moses  said  1 1 
to  God,  Who  am  I,  that  I  should  go  to  Pharaoh,  and  that 
I  should  bring  forth  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  Egypt  ? 
And  he  said,  Because  I  will  be  with  thee;  and  this  shall  be  12 
a  sign  to  thee,  that  I  have  sent  thee :  When  thou  hast  brought 
forth  the  people  out  of  Egypt,  ye  shall  serve  God  upon  this 
mountain.    And  Moses  said  to  God,  Behold,  when  I  come  toi3 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  shall  say  to  them,  The  God  of 
your  fathers  hath  sent  me  to   you:  and  they  shall  say  to 
me,  What  is  his  name?  what  shall  I  say  to  them?  And  14 
God  said  unto  Moses,  I  AM  THAT  P AM:  and  he  said,  Thus 
shalt  thou  say  to  the  children  of  Israel,  I  AM  hath  sent  me 
to  you.    And  God  said  moreover  to  Moses,  Thus  shalt  thou  15 
say  to  the  children  of  Israel,  The  Eternal,  the  God  of  your 
fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the 
God  of  Jacob,  hath  sent  me  to  you:  this  is  my  name  for 
ever,  and  this  is  my  memorial  to  all  generations.   Go,  andi6 
gather  the  elders  of  Israel  together,  and  say  to  them,  The 
Eternal  God  of  your  fathers;  the  God  of  Abraham,  of  Isaac, 
and  of  Jacob,  appeared  to  me,  saying,  I  have  surely  visited 
you,  and  seen  that  which  is  done  to  you  in  Egypt:  And  117 
have  said,  I  will  bring  you  up  out  of  the  affliction  of  Egypt 
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to  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  and  the  Hittites,  and  the 
Ainorites,  and  the  Perizzites,  and  the  Hivites,  and  the  Je- 
busites,  to  a  land  flowing-  with  milk  and  honey.  And  they  1 8 
shall  hearken  to  thy  voice:   and  thou  shalt  come,  thou  and 
the  elders  of  Israel,  to  the  king-  of  Egypt,  and  ye  shall  say 
to  him,  The  Eternal  God  of  the  Hebrews  hath  happened  to 
meet  us:  and  now  let  us  go,  we  pray  thee,  three  days'  journey 
into  the  desert,   that  we  may  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal  our 
God.    And  I  know  that  the  king-  of  Egypt  will  not  let  you  19 
go,  not  even  by  a  strong  hand.  And  I  will  stretch  out  my  20 
hand,  and  smite  the  Egyptians  with  all  my  wonders  which 
I  will  do  among  them:  and  after  that  he  will  let  you  go. 
And  I  will  give  this  people  favour  in  the  eyes  of  the  Egyptians :  21 
and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that,  when  ye  go  ye  shall  not 
go  empty :    But  every  woman  shall  ask  of  her  neighbour,  22 
and  of  her  that  sojourneth  in  her  house,  vessels  of  silver, 
and  vessels  of  gold,  and  raiment:  and  ye  shall  put  them 
upon  your  sons,   and  upon  your  daughters;   and   ye  shall 
spoil  the  Egyptians.  ^ 
And  Moses  answered  and  said,  But,  behold,  they  will  not  i 
believe  me,  nor  hearken  to  my  voice :  for  they  will  say  the 
Eternal  hath  not  appeared  to  thee.   And  the  Eternal  said  2 
to  him,  What  is  that  in  thy  hand?    And  he  said,  A  staff. 
And  he  said,  Cast  it  on  the  earth.  And  he  cast  it  on  the  3 
earth,  and  it  became  a  serpent;  and  Moses  fled  from  before 
it.    And  the  Eternal  said  unto  Moses,   Put  forth  thy  hand,  4 
and  seize  it  by  its  tail.    And  he  put  forth  his  hand,  and 
laid  hold  of  it,  and  it  became  a  staff  in  his  hand:   That 5 
they  may  believe  that  the  Eternal  God  of  their  fathers,  the 
God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob, 
hath  appeared  to  thee.    And  the  Eternal   said  furthermore  6 
unto  him,  Put  now  thy  hand  into  thy  bosom.   And  he  put 
his  hand  into  his  bosom :  and  when  he  brought  it  out,  behold, 
his  hand  was  leprous  as  snow.  And  he  said,  Put  thine  hand  7 
into  thy  bosom  again.    And  he  put  his  hand  into  his  bosom 
again;  and  brought  it  out  of  his  bosom,  and,  behold,  it 
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was  turned  again  as  his  other  flesh.    And  it  shall  come  to  8 
pass,  if  they  will  not  believe  thee,  neither  hearken  to  the 
voice  of  the  first  sign,  that  they  will  believe  the  voice  of 
the  latter  sign.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  they  will  not  9 
believe  also  these  two  signs,  neither  hearken  to  thy  voice, 
that  thou  shalt  take  of  the  water  of  the  river,  and  pour  it 
upon  the  dry  land:  and  the  water  which  thou  takest  out  of 
the  river  shall  become  blood  upon  the  dry  land.    And  Moses  10 
said  to  the  Eternal,  0,  my  Lord,  I  am  not  a  man  of  words, 
neither  heretofore,  nor  since  thou  hast  spoken  to  thy  servant : 
but  I  am  slow  of  speech  and  of  a  slow  tongue.  And  the  1 1 
Eternal  said  to  him,  Who  hath  made  man's  mouth?  or  who 
inaketh  the  dumb,  or  deaf,  or  the  open-eyed,  or  the  blind? 
have  not  I  the  Eternal?  Now  therefore  go,  and  I  will  be  12 
with  thy  mouth,  and  teach  thee  what  thou  shalt  say.  And  13 
he  said,   0,  my  Lord,  send,  I  pray  thee,  by  the  hand  of 
him  whom  thou  wilt  send.    And  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  14 
was  kindled  against  Moses,  and  he  said,  Is  not  Aaron  the 
Levite  thy  brother?  1  know  that  he  can  speak  well.  And 
also,  behold,  he  goeth  forth  towards  thee:   and  when  he 
seeth  thee,  he  will  be  glad  in  his  heart.   And  thou  shalt  15 
speak  to  him,  and  put  the  words  in  his  mouth:  and  I  will 
be  with  thy  mouth,  and  with  his  mouth,  and  will  teach  you 
what  ye  shall  do.  And  he  shall  speak  for  thee  to  the  people :  1 6 
and  he  shall  be.  even  he  shall  be  to  thee  instead  of  a  mouth, 
and  thou  shalt  be  to  him  instead  of  God.   And  thou  shalt  17 
take  this  staff  in  thy  hand,  wherewith  thou  shalt  do  the 
signs.  And  Moses  went  and  returned  to  Jethro  his  father- 18 
in-law,  and  said  to  him,  Let  me  go,  I  pray  thee,  and  return 
to  my  brethren  who  are  in  Egypt,  and  see  whether  they  be 
yet  alive.   And  Jethro  said  to  Moses,  Go  in  peace.    And  19 
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the  Eternal  said  to  Moses  in  Midian,  Go,  return  into  Egypt : 
for  all  the  men  are  dead  who  sought  thy  life.   And  Moses  20 
took  his  wife  and  his  sons,  and  made  them  ride  upon  the 
ass,  and  he  returned  to  the  land  of  Egypt:  and  Moses  took 
the  staff  of  God  in  his  hand.   And  the  Eternal  said  to  21 
Moses,  When  thou  goest  to  return  into  Egypt,  see  that  thou 
do  all  the  wonders  before  Pharaoh,  which  I  have  put  in  thy 
hand:  but  I  will  suffer  his  heart  to  be  hard,  that  he  shall 
not  let  the  people  go.  And  thou  shalt  say  to  Pharaoh,  Thus  22 
saith  the  Eternal,  Israel  is  my  son,  even  my  firstborn:  And 23 
I  say  to  thee,  Let  my  son  go,  that  he  may  serve  me  :  and 
if  thou  refuse  to  let  him  go,  behold,  I  will  slay  thy  son, 
even  thy  firstborn.  And  it  came  to  pass  by  the  way  in  the  24 
lodging  place,  that  the  Eternal  met  him,  and  sought  to  kill 
him.   Then  Zippora  took  a  sharp  stone,  and  cut  off  the  25 
foreskin  of  her  son,  and  cast  it  at  his  feet,  and  said,  Surely 
a  bridegroom  of  blood  art  thou  to  me.  So  he  loosened  his  26 
hold  of  him:  then  she  said,  A  bridegroom  of  blood  thou  art, 
because  of  the  circumcisions. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Aaron,  Go  into  the  wilderness 97 
towards  Moses.  And  he  went,  and  met  him  011  the  mountain 
of  God,  and  kissed  him.    And  Moses  told  Aaron  all  the  words  28 
of  the  Eternal  who  had  sent  him,  and  all  the  signs  which 
he  had  commanded  him.  And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  and  29 
gathered  together  all  the  elders  of  the  children  of  Israel: 
And  Aaron  spake  all  the  words  which  the  Eternal  had  spoken  30 
to  Moses,  and  did  the  signs  in  the  eyes  of  the  people.  And  31 
the  people  believed:  and  when  they  heard  that  the  Eternal 
had  visited  the  children  of  Israel,  and  that  he  had  seen 
their  affliction,  then  they  bowed  their  heads  and  prostrated 
themselves. 

And  afterwards  Moses  and  Aaron  came  and  said  to  Pharaoh,  j 
Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  Let  my  people  go, 
2  Vol.  II. 
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that  they  may  hold  a  feast  to  me  in  the  wilderness.  And  2 
Pharaoh  said,  Who  is  the  Eternal,  whose  voice  I  am  to  obey, 
to  let  Israel  go?  I  know  not  the  Eternal,  neither  will  I  let 
Israel  go.    And  they  said,  The  God  of  the  Hebrews  hath 3 
happened  to  meet  us:  let  us  go,  we  pray  thee,  three  days' 
journey  into  the  wilderness,  and  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal  our 
God ;  lest  he  light  on  us  with  pestilence,  or  with  the  sword. 
And  the  king  of  Egypt  said  to  them ,  Wherefore  do  ye,  4 
Moses  and  Aaron,  disturb  the  people  from  their  works:  go 
ye  unto  your  burdens.  And  Pharaoh  said,  Behold,  the  people  5 
of  the  land  now  are  many,  and  ye  make  them  rest  from 
their  burdens.  And  Pharaoh  commanded  the  same  day  the  6 
taskmasters  of  the  people,  and  their  bailiffs,  saying,  Ye  7 
shall  not  continue  to  give  the  people  straw  to  make  bricks, 
as  heretofore:  let  them  go  and  gather  straw  for  themselves. 
And  the  proportion  of  the  bricks  which  they  did  make  hereto-  8 
fore,  ye  shall  put  upon  them;  ye  shall  not  diminish  ought 
thereof:  for  they  are  idle;  therefore  they  cry,  saying,  Let 
us  go  and  sacrifice  to  our  God.   Let  the  service  be  hard  9 
upon  the   men,   that   they   may   labour  therein;  and  let 
them  not  regard  vain  words.    And  the  taskmakers  of  the  10 
people  went  out,  and  their  bailiffs,  and  they  spake  to  the 
people,  saying,  Thus  saith  Pharaoh,  I  will  not  give  you 
straw.  Go  ye,  take  to  yourselves  straw  where  ye  can  find  11 
it:  yet  not  ought  of  your  service  shall  be  diminished.   So  12 
the  people  were  scattered  abroad  throughout  all  the  land  of 
Egypt  to   gather  stubble  for  straw.    And  the  taskmasters  1 3 
urged  them,  saying,  Finish  your  works,  your  daily  tasks,  as 
when  there  was  straw.  And  the  bailiffs  of  the  children  of  1 4 
Israel,  whom  Pharaoh's  taskmasters  had  set  over  them,  were 
smitten,  saying,  Wherefore  have  ye  not  finished  your  task 
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in  making-  bricks,  both  yesterday  and  to-day,  as  heretofore. 
Then  the  bailiffs  of  the  children  of  Israel  came  and  cried  to  15 
Pharaoh,  saying-,  Wherefore  dost  thou  thus  with  thy  servants? 
There  is  no  straw  giveu  to  thy  servants,   and  they  say  to  16 
us,  Make  brick:  and,  behold,  thy  servants  are  smitten;  but 
the  fault  is  in  thine  own  people.  But  he  said,  Ye  are  idle,  17 
ye  are  idle:  therefore  ye  say,  Let  us  go  and  sacrifice  to  the 
Eternal.    Go  therefore  now,  and  serve;  for  there  shall  no  18 
straw  be  given  you,  yet  shall  ye  give  the  amount  of  bricks. 
And  the  bailiffs  of  the  children  of  Israel  did  see  that  they  19 
were  in  evil  ease,  being  obliged  to  say,  Ye  shall  not  diminish 
ought  from  your  bricks  of  your  daily  task.   And  they  met  20 
Moses  and  Aaron,  who  stood  in  the  way,  as  they  came  forth 
from  Pharaoh:  And  they  said  unto  them,  The  Eternal  look  21 
upon  you,  and  judge;  because  ye  have  made  our  odour  to 
be  abhorred  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh,  and  in  the  eyes  of  his 
servants,  to  put  a  sword  in  their  hand  to  slay  us.   And 22 
Moses  returned  to  the  Eternal,  and  said,  Lord,  wherefore 
hast  thou  done  so  evil  to  this  people  ?  wherefore  is  it  that 
thou  hast  sent  me?  For  since  I  came  to  Pharaoh  to  speak 23 
in  thy  name,  he  hath  done  evil  to  this  people;  neither  hast 
thou  delivered  thy  people  at  all.

Then  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Now  shalt  thou  see  what  i 
I  will  do  to  Pharaoh:  for  with  a  strong  hand  shall  he  send 
them  away,  and  with  a  strong  hand  shall  he  drive  them  out 
of  his  land.  And  God  spake  to  Moses,  and  said  to  him,  2 
I  am  the  Eternal.  And  I  appeared  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac,  3 
and  to  Jacob,  by  the  name  of  God  Almighty,  but  by  my 
name,  the  Eternal,  was  I  not  known  to  them.   And  I  have  4 
also  established  my  covenant  with  them,  to  give  them  the 
land  of  Canaan,  the  land  of  their  sojournings,  wherein  they 
sojourned.  And  I  have  also  heard  the  groaning  of  the  children  5 
of  Israel,  whom  Egypt  causes  to  serve;  and  I  have  remembered 
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my  covenant.   Wherefore  say  to  the  children  of  Israel,  I  am  6 
the  Eternal,  and  I  will  bring-  you  out  from  under  the  burdens 
of  the  Egyptians,  and  I  will  deliver  you  out  of  their  service, 
and  I  will  redeem  you  with  a  stretched  out  arm,  and  with 
great  judgments :  And  I  will  take  you  to  me  for  a  people,  7 
and  I  will  be  to  you  a  God:  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am 
the  Eternal  your  God,  who  bringeth  you  out  from  under 
the  burdens  of  Egypt.  And  I  will  bring  you  into  the  land,  8 
concerning  which  I  did  swear  to  give  it  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac, 
and  to  Jacob;  and  I  will  give  it  you  for  an  heritage:  I  am 
the  Eternal.  And  Moses  spake  so  to  the  children  of  Israel: 9 
but  they  hearkened  not  to  Moses  through  anguish  of  spirit, 
and  through  hard  service.    And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  10 
saying,  Go  in,  speak  to  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,   that  hell 
send  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  his  land.  And  Moses  spake  12 
before  the  Eternal,  saying,  Behold,  the  children  of  Israel 
have  not  hearkened  to  me ;  how  then  shall  Pharaoh  hear  me, 
who  am  of  uncircumcised  lips? 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  to  Aaron,  and  com- 13 
manded  them  concerning  the  children  of  Israel,  and  concerning 
Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  to  bring  the  children  of  Israel  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

These  are  the  heads  of  their  fathers'  houses:  The  sons  14 
of  Reuben  the  firstborn  of  Israel ;  Hanoch,  and  Pallu,  Hezron, 
and  Carmi:  these  are  the  families  of  Reuben.   And  the  sons  15 
of  Simeon;   Jemuel,   and  Jamin,    and  Ohad,   and  Jachin, 
and  Zohar,  and  Shaul  the  son  of  the  Canaanitish  woman: 
these  are  the  families  of  Simeon.  And  these  are  the  names  16 
of  the  sons  of  Levi  according  to  their  generations ;  Gershon, 
and  Kohath,    and  Merari:   and  the  years   of  the  life  of 
Levi  were  a  hundred   thirty    and   seven  years.    The  sons  17 
of  Gershon;  Libni,  and  Shimi,  according  to  their  families. 
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And  the  sons  of  Kohath:  Amram,  and  Izhar,  and  Hebron  18 
and  Uzziel:  and  the  years  of  the  life  of  Kohath  were  a  hundred 
thirty  and  three  years.  And  the  sons  of  Merari;  Mahli  and  19 
Mushi :   these  are  the  families  of  Levi  according-  to  their 
generations.  And  Ainrain  took  to  himself  Jochebed  his  aunt  20 
to  wife;  and  she  bare  him  Aaron  and  Moses:  and  the  years 
of  the  life  of  Amram  were  a  hundred  and  thirty  and  seven 
years.  And  the  sons  of  Izhar;  Korah,  and  Nepheg,  and 21 
Zichri.  And  the  sons  of  Uzziel;  Mishael,  and  Elzaphan,  and 22 
Zithri.    And  Aaron  took  to  himself  Elisheba,  daughter   of  23 
Amminadab,  sister  of  Naashon,  to  wife;  and  she  bare  him 
Nadab,  and  Abihu,  Eleazar,  and  Ithamar.   And  the  sons  of  24 
Korah;  Assir,  and  Elkanah,  and  Abiasaph:  these  are  the 
families  of  the  Korhite.  And  Eleazar  Aaron's  son  took  to  25 
himself  one  of  the  daughters  of  Putiel  to  wife;  and  she  bare 
him  Phinehas :  these  are  the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the 
Levites  according  to  their  families.   These  are  that  Aaron  26 
and  Moses,  to  whom  the  Eternal  said,  Bring  out  the  children 
of  Israel  from  the  land  of  Egypt  according  to  their  hosts. 
These  are  they  who  spake  to  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  to  27 
bring  out  the  children  of  Israel  from  Egypt:  these  are  that 
Moses  and  Aaron.  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  day  when  28 
the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  in  the  land  of  Egypt,   That  the  29 
Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  I  am  the  Eternal:  speak 
thou  to  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt  all  that  I  say  to  thee.    And  30 
Moses  said  before  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  am  of  uncircumcised 
lips,  and  how  shall  Pharaoh  hearken  to  me  ? 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  See,  I  have  made  thee  l 
like  a  god  to  Pharaoh:  and  Aaron  thy  brother  shall  be  thy 
prophet.  Thou  shalt  speak  all  that  I  command  thee  :  and  2 
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Aaron  thy  brother  shall  speak  to  Pharaob,  that  he  send  the 
children  of  Israel  out  of  his  land.  And  I  will  allow  Pharaoh's  3 
heart  to  harden,  and  multiply  my  signs  and  my  wonders  in 
the  land  of  Egypt.    But  Pharaoh  will  not  hearken  to  you,  4 
and  I  will   lay  my  hand  upon  Egypt,  and  bring  forth  my 
hosts,  —  my  people  the  children  of  Israel,  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt  by  great  judgments.   And  Egypt  shall  know  that  5 
I  am  the  Eternal,  when  I  stretch  forth  my  hand  against 
Egypt,  and  bring  out  the  children  of  Israel  from  the  midst  of 
them.   And  Moses  and  Aaron  did  as  the  Eternal  commanded  6 
them,  so  did  they.    And  Moses  was  fourscore  years  old,  7 
and  Aaron  fourscore  and  three  years  old  when  they  spake 
to  Pharaoh. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  to  Aaron,  saying, 8 
When  Pharaoh  shall  speak  to  you,  saying,  Shew  a  miracle  9 
for  you:  then  thou  shalt  say  to  Aaron,  Take  thy  staff,  and 
cast  it  before  Pharaoh,  and  it  shall  become  a  serpent.  Andio 
Moses  and  Aaron  came  in  to  Pharaoh,  and  they  did  so  as 
the  Eternal  had  commanded :  and  Aaron  cast  down  his  staff 
before  Pharaoh,  and  before  his  servants,  and  it  became  a 
serpent.   Then  Pharaoh  also  called  the  wise  men  and  the  11 
sorcerers :  now  the  engravers  of  hieroglyphics  of  Egypt,  they 
also  did  in  like  manner  with  their  secret  arts.   For  they  1 2 
cast  down  every  man  his  staff,  and  they  became  serpents: 
but  Aaron's  staff  swallowed  their  staves.  But  Pharaoh's  heart  13 
was  hard,  and  he  hearkened  not  to  them:  as  the  Eternal  had 
said.  And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses ,  Pharaoh's  heart  ^14 
hardened,  he  refuseth  to  let  the  people  go.    Go  to  Pharaoh  15 
in  the  morning ;  lo,  he  goeth  out  to  the  water ;  and  thou 
shalt  stand  by  the  river's  brink  towards  him;  and  the  staff 
which  was  turned  into  a  serpent  shalt  thou  take  in  thy  hand. 
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And  thou  shalt  say  to  him,  The  Eternal  God  of  the  Hebrews  16 
hath  sent  me  to  thee,  saying,  Send  away  my  people,  that 
they  may  serve  me  in  the  desert:  and,  behold,  hitherto  thou 
wouldest  not  hear.    Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  In  this  thou  17 
shalt  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal:  behold,  I  will  smite  with 
the  staff  that  is  in  my  hand  upon  the  waters  which  are  in 
the  river,  and  they  shall  be  turned  into  blood.    And  the  18 
fish  that  is  in  the  river  shall  die,  and  the  river  shall  stink; 
and  Egypt  shall  be  loath  to  drink  of  the  water  of  the  river. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Say  to  Aaron,  Take  thy  19 
staff,  and  stretch  out  thy  hand  upon  the  waters  of  Egypt, 
upon  their  streams,  upon  their  rivers,  and  upon  their  ponds, 
and  upon  all  their  gathering's  of  water,  that  they  may  become 
blood ;  and  that  there  may  be  blood  throughout  all  the  land 
of  Egypt,  both  in  vessels  of  wood,  and  in  vessels  of  stone. 
And  Moses  and  Aaron  did  so ,  as  the  Eternal  commanded ;  20 
and  he  lifted  up  the  staff,   and  smote  the  waters  that  were 
in  the  river,  before  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh,  and  before  the 
eyes  of  his  servants;  and  all  the  waters  that  were  in  the 
river  were  turned  into  blood.   And  the  fish  that  tvas  in  the  21 
river  died;  and  the  river  stank,  and  the  Egyptians  could 
not  drink  of  the  water  of  the  river;  and  there  was  blood 
throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt.   And  the  engravers  ofTl 
hieroglyphics  of  Egypt  did  so  with  their  secret  arts :  and 
Pharaoh's  heart  was  hard,  and  he  did  not  hearken  to  them 
as  the  Eternal  had  said.  And  Pharaoh  turned  and  went  into  23 
his  house,  neither  did  he  set  his  heart  to  this  also.  And  24 
all  the  Egyptians  digged  round  about  the  river  for  water  to 
drink;  for  they  could  not  drink  of  the  water  of  the  river. 
And  seven  days  were  fulfilled,  after  that  the  Eternal  had  25 
smitten  the  river. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,   Go  to  Pharaoh,   and 26 
say  to  him.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Let  my  people  go,  that 
they  may  serve  me.  And  if  thou  refuse  to  let  them  go,  27 
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behold,  I  will  plague  all  thy  boundaries  with  the  frogs.  And  28 
the  river  shall  bring  forth  frogs  abundantly,  and  they  shall 
go  up  and  come  into  thy  house,  and  into  thy  bedchamber, 
and  upon  thy  bed,  and  into  the  house  of  thy  servants,  and 
upon  thy  people,  and  into  thine  ovens,  and  into  thy  kneading- 
troughs:  And  the  frogs  shall  come  up  both  on  thee,  and 29 
upon  thy  people,  and  upon  all  thy  servants.

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  Say  to  Aaron,  Stretch  1 
forth  thy  hand  with  thy  staff  over  the  streams,  over  the 
rivers,  and  over  the  ponds,  and  cause  the  frogs  to  come  up 
upon  the  land  of  Egypt.    And   Aaron  stretched  forth  his  2 
hand  over  the  waters  of  Egypt;  and  the  frogs  came  up,  and 
covered  the  land  of  Egypt.   And  the  engravers  of  hieroglyphics  3 
did  so  with  their  secret  arts,  and  brought  up  the  frogs  upon 
the  land  of  Egypt.  Then  Pharaoh  called  for  Moses  and  Aaron,  4 
and  said.  Entreat  the  Eternal,   that  he  may  take  away  the 
frogs  from  me,  and  from  my  people ;  and  1  will  let  the  people 
go,  that  they  may  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal.  And  Moses  said 5 
to  Pharaoh,  Glory  over  me:  for  when  shall  I  entreat  for  thee, 
and  for  thy  servants,  and  for  thy  people,  to  destroy  Ihe 
frogs  from  thee  and  thy  houses,  that  they  may  remain  in  the 
river  only?    And  he  said,  For  to-morrow.    And  he  said,  6 
Be  it  according  to  thy  word :  that  thou  mayest  know  that 
there  is  none  like  the  Eternal  our  God.    And  the  frogs  shall  7 
depart  from  thee,  and  from  thy  houses,  and  from  thy  servants, 
and  from  thy  people;  they  shall  remain  in  the  river  only. 
And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  out  from  Pharaoh  :  and  Moses  8 
cried  to  the  Eternal  because  of  the  frogs  which  he  had  brought 
upon  Pharaoh.   And  the  Eternal  did  according  to  the  word  9 
of  Moses,  and  the  frogs  died  out  of  the  houses,  out  of  the 
courts,  and  out  of  the  fields.   And  they  piled  them  up  in  10 
heaps  and  the  land  stank.   But  when  Pharaoh  saw  that  there  1 1 
was  respite,  he  allowed  his  heart  to  be  hardened,  and  hearkened 
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not  to  them;  as  the  Eternal  had  spoken.   And  the  Eternal  12 
said  to  Moses,  say  to  Aaron,  Stretch  out  thy  staff,  and  smite 
the  dust  of  the  land  that  it  may  become  gnats  throughout 
all  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  they  did  so;  for  Aaron  stretched  13 
out  his  hand  with  his  staff,  and  smote  the  dust  of  the  earth, 
and  it  became  gnats  on  man,  and  on  beast;  all  the  dust  of 
the  land  became  gnats  throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt. 
And  the  engravers  of  hieroglyphics  did  so  with  their  secret  14 
arts  to  bring  forth  gnats,  but  they  could  not:  so  there  were 
gnats  upon  man,  and  upon  beast.    Then  the  engravers  of  15 
hieroglyphics  said  to  Pharaoh,  This  is  the  finger  of  GM:  and 
Pharaoh's  heart  was  hardened,  and  he  hearkened  not  to  them ; 
as  the  Eternal  had  spoken.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  16 
Rise  early  in  the  morning,  and  stand  before  Pharaoh;  lo, 
he  goeth  forth  to  the  water;  and  say  to  him,  Thus  saith 
the  Eternal,    Let  my  people  go,  that  they  may  serve  me. 
But  if  thou  wilt  not  let  my  people  go,  behold,  I  will  send  17 
the  insects  upon  thee,  and  upon  thy  servants,  and  upon  thy 
people,  and  into  thy  houses:  and  the  houses  of  Egypt  shall 
be  full  of  the  insects,  and  also  the  ground  whereon  they  are. 
And  I  will  distinguish  in  that  day  the  land  of  Goshen,  in  18 
which  my  people  dwell,  that  no  insects  shall  be  there;  in 
order  that  thou  inayest  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal  in  the 
midst  of  the  earth.   And  I  will  put  a  division  between  my  19 
people  and  thy  people:   for  tb-morrow  shall  this  sign  be. 
And  the  Eternal  did  so ;  and  there  came  numerous  insects  20 
into  the  house  of  Pharaoh,  and  into  his  servants'  houses, 
and  into  all  the  land  of  Egypt:  the  land  was  corrupted  by 
reason  of  the  insects.   And  Pharaoh  called  for  Moses  and  21 
for  Aaron,  and  said,  Go  ye,  sacrifice  to  your  God  in  the 
land.  And  Moses  said,  It  is  not  meet  so  to  do;  for  we  shall  22 
3  Vol.  II. 
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sacrifice  the  abomination  of  the  Egyptians  to  the  Eternal  our 
God:  lo,  shall  we  sacrifice  the  abomination  of  the  Egyptians 
before  their  eyes,  and  will  they  not  stone  us?   We  will  go  23 
three  days'  journey  into  the  wilderness,  and  sacrifice  to  the 
Eternal  our  God,  as  he  shall  say  to  us.   And  Pharaoh  said,  24 
I  will  let  you  go  that  ye  may  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal  your 
God  in  the  wilderness;  only  ye  shall  not  go  very  far  away: 
entreat  for  me.    And  Moses  said,  Behold,  I  go  out  from 25 
thee,  and  I  will  entreat  the  Eternal  that  the  insects  may 
depart  from  Pharaoh,  from  his  servants,  and  from  his  people, 
to-morrow:  but  let  not  Pharaoh  deal  deceitfully  any  more  in 
not  letting  the  people  go  to  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal.   And  26 
Moses  went  out  from  Pharaoh,  and  entreated  the  Eternal. 
And  the  Eternal  did  according  to  the  word  of  Moses;  and 27 
he  removed  the  insects  from  Pharaoh,  from  his  servants,  and 
from  his  people;  there  remained   not  one.    And  Pharaoh 28 
hardened  his  heart  at  this  time  also,  neither  would  he  let 
the  people  go. 

Then  the   Eternal    said   to  Moses,    Go  in  to  Pharaoh,^ 
and  tell  him,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  the  Hebrews, 
Let  my  people  go ,  that  they  may  serve  me.   For  if  thou  2 
refuse  to  let  them  go,  and  wilt  hold  them  still,   Behold,  3 
the  hand  of  the  Eternal  is  upon  thy  cattle  which  is  in  the 
field,  upon  the  horses,  upon  the  asses,  upon  the  camels, 
upon  the  herd,  and  upon  the  flock:  there  shall  be  a  very 
heavy  pestilence.  And  the  Eternal  shall  distinguish  between  4 
the  cattle  of  Israel  and  the  cattle  of  Egypt:  and  there  shall 
nothing  die  of  all  that  is  the  children's  of  Israel.    And  the  5 
Eternal  set  an  appointed  time,  saying,  To  morrow  the  Eternal 
shall  do  this  thing  in  the  land.   And  the  Eternal  did  that  6 
thing  on  the  morrow,  and  all  the  cattle  of  Egypt  died;  but 
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of  the  cattle  of  the  children  of  Israel  died  not  one.   And  7 
Pharaoh  sent,  and,  behold,  there  was  not  one  of  the  cattle  of 
the  Israelites  dead.   And  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  was  hardened, 
and  he  did  not  let  the  people  go. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses  and  to  Aaron,  Take  to  8 
you  handfuls  of  soot  of  the  furnace,  and  let  Moses  sprinkle 
it  towards  the  heaven  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh.  And  it  shall  9 
become  small  dust  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  shall  be  a 
boil  breaking-  forth  with  blains  upon  man,  and  upon  beast, 
throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt.    And  they  took  soot  of  10 
the  furnace,  and  stood  before  Pharaoh;  and  Moses  sprinkled 
it  up  towards  heaven;  and  it  became  a  boil  breaking  forth 
with  blaius  upon  man,   and  upon  beast.   And  the  engravers  1 1 
of  hieroglyphics  could  not  stand  before  Moses  because  of  the 
boils;  for  the  boil  was  upon  the  engravers  of  hieroglyphics, 
and  upon  all  Egypt.  And  the  Eternal  suffered  the  heart  of  12 
Pharaoh  to  be  hardened,  and  he  hearkened  not  to  them;  as 
the  Eternal  had  spoken  to  Moses. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Rise  early  in  the  morning,  13 
and  stand  before  Pharaoh,  and  say  to  him,  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal  God  of  the  Hebrews,  Let  my  people  go,  that  they 
may  serve  me.   For  I  will  at  this  time  send  all  my  plagues  14 
upon  thy  heart,  and  upon  thy  servants,  and  upon  thy  people; 
that  thou  mayest  know  that  there  is  none  like  me  in  all  the 
earth.   For  now  I  might  have  stretched  out  my  hand,  and  15 
I  might  have  smitten  thee  and  thy  people  with  pestilence; 
and  thou  wouldest  have  been  cut  off  from  the  earth,  But  16 
that  in  very  deed  for  this  cause  have  I  raised  thee  up,  for 
to  shew  thee  my  power;  and  that  my  name  may  be  declared 
throughout  all  the  earth.  As  yet  exaltest  thou  thyself  against  17 
my  people,  that  thou  wilt  not  let  them  go?    Behold,  to-18 
morrow  about  this  time  I  wall  cause  it  to  rain  a  very  heavy 
hail,  such  as  hath  not  been  in  Egypt  from  the  day  of  its 
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foundation  even  until  now.    Send  therefore  now,  and  use  19 
thy  power  over  thy  cattle,  and  all  that  thou  hast  in  the  field; 
for  upon  every  man  and  beast  which  shall  be  found  in  the 
field,  and  shall  not  be  gathered  into  the  house,  the  hail  shall 
come  down  upon  them,  and  they  shall  die.  He  that  feared  20 
the  word  of  the  Eternal  among  the  servants  of  Pharaoh  made 
his  servants  and  his  cattle  flee  into  the  houses:   And  he 21 
that  regarded  not  the  word  of  the  Eternal  left  his  servants 
and  his  cattle  in  the  field. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Stretch  forth  thy  hand 22 
towards  heaven,  that  there  may  be  hail  in  all  the  land  of 
Egypt,  upon  man,  and  upon  beast,  and  upon  every  herb  of 
the  field,  throughout  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  Moses  stretched  23 
forth,  his  staff  towards  heaven :  and  the  Eternal  sent  thunder 
and  hail,   and  fire  ran  along  upon  the  ground;  and  the 
Eternal  caused  hail  to  rain  upon  the  land  of  Egypt.    So  24 
there  was  hail,  and  consuming  fire  in  the  midst  of  the  hail, 
very  heavy,  such  as  there  was  none  like  it  in  all  the  land 
of  Egypt  since  it  became  a  nation.    And  the  hail  smote  25 
throughout  all  the  land  of  Egypt  all  that  was  in  the  field, 
both  man  and  beast;  and  the  hail  smote  every  herb  of  the 
field,  and  shattered  every  tree  of  the  field.  Only  in  the  land  26 
of  Goshen,  where  the  children  of  Israel  were,  was  there  no 
hail.   And  Pharaoh  sent,  and  called  for  Moses  and  Aaron,  27 
and  said  to  them,  I  have  sinned  this  time;  the  Eternal  is 
righteous,  and  I  and  my  people  are  wicked.    Entreat  the  28 
Eternal,  for  there  have  been  too  many  thunderings  of  God 
and  hail;  and  I  will  let  you  go,  and  ye  shall  stay  no  longer. 
And  Moses  said  to  him,  As  soon  as  I  am  gone  out  of  the  29 
city,  I  will  spread  my  hands  to  the  Eternal;  and  the  thunder 
shall  cease,  neither  shall  there  be  any  more  hail;  that  thou 
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mayest  know  that  the  earth  belongs  to  the  Eternal.  But  as  30 
for  thee  and  thy  servants,  I  know  that  ye  will  not  yet  be 
afraid  of  the  Eternal  God.    And  the  flax  and  the  barley  31 
were  smitten:  for  the  barley  was  in  the  ear,  and  the  flax 
tvas  boiled.  But  the  wheat  and  the  spelt  were  not  smitten:  32 
for  they  were  not  grown  up.    And  Moses  went  out  of  the  33 
city  from  Pharaoh,  and  spread  his  hands  to  the  Eternal; 
and  the  thunders  and  hail  ceased,  and  the  rain  was  not 
poured  upon  the  earth.   And  when  Pharaoh  saw  that  the  34 
rain  and  the  hail  and  the  thunders  were  ceased,  he  continued 
to  sin,  and  hardened  his  heart,  he  and  his  servants.  And  35 
the  heart  of  Pharaoh  was  hardened,  neither  would  he  let  the 
children  of  Israel  go;  as  the  Eternal  had  spoken  by  the  hand 
of  Moses. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Go  in  to  Pharaoh:  for  I| 
have  allowed  his  heart  to  be  hardened,  and  the  heart  of  his 
servants,  that  I  might  show  these  my  signs  among  them: 
And  that  thou  mayest  tell  in  the  ears  of  thy  son,   and  of 2 
thy  son's  son,  what  things  I  have  wrought  in  Egypt,  and 
my  signs  which  I  have  done  among  them;  that  ye  may  know 
that  I  am  the  Eternal.   And  Moses  and  Aaron  came  in  to  3 
Pharaoh,  and  said  to  him,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of 
the  Hebrews,  How  long  wilt  thou  refuse  to  be  humbled  before 
me?  let  my  people  go,  that  they  may  serve  me.   For,  if 4 
thou  refuse  to  let  my  people  go,  behold,  to-morrow  will  I 
bring  the  locusts  within  thy  boundaries :   And  they  shall  cover  5 
the  face  of  the  earth,  that  one  cannot  be  able  to  see  the 
earth:  and  they  shall  eat  the  residue  which  is  escaped,  which 
remaineth  to  you  from  the  hail,  and  shall  eat  every  tree 
which  groweth  for  you  out  of  the  field :    And  thy  houses  6 
shall  be  full,  and  the  houses  of  all  thy  servants,  and  the 
houses  of  all  Egypt;  which  neither  thy  fathers,  nor  thy  fathers' 
fathers  have  seen,  since  the  day  that  they  were  upon  the 
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ground  to  this  day.    And  he  turned,  and  went  out  from  7 
Pharaoh.   And  Pharaoh's  servants  said  to  him,  How  long 
shall  this  man  be  a  snare  to  ns  ?  let  the  men  go,  that  they 
may  serve  the  Eternal  their  God :  knowest  thou  not  yet  that 
Egypt  has  perished?  And  Moses  and  Aaron  were  brought 8 
again  to  Pharaoh :  and  he  said  to  them,  Go,  serve  the  Eternal 
your  God :  who  are  they  that  shall  go  ?    And  Moses  said,  9 
We  will  go  with  our  young  and  with  our  old,  with  our  sons 
and  with  our  daughters,  with  our  flocks  and  with  our  herds 
will  we  go;  for  it  is  our  feast  to  the  Eternal.  And  he  said  10 
to  them,  Let  the  Eternal  be  so  with  you,  as  I  will  let  you 
go,  and  your  little  ones:  look  that  evil  is  before  your  face. 
Not  so:  go  now  ye  that  are  adult  men,  and  serve  the  Eternal; H 
for  that  ye  did  seek.  And  they  drove  them  out  from  before 
the  face  of  Pharaoh. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Stretch  out  thy  hand  over  1 2 
the  land  of  Egypt  for  the  locusts,  that  they  may  come  up 
upon  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  eat  every  herb  of  the  land,  even 
all  that  hath  remained  from  the  hail.  And  Moses  stretched  13 
forth  his  statf  over  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  the  Eternal  brought 
an  east  wind  upon  the  land  all  that  day,  and  all  that  night  ; 
and  when  it  was  morning,  the  east  wind  brought  the  locusts. 
And  the  locusts  went  up  all  over  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  14 
rested  within  all  the  boundaries  of  Egypt:  very  heavy  were 
they;  before  them  there  were  no  such  locusts  as  they  neither 
after  them  shall  be  such.   For  they  covered  the  face  of  the  15 
whole  land,  so  that  the  land  was  darkened;  and  they  did 
eat  every  herb  of  the  land,  and  all  the  fruit  of  the  trees 
which  the  hail  had  left:  and  there  was  not  left  any  green 
thing  on  the  trees,  or  in  the  herbs  of  the  field,  through  all 
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the  land  of.  Egypt.  Then  Pharaoh  hastened  to  call  for  Moses 
and  Aaron;  and  he  said,  I  have  sinned  against  the  Eternal 
your  God,  and  against  you.   Now  therefore  forgive,  I  pray  17 
thee,  my  sin  only  this  once,  and  entreat  the  Eternal  your 
God,  that  he  may  remove  from  me  this  death  only.   And  he  18 
went  out  from  Pharaoh,  and  entreated  the  Eternal.    And  19 
the  Eternal  turned  a  very  strong  west  wind,  and  bore  away 
the  locusts,  and  cast  them  into  the  Red  sea;  there  remained 
not  one  locust  in  all  the  boundaries   of  Egypt.    But  the  20 
Eternal  allowed  Pharaoh's  heart  to  be  hardened,  so  that  he 
would  not  let  "the  children  of  Israel  go. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,    Stretch  out  thy  hand 21 
towards  heaven,  that  there  may  be  darkness  over  the  land 
of  Egypt  ,  even   darkness  which  may  be  felt.    And  Moses  22 
stretched  forth  his  hand  towards  heaven;  and  there  was  a 
thick  darkness  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt  three  days:  They  23 
saw  not  one  another,  neither  rose  any  man  from  his  place 
for  three  days:  but  all  the  children  of  Israel  had  light  in 
their  habitations.   And  Pharaoh  called  to  Moses,  and  said,  24 
Go  ye,  serve  the  Eternal;  only  let  your  flocks  and  your  herds 
be  stayed:  let  your  little  ones  also  go  with  you.  And  Moses  25 
said,  Thou  must  give  into  our  hands  also  sacrifices  and  burnt 
offerings,  that  we  may  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal  our  God. 
Our  cattle  also  shall  go  with  us;  there  shall  nt)t  a  hoof  remain;  26 
for  thereof  must  we  take  to  serve  the  Eternal  our  God;  and 
we  know  not  with  what  we  must  serve  the  Eternal,  until 
we  come  thither.  But  the  Eternal  allowed  Pharaoh's  heart  to  27 
be  hardened,  and  he  would  not  let  them  go.  And  Pharaoh 28 
said  to  him,  Go  from  me,  take  heed  to  thyself,  thou  shalt 
see  my  face  no  more;  for  in  that  day  thou  seest  my  face 
thou  shalt  die.  And  Moses  said,  Thou  hast  spoken  right, 29 
I  will  see  thy  face  again  no  more. 
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And  the  Eternal   said  to  Moses,  Yet  will  I  bring-  onei 
plague  more  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  Egypt;  afterwards  he 
will  let  you  go  hence:  when  he  shall  let  you  go,  he  shall 
surely  drive  you  out  hence  altogether.  Speak  now  in  the  2 
ears  of  the  people,  and  let  every  man  ask  his  fellow,  and 
every  woman  her  fellow,  for  vessels  of  silver,  and  for  vessels 
of  gold.   And  the  Eternal  gave  the  people  favour  in  the  3 
eyes  of  Egypt.  Moreover  the  man  Moses  tvas  very  great  in 
the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  eyes  of  Pharaoh's  servants,  and 
in  the  eyes  of  the  people. 

And  Moses  said,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  About  midnight 4 
will  I  go  out  into  the  midst  of  Egypt :   And  all  the  firstborn  5 
in  the  land  of  Egypt  shall  die,  from  the  firstborn  of  Pharaoh 
that  sitteth  upon  his  throne,  even  to  the  firstborn  of  the 
handmaid  that  is  behind  the  mill-stones ;  and  all  the  firstborn 
of  beasts.   And  there  shall  be  a  great  cry  throughout  all  6 
the  land  of  Egypt,  such  as  there  was  none  like  it,  nor  shall 
be  like  it  any  more.   But  against  any  of  the  children  of? 
Israel  shall  not  a  dog  move  his  tongue,  against  man  or  beast; 
that  ye  may  know  that  the  Eternal  distinguisheth  between 
Egypt  and  Israel.    And  all  these  thy  servants  shall  come  8 
down  to  me,  and  prostrate  themselves  before  me,  saying,  Go 
out,  and  all  the  people  that  follow  thee:   and  after  that  I 
will  go  out.   And  he  went  out  from  Pharaoh  in  fierceness 
of  wrath. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Pharaoh  will  not  hearken  9 
to  you;  so  that  my  wonders  may  be  multiplied  in  the  land 
of  Egypt.   And  Moses  and  Aaron  did  all  these  wonders  before  10 
Pharaoh :  and  the  Eternal  allowed  Pharaoh's  heart  to  be 
hardened,  so  that  he  did  not  send  the  children  of  Israel  out 
of  his  land. 

12 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  Aaron  in  the  land  i 
of  Egypt,  saying,   This  month  shall  be  to  you  the  beginnings 
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of  months:  it  shall  be  the  first  month  of  the  year  to  you. 
Speak  ye  to  all  the  congregation  of  Israel,  saying:,   In  the  3 
tenth  day  of  this  month  they  shall  take  to  them  every  man 
one  of  a  flock,  for  the  house  of  their  fathers,  one  of  a  flock 
for  a  house :   And  if  the  household  be  too  little  for  one  of  a  4 
flock,  let  him  and  his  neighbour  next  unto  his  house  take  it 
according  to  the  proportion  of  the  souls;  every  man  according 
to  his  eating  shall  ye  make  your  count  for  the  one  of  the 
flock.  The  one  of  the  flock  shall  be  without  blemish,  a  male  5 
of  the  first  year:  ye  shall  take  it  from  the  sheep,  or  from  the 
goats:  And  it  shall  be  in  your  keeping  until  the  fourteenths 
day  of  the  same  month :   and  the  whole  assembly  of  the 
congregation  of  Israel  shall  slaughter  it  at  eventide.   And  7 
they  shall  take  of  the  blood,  and  strike  it  on  the  two  side 
posts  and  on  the  lintel;  on  the  houses,  wherein  they  shall 
eat  it.   And  they  shall  eat  the  flesh  in  that  night,  roasts 
with  fire,  and  unleavened  bread;  with  bitter  herbs  they  shall 
eat  it.    Eat  not  of  it  half-done,  nor  sodden  at  all  with  water,  9 
but  roast  with  fire;  its  head  with  its  legs,  and  with  the 
inward  parts  thereof.    And  ye  shall  not  leave  anything  of  10 
it  until  the  morning;  and  that  which  is  left  of  it  until  the 
morning  ye  shall  burn  with  fire.   And  thus  shall  ye  eat  it ;  1 1 
with  your  loins  girded,  your  shoes  on  your  feet,   and  your 
stick  in  your  hand;  and  ye  shall  eat  it  in  haste:  it  is  the 
passover  of  the  Eternal.   For  I  will  pass  through  the  land  1 2 
of  Egypt  this  night,  and  will  smite  all  the  firstborn  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  both  man  and  beast;  and  against  all  the  gods 
of  Egypt  I  will  execute  judgments;  I  am  the  Eternal.   And  13 
the  blood  shall  be  to  you  for  a  sign  upon  the  houses  where 
ye  are:  and  when  I  see  the  blood,  I  will  pass  over  you,  and 
the  infliction  shall  not  be  upon  you  as  a  destroyer,  when  I 
4  Vol.  II. 
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smite  the  land  of  Egypt.   And  this  day  shall  be  unto  you  for  1 4 
a  memorial;  and  ye  shall  celebrate  it  a  feast  to  the  Eternal 
throughout  your  generations;  ye  shall  celebrate  it  a  feast,  an 
ordinance  for  ever.  Seven  days  shall  ye  eat  unleavened  bread;  15 
even  the  first  day  ye  shall  have  put  away  leaven  out  of  your 
houses :  for  whosoever  eateth  anything  leavened  from  the  first 
day  until  the  seventh  day,  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from 
Israel.   And  on  the  first  day  there  shall  be  a  convocation  of  15 
holiness,  and  on  the  seventh  day  there  shall  be  a  convocation 
of  holiness  to  you;  no  wTork  shall  be  done  in  them,  save 
that  which  may  be  eaten  by  man,  that  only  may  be  done 
for  you.   And  ye  shall  watch  the  unleavened  bread;  for  in  17 
this  selfsame  day  have  I  brought  your  hosts  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt  :  therefore  shall  ye  keep  this  day  throughout  your 
generations  an  ordinance  for  ever.   In  the  first  month,  on  the  18 
fourteenth  day  of  the  month  at  even,  ye  shall  eat  unleavened 
bread,  until  the  one  and  twentieth  day  of  the  month  at  even. 
Seven  days  shall  there  be  no  leaven  found  in  your  houses:  19 
for  whosoever  eateth  that  wThich  leaveneth,  even  that  soul 
shall  be  cut  off  from  the  congregation  of  Israel,  whether  he 
be  a  stranger  or  a  native  of  the  land.   Ye  shall  eat  nothing  20 
that  leaveneth ;  in  all  your  habitations  shall  ye  eat  unleavened 
bread.  Then  Moses  called  for  all  the  elders  of  Israel,  and  21 
said  unto  them,   Draw  out  or  take  you  a  lamb  according  to 
your  families,  and  slaughter  the  passover.  And  ye  shall  take  22 
a  bunch  of  hyssop,   and  dip  it  in  the  blood  that  is  in  the 
bason,  and  touch  the  lintel  and  the  two  side  posts  with  the 
blood  that  is  in  the  bason;  and  none  of  you  shall  go  out 
from  the  entrance  of  his  house  until  the  morning.   For  the  25 
Eternal  will  pass  through  to  afflict  Egypt;  and  when  he  seeth 
the  blood  upon  the  lintel,  and  on  the  two  side  posts,  the 
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Eternal  will  pass  over  the  entrance,  and  will  not  suffer  the 
destroyer  to  come  into  your  houses  to  afflict  you.   And  ye  24 
shall  keep  this  thing*  for  a  statute  to  thee  and  thy  sons  for 
ever.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  ye  be  come  to  the  25 
land  which  the  Eternal  will  give  you,  according:  as  he  hath 
spoken,  that  ye  shall  keep  this  service.    And  it  shall  come  25 
to  pass,  when  your  children  shall  say  to  you,  What  mean 
ye  by  this  service  ?   That  ye  shall  say,  It  is  the  sacrifice  27 
of  the  passover  of  the  Eternal,  who  passed  over  the  houses 
of  the  children  of  Israel  in  Egypt,  when  he  afflicted  Egypt, 
and  delivered  our  houses.   And  the  people  bowed  the  head 
and  prostrated  themselves.    And  the  children  of  Israel  went,  28 
and  did  as  the  Eternal  had  commanded  Moses  and  Aaron, 
so  did  they. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  at  midnight  the  Eternal  smote  29 
all  the  firstborn  in  the  land  of  Eg-ypt,  from  the  firstborn  of 
Pharaoh  that  sitteth  on  his  throne  to  the  firstborn  of  the 
captive  that  ivas  in  the  dung-eon ;   and  all  the  firstborn  of 
beasts.    And  Pharaoh  rose  in  the  night,  he,  and  all  his  30 
servants,  and  alt  Egypt;  and  there  was  a  great  cry  in  Egypt; 
for  there  was  not  a  house  where  there  was  not  one  dead. 
And  he  called  for  Moses  and  Aaron  by  night,  and  said,  Arise,  31 
go  out  from  the  midst  of  my  people,  both  ye  and  the  children 
of  Israel:  and  go,  serve  the  Eternal,  as  ye  have  spoken. 
Also  take  your  flocks  and  your  herds,  as  ye  have  spoken, 32 
and  be  gone;    and  bless  me  also.    And  Egypt  was  urgent 33 
upon  the  people,  hastening  to  send  them  out  of  the  land; 
for  they  said,  We  are  all  dead  men.    And  the  people  took 34 
their  dough  before  it  was  leavened,  their  kneading-troughs 
being  bound  up  in  their  outer-garments  upon  their  shoulder. 
And  the  children  of  Israel  did  according   to  the  word  of  35 
Moses;  and  they  asked  of  the  Egyptians  vessels  of  silver, 
and  vessels  of  gold,  and  outer-garments:    And  the  Eternal 36 
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gave  the  people  favour  in  the  eyes  of  the  Egyptians,  so  that 
they  complied  with  their  asking.    And  they  emptied  Egypt. 

And  the  children   of  Israel  journeyed  from  Rameses  to  37 
Succoth,  about  six  hundred  thousand  on  foot,  adult  males, 
besides  little  ones.   And  a  mixed  multitude  went  up  also  with  38 
them;  and  flocks,  and  herds,  even  very  much  cattle.    And 39 
they  baked  unleavened  cakes  of  the  dough  which  they  brought 
forth  out  of  Egypt,  for  it  was  not  leavened;  because  they 
were  driven  out  of  Egypt,  and  could  not  tarry,  neither  had 
they  made  for  themselves  any  provisions.   Now  the  stay  of  40 
the  children  of  Israel,  who  abode  in  Egypt,  was  four  hundred 
and  thirty  years.  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  the  four  41 
hundred  and  thirty  years,  even  the  self-same  day  it  came  to 
pass,  that  all  the  hosts  of  the  Eternal  went  out  from  the  land 
of  Egypt.    It  is  a  night  of  observation  to  the  Eternal  for  42 
bringing  them  out  from  the  land  of  Egypt :  this  is  that  night 
of  observation  of  the  Eternal  to  all  the  children  of  Israel 
throughout  their  generations. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses  and  Aaron,  This  is  the 43 
ordinance  of  the  passover:   There  shall  no  alien  eat  thereof: 
But  every  man's  servant  that  is  bought  for  money,  when  thou  44 
hast  circumcised  him,  then  shall  he  eat  thereof.   A  tolerated  45 
sojourner  and  a  hired  servant  shall  not  eat  thereof.   In  one  46 
house  shall  it  be  eaten:  thou  shalt  not  carry  forth  ought  of 
the  flesh  abroad  out  of  the  house;  neither  shall  ye  break  a 
bone  thereof.    All  the  congregation  of  Israel  shall  keep  it.  47 
And  when  a  stranger  shall  sojourn  with  thee,  and  will  keep  48 
the  passover  to  the  Eternal,  let  all  his  males  be  circumcised, 
and  then  let  him  come  near  and  keep  it;  and  he  shall  be  as 
a  native  of  the  land:  and  no  uncircumcised  person  shall  eat 
thereof.  One  law  shall  be  for  the  native,  and  for  the  stranger  49 
that  sojourneth  in  the  midst  of  you.  Thus  did  all  the  children  50 
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of  Israel;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses  and  Aaron,  so 
did  they.    And  it  came  to  pass  the  selfsame  day,  that  the  51 
Eternal  did  bring-  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt  by  their  hosts.  1& 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying-,   Sanctify  to  me 9 
all  the  firstborn,  the  first  offspring  of  every  womb  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  both  of  man  and  of  beast:  it  is  mine. 
And  Moses  said  to  the  people,  Remember  this  day,  in  which  3 
ye  went  out  from  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of  servants;  for 
by  strength  of  hand  the  Eternal  brought  you  out  thence: 
nothing  leavened  shall  be  eaten.   This  day  go  ye  out  in  the  4 
month  Abib.    And  it  shall  be  when  the  Eternal  shall  brings 
thee  into  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  and  the  Hittites,  and 
the  Amorites,  and  the  Hivites,  and  the  Jebusites,  which  he 
sware  to  thy  fathers  to  give  thee,  a  land  flowing  with  milk 
and  honey,  that  thou  shalt  serve  this  service  in  this  month. 
Seven  days  thou  shalt  eat  unleavened  kread ,   and  in  the  6 
seventh  day  shall  be  afeast  to  the  Eternal.   Unleavened  bread  7 
shall  be  eaten  seven  days;  and  there  shall  nothing  leavened 
be  seen  with  thee,  neither  shall  there  be  leaven  seen  with 
thee  within  all  thy  boundaries.    And  thou  shalt  tell  thy  son  8 
in  that  day,  saying,  This  is  done  because  of  that  which  the 
Eternal  did  to  me  when  I  came  forth  out  of  Egypt.   And  9 
it  shall  be  for  a  sign  to  thee  upon  thy  hand,  and  for  a 
memorial  between  thine  eyes,  that  the  law  of  the  Eternal 
may  be  in  thy  mouth :  for  with  a  strong  hand  hath  the 
Eternal  brought  thee  out  of  Egypt.    Thou  shalt  therefore  10 
keep  this  ordinance  in  its  appointed  season  from  year  to  year. 

And  it  shall  be  when  the  Eternal  shall  bring  thee  into  1 1 
the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  as  he  sware  to  thee  and  to  thy 
fathers,  and  shall  give  it  thee.   That  thou  shalt  set  apart  12

to  the  Eternal  every  first  offspring-  of  the  womb,  and  every 
first  offspring:  dropped  by  beast  which  thou  hast ;  the  males 
shall  be  for  the  Eternal.    And  every  first  offspring-  of  an  13 
ass  thou  shalt  redeem  with  one  of  a  flock ;  and  if  thou  wilt 
not  redeem  it,  then  thou  shalt  break  its  neck:  and  all  the 
firstborn  of  man  among-  thy  sons  shalt  thou  redeem.   And  it  14 
shall  be  when  thy  son  asketh  thee  in  time  to  come,  saying, 
What  is  this?  that  thou  shalt  say  to  him,  By  strength  of 
hand  the  Eternal  brought  us  out  from  Egypt,  from  the  house 
of  servants:    And  it   came  to  pass,  when  Pharaoh  would  15 
hardly  let  us  go,  that  the  Eternal  slew  all  the  firstborn  in  the 
land  of  Egypt,  both  the  firstborn  of  man,  and  the  firstborn  of 
beast:  therefore  I  sacrifice  to  the  Eternal  every  first  offspring 
of  the  womb,  being  males;   but  all  the  firstborn  among  my 
sons  I  redeem.  And  it  shall  be  for  a  sign  upon  thy  hand,  1 6 
and  for  frontlets  between  thine  eyes :  for  by  strength  of  hand 
the  Eternal  brought  us  forth  out  of  Egypt. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Pharaoh  had  sent  the  people  17 
away,  that  God  led  them  not  through  the  way  of  the  land 
of  the  Philistines,  although  that  was  near;  for  God  said, 
Lest  peradventure  the  people  repent  when  they  see  war,  and 
they  return  to  Egypt:    But  God  let  the  people  turn  to  the  18 
way  of  the  wilderness  of  the  Red  sea:  and  the  children  of 
Israel  went  up  equipped  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.    And  19 
Moses  took  the  bones  of  Joseph  with  him:  for  he  had  straitly 
adjured  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  God  will  surely  visit 
you:  and  ye  shall  bring  up  my  bones  away  hence  with  you. 
And  they  journeyed  from  Succoth,  and  encamped  in  Etham,  20 
in  the  extremity  of  the  desert.   And  Ihe  Eternal  went  before  21 
them  by  day  in  a  pillar  of  cloud,  to  lead  them  in  the  way 
and  by  night  in  a  pillar  of  fire  to  give  them  light;  to  go 
by  day  and  night :  He  did  not  cause  the  pillar  of  cloud  to  22 
depart  by  day,  nor  the  pillar  of  fire  by  night,  from  before 
the  people. 
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A 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Speak  to  the* 
children  of  Israel,  that  they  turn  and  encamp  before  Pi-" 
hahiroth,  between  Migdol  and  the  sea,  before  Baal-zephon: 
over  against  it  shall  ye  encamp  by  the  sea.  For  Pharaoh  3 
will  say  of  the  children  of  Israel,  They  are  entangled  in  the 
land,  the  wilderness  is  shut  against  them.   And  I  will  allow  4 
Pharaoh's  heart  to  be  hardened  that  he  shall  pursue  after 
them;  and  I  will  be  honoured  through  Pharaoh,  and  through 
all  his  army ;  that  Egypt  may  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 
And  they  did  so.    And  it  was  told  the  king  of  Egypt  that  5 
the  people  fled  :  and  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  and  of  his  servants 
was  turned  against  the  people,  and  they  said,  What  is  this 
we  have  done,  that  we  have  sent  Israel  away  from  serving  us  ? 
And  he  made  ready  his  chariot,  and  took  his  people  with  him :  6 
And  he  took  six  hundred  chosen  chariots,  and  all  the  chariots  7 
of  Egypt,  and  fighting  men  upon  all  of  them.  And  the  Eternal  8 
allowed  the  heart  of  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt  to  be  hardened 
and  he  pursued  after  the  children  of  Israel:  and  the  children 
of  Israel  went  out  with  a  high  hand.    But  the  Egyptians  9 
pursued  after  Ihem,  all  the  horses  and  chariots  of  Pharaoh, 
and  his  horsemen,  and  his  army,  and  overtook  them  encamping 
by  the  sea.   beside  Pi-hahiroth,  before  Baal-zephon.    And  10 
when  Pharaoh  drew  nigh,  the  children  of  Israel  lifted  up 
their  eyes,  and,  behold,  the  Egyptians  marched  after  them; 
and  they  were  sore  afraid:  and  the  children  of  Israel  cried 
to  the  Eternal.    And  they  said  to  Moses,  Because  there  wereii 
no  burying-places  in  Egypt,  hast  thou  taken  us  away  to  die 
in  the  wilderness?  what  is  it  that  thou  hast  done  to  us,  to 
bring  us  forth  out  of  Egypt?  Is  not  this  the  word  that  12 
we  spoke  to  thee  in  Egypt,   saying,  Let  us  alone,  that  we 
may  serve  Egypt  ?   For  it  had  been  better  for  us  to  serve 
Egypt,  than  that  we  should  die  in  the  wilderness.  And  Moses  1 3 
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said  to  the  people,  Fear  ye  not,  stand  still,  and  see  the 
salvation  of  the  Eternal,  which  he  will  shew  to  you  to  day: 
for  the  Egyptians  whom  ye  have  seen  to  day,  ye  shall  see 
them  again  no  more  for  ever.   The  Eternal  shall  fight  for  14 
you,  and  ye  shall  hold  your  peace. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Wherefore  criest  thou  to  15 
me?  speak  to  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  journey  onwards: 
But  lift  thou  up  thy  staff,  and  stretch  out,  thy  hand  over  16 
the  sea,  and  divide  it:  and  the  children  of  Israel  shall  go 
on  dry  land  through  the  midst  of  the  sea.    And  I,  behold,  17 
I  will  allow  the  heart  of  Egypt  to  harden,  and  they  shall 
follow  them:  and  I  will  be  honoured  through  Pharaoh,  and 
through  all  his  army,  through  his  chariots,  and  through  his 
horsemen.    And  Egypt  shall  know  that  1  am  the  Eternal,  18 
when  1  have  been  honoured  through  Pharaoh,  through  his 
chariots,  and  through  his  horsemen.    And  the  angel  of  God  19 
who  went  before  the  camp  of  Israel,  journeyed  and  went 
behind  them  ;   and  the  pillar  of  the  cloud  went  from  before 
their  face,  and  stood  behind  them:    And  it  came  between 20 
the  camp  of  Egypt  and  the  camp  of  Israel;  and  it  was  a 
cloud  and  darkness  to  them,  but  it  gave  light  by  night  to 
these:  so  that  the  one  came  not  near  the  other  all  the  night. 
And  Moses  stretched  out  his  hand  over  the  sea;   and  the  21 
Eternal  caused  the  sea  to  go  back  by  a  powerful  east  wind 
all  that  night,  and  made  the  sea  dry  ground,  and  the  waters 
were  divided.   And  the  children  of  Israel  went  into  the  midst  22 
of  the  sea  upon  the  dry  land:  and  the  waters  were  a  wall  unto 
them  on  their  right,  and  on  their  left.    And  the  Egyptians  23 
pursued,  and  went  in  after  them  to  the  midst  of  the  sea, 
even  all  Pharaoh's  horses,  his  chariots,  and  his  horsemen. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  in  the  morning  watch  the  Eternal  24 
looked  on  the  camp  of  Egypt  through  the  pillar  of  fire  and 
cloud,  and  confounded  the  camp  of  Egypt.    And  took  off 25 
their  chariot  wheels,  and  he  drave  them  heavily:  so  that  the 
Egyptians  said ,  Let  us  flee  from  the  face  of  Israel ;  for  the 
Eternal  fighteth  for  them  against  Egypt. 
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And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Stretch  out  thy  hand  over  26 
the  sea,  that  the  waters  may  return  upon  the  Egyptians, 
upon  their  chariots,  and  upon  their  horsemen.   And  Moses 27 
stretched  forth  his  hand  over  the  sea,  and  the  sea  returned 
to  its  continuity  at  the  turning  of  the  morning;  and  the 
Egyptians  fled  towards  it;  and  the  Eternal  overthrew  the 
Egyptians  in  the  midst  of  the  sea.   And  the  waters  returned,  28 
and  covered  the  chariots,  and  the  horsemen,  and  all  the 
army  of  Pharaoh  that  came  into  the  sea  after  them;  there 
remained  not  so  much  as  one  of  them.    But  the  children  of  29 
Israel  walked  upon  dry  land  in  the  midst  of  the  sea;  and 
the  waters  were  a  wall  unto  them  on  their  right,  and  on 
their  left.    Thus  the  Eternal  saved  Israel  that  day  out  of  30 
the  hand  of  Egypt;  and  Israel  saw  the  Egyptians  dead  upon 
the  sea  shore.    And  Israel  saw  that  great  work  which  the  31 
Eternal  did  upon  Egypt:  and  the  people  feared  the  Eternal, 
and  believed  in  the  Eternal,  and  in  Moses  his  servant. 

Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  this  song  to  ^ 
the  Eternal,  and  said  as  follows:  I  will  sing  to  the  Eternal, 
for  he  is  gloriously  sublime:  the  horse  and  his  rider  hath 
he  thrown  into  the  sea.  The  Eternal  is  my  strength  and  song,  2 
and  he  is  become  my  salvation;  he  is  my  God,  and  I  will 
glorify  him;  my  father's  God,  and  I  will  exalt  him.   The 3 
Eternal  is  a  man  of  war:  the  Eternal  is  his  name.  Pharaoh's  4 
chariots  and  his  army  hath  he  cast  into  the  sea:  and  the 
choicest  of  his  fighting-men  are  sunk  in  the  Red  sea.  The  5 
murmuring  depths  have  covered  them:  they  went  down  to 
the  bottom  as  a  stone.   Thy  right  hand,  0  Eternal,  is  become  6 
glorious  in  power:  thy  right  hand,  0  Eternal,  hath  dashed 
in  pieces  the  enemy.  And  in  the  greatness  of  thine  excellency  7 
5  Vol.  II. 
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thou  hast  overthrown  them  that  rose  up  against  Ihee:  thou 
sentest  forth  thy  wrath  which  sonsuined  them  as  stubble. 
And  with  the  blast  of  thy  nostrils  the  waters  were  heaped  8 
up,  the  floods  stood  as  a  mound,  and  the  murmuring-  depths 
were  congealed  in  the  heart  of  the  sea.   The  enemy  said,  19 
will  pursue,  I  will  overtake,  I  will  divide  the  spoil;  my  soul 
shall  be  full  of  them ;  I  will  draw  my  sword,  my  hand  shall 
dispossess  them.  Thou  didst  blow  with  thy  wind,  the  sea  10 
covered  them:  they  dropped  like  lead  in  the  mighty  waters. 
Who  is  like  thee,   0  Eternal,  among  the  mighty  beings?  11 
who  is  like  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises, 
doing  wonderful  things  ?    Thou  stretchedst    out    thy   right  1  % 
hand,  the  earth  swallowed  them.    Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  1  $ 
led  forth  the  people  which  thou  hast  redeemed  :  thou  hast 
conducted  them  in  thy  might  to  the  abode  of  thy  holiness. 
Peoples  shall  hear,  and  be  afraid:  pangs  shall  seize  the  14 
inhabitants  of  Palashath.   Then  the  chieftains  of  Edom  shall  15 
be  amazed:  the  powerful  of  Moab,  quaking  shall  seize  them; 
all  the  inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall  despond.    Horror  and  15 
dread  shall  fall  upon  them;  by  the  greatness  of  thine  arm 
they  shall  be  as  still  as  a  stone ;  till  thy  people  pass,  0 
Eternal,  till  the  people  pass,  which  thou  hast  purchased. 
Thou  shalt  bring  them  in,  and  plant  them  in  the  mountain  17 
of  thine  inheritance,  in  the  establishment,  0  Eternal,  which 
thou  hast  made  for  thy  residence,  in  the  sanctuary,  0  Eternal, 
which  thy  hands  have  established.    The  Eternal  shall  reign  ig 
for  ever  and  ever.    For  the  horse  of  Pharaoh  came  in  with  19 
his  chariots  and  with  his  horsemen  into  the  sea,  and  the 
Eternal  brought  again  the  waters  of  the  sea  upon  them ; 
but  the  children  of  Israel  went  on  dry  land  in  the  midst 
of  the  sea. 
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And  Miriam  the  prophetess,  the  sister  of  Aaron,  took  the 20 
timbrel  in  her  hand;  and  all  the  women  went  out  after  her 
with  timbrels  and  with  dances.    And  Miriam  answered  them,  21 
Sing  ye  to  the  Eternal,  for  he  is  gloriously  sublime;  the 
horse  and  his  rider  hath  he  thrown  into  the  sea. 

So  Moses  caused  Israel  to  journey  from  the  Red  sea  and  22 
they  went  out  into  the  wilderness  of  Shur ;  and  they  went 
three  days  in  the  wilderness,  and  found  no  water.   And  when  23 
they  came  to  Marah,  they  could  not  drink  of  the  waters  of 
Marah,  for  they  were  bitter:  therefore  the  name  of  it  was 
called   Marah.    And    the  people  murmured  against  Moses,  24 
saying,  What  shall  we  drink?  And  he  cried  to  the  Eternal; 25 
and  the  Eternal  shewed  him  a  wood,  and  he  cast  it  into  the 
waters,  and  the  waters  became  sweet:  there  he  made  for 
them  a  statute  and  ordinance,  and  there  he  tried  them.  And  26 
said,   If  thou  wilt  diligently  hearken  to  the  voice  of  the 
Eternal  thy  God,  and  wilt  do  that  which  is  right  in  his  eyes, 
and  wilt  give  ear  to  his  commandments,  and  wilt  keep  all 
his  statutes,  1  will  put  none  of  these  diseases  upon  thee, 
which  I  have  put  upon  Egypt:  for  I  am  the  Eternal  that 
healeth  thee.   And  they  came  to  Elim,  where  were  twelve  27 
springs  of  water,  and  threescore  and  ten  palm  trees:  and 
they  encamped  there  by  the  waters. 

And  they  journeyed  from  Elim,  and  all  the  congregation  i 
of  the  children  of  Israel  came  to  the  wilderness  of  Sin,  which 
is  between  Elim  and  Sinai,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  second 
month  after  their  going  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  the  2 
whole  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel  murmured  against 
Moses  and  Aaron  in  the  wilderness:    And  the  children  of  a 
Israel  said  to  them,  Would  that  we  had  died  by  the  hand 
of  the  Eternal  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  when  we  sat  by  the 
flesh  pots,  and  when  we  did  eat  bread  to  satisfaction ;  for 
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ye  have  brought  us  forth  into  this  wilderness,  to  kill  this 
whole  assembly  by  famine.  Then  said  the  Eternal  to  Moses,  4 
Behold,  I  will  rain  bread  from  heaven  for  you;  and  the  people 
shall  go  out  and  gather  a  certain  rate  every  day,  that  I  may 
try  them,  whether  they  will  walk  in  my  law,  or  no.  And  it  5 
shall  come  to  pass,  that  on  the  sixth  day  they  shall  prepare 
that  which  they  bring  in;  and  it  shall  be  twice  as  much  as 
they  gather  daily.    And  Moses  and  Aaron  said  to  all  the  6 
children  of  Israel,   At  even,  then  ye  shall  know  that  the 
Eternal  hath  brought  you  out  from  the  land  of  Egypt :  And  7 
in  the  morning ,  then  ye  shall  see  the  glory  of  the  Eternal ; 
for  that  he  heareth  your  murmurings  against  the  Eternal : 
and  what  are  we,  that  ye  murmur  against  us  ?   And  Moses  8 
said,  This  shall  be,  when  the  Eternal  shall  give  you  in  the 
evening  flesh  to  eat,  and  in  the  morning  bread  to  satisfaction ; 
for  that  the  Eternal  heareth  your  murmurings  which  ye  murmur 
against  him :  and  what  are  we?  your  murmurings  are  not  against 
us,  but  against  the  Eternal.  And  Moses  said  to  Aaron,  Say  9 
to  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  Come  near 
before  the  Eternal :  for  he  hath  heard  your  murmurings.   And  1 0 
it  came  to  pass,  as  Aaron  spake  to  the  whole  congregation  of 
the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  turned  towards  the  wilderness, 
and,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  appeared  in  the  cloud. 
And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  I  have  heard  the  11 
murmurings  of  the  children  of  Israel:  speak  to  them,  saying,1^ 
At  eventide  ye  shall  eat  flesh,  and  in  the  morning  ye  shall 
be  satisfied  with  bread ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Eternal  your  God.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  at  even  the  quails  13 
came  up,  and  covered  the  camp :  and  in  the  morning  there  was 
a  layer  of  dew  round  about  the  camp.  And  when  the  layer  of  14 
dew  was  gone  up,  behold,  upon  the  face  of  the  wilderness 
there  lay  a  small  peeled  thing,  ||  as  small  as  the  hoarfrost  on 
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earth.   And  when  the  children  of  Israel  saw  it,  they  said  one  15 
to  another,  What  is  it:  for  they  knew  not  what  it  was.  And 
Moses  said  to  them,   This  is  the  bread  which  the  Eternal 
hath  given  you  for  food.    This  is  the  thing  which  the  Eternal  16 
hath  commanded,   Gather  of  it  every  man  according  to  his 
eating,  an   omer  for  every  man,  according  to  the  number  of 
your  souls  ;  take  ye  every  man  for  them  who  are  in  his  tent. 
And  the  children  of  Israel  did  so,  and  gathered,  some  much,  17 
and  some  little.   And  when  they  did  mete  it  with  an  omer,  1 8 
he  that  gathered  much  had  no  excess,  and  he  that  gathered 
little  had  no  lack;  they  gathered  every  man  according  to  his 
eating.   And  Moses  said,  Let  no  man  leave  of  it  till  the  19 
morning.  Notwithstanding  they  hearkened  not  to  Moses;  but 20 
some  men  left  of  it  until  the  morning,  and  it  bred  worms, 
and  it  stank;  and  Moses  was  angry  with  them.    And  they 21 
gathered  it  every  morning,  every  man  according  to  his  eating: 
when  the  sun  waxed  hot  it  melted.   And  it  came  to  pass,  22 
that  on  the  sixth  day  they  gathered  twice  as  much  bread, 
two  omers  for  one  man  :  and  all  the  princes  of  the  congregation 
came  and  told  Moses.   And  he  said  to  them,   This  is  that  23 
which  the  Eternal  hath  said,  A  strict  rest  of  the  sabbath 
of  holiness  is  to  morrow  to  the  Eternal,  bake  that  which  ye 
will  bake  to  day,  and  seethe  that  ye  will  seethe  to  day;  and 
that  which  remaineth  over  lay  up  for  you  as  a  charge  until 
the  morning.  And  they  laid  it  up  till  the  morning,  as  Moses  24 
commanded:   and  it  did  not  stink,  neither  was  there  any 
worm  therein.    And  Moses  said,  Eat  that  to  day;  for  to  25 
day  is  a  sabbath  to  the  Eternal:  to  day  ye  shall  not  find 
it  in  the  field.    Six  days  ye  shall  gather  it;  but  on  the  26 
seventh  day,  which  is  the  sabbath,  in  it  there  shall  be  none. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  there  went  out  some  of  the  people  27 
on  the  seventh  day  to  gather,  and  they  found  none.    And  28 
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the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  How  long"  refuse  ye  to  keep  my 
commandments  and  my  laws?  See,  for  that  the  Eternal  hath 29 
given  you  the  sabbath,  therefore  he  giveth  you  on  the  sixth 
day  the  bread  of  two  days;  abide  ye  every  man  in  his  place, 
let  no  man  go  out  of  his  place  on  the  seventh  day.    So  the  30 
people  rested  on  the  seventh  day.    And  the  house  of  Israel  31 
called  the  name  thereof  manna:  and  it  was  like  coriander 
seed,  white;  and  the  taste  of  it  was  like  flat  cakes  made  with 
honey.  And  Moses  said,   This  is  the  thing  which  the  Eternal  32 
commandeth,  Fill  an  omer  of  it  for  a  charge  throughout  your 
generations ;  that  they  may  see  the  bread  which  I  have  given 
you  to  eat  in  the  wilderness,  when  I  brought  you  forth  from 
the  land  of  Egypt.    And  Moses  said  to  Aaron,  Take  a  wicker  33 
vessel,  ||  and  put  an  omer  full  of  manna  therein,  and  lay  it  up 
before  the  Eternal,  for  a  charge  throughout  your  generations. 
As  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  so  Aaron  laid  it  up  before  34 
the  testimony,  for  a  charge.   And  the  children  of  Israel  did  35 
eat  manna  forty  years,  until  they  came  to  a  land  inhabited ; 
they  did  eat  manna  until  they  came  to  the  extremity  of  the 
land  of  Canaan.  Now  an  omer  is  the  tenth  part  of  an  ephah.  36 

17 

And  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed  j 
from  the  wilderness  of  Sin,  after  their  journeys,  according  to 
the  commandment  of  the  Eternal,  and  encamped  in  Rephidim : 
and  there  was  no  water  for  the  people  to  drink.    Wherefore  % 
the  people  did  chide  with  Moses,  and  said,  Give  us  water 
that  we  may  drink.    And  Moses  said  to  them,    Why  chide 
ye  with  me  ?    wherefore  do  ye  try  the  Eternal  ?  And  the  3 
people  thirsted  there  for  water;   and  the  people  murmured 
against  Moses,   and  said,  Wherefore  is  this  that  thou  hast 
brought  us  up  out  of  Egypt,  to  kill  us  and  our  children 
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and  our  cattle  with  thirst?  And  Moses  cried  to  the  Eternal,  4 
saying",  What  shall  I  do  to  this  people  ?  yet  a  little  and  they 
would  stone  me.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,   Go  on 5 
before  the  people,  and  take  with  thee  of  the  elders  of  Israel; 
and  thy  staff,  wherewith  thou  smotest  the  river,  take  in  thy 
hand,  and  go.   Behold,  I  will  stand  before  thee  there  upon 6 
the  rock  in  Horeb;  and  thou  shalt  smite  the  rock,  and  there 
shall  come  water  out  of  it,  that  the  people  may  drink.  And 
Moses  did  so  in  the  eyes  of  the  elders  of  Israel.  And  lie  7 
called  the  name  of  the  place  Massah  and  Meribah,  because 
of  the  chiding-  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  because  of  their 
trying-  the  Eternal,  saying",  Is  the  Eternal  among"  us  or  not. 

Then  came  Amalek,  and  fought  with  Israel  in  Rephidim.  8 
And  Moses  said  to  Joshua,  Choose  us  out  men,  and  go  out,  9 
fight  with  Amalek:  to-morrow  I  will  stand  on  the  top  of  the 
hill  with  the  staff  of  God  in  my  hand.   So  Joshua  did  asio 
Moses  had  said  to  him,  to  fight  with  Amalek:  and  Moses, 
Aaron,  and  Hur  went  up  to  the  top  of  the  hill.  And  it  n 
came  to  pass,  when  Moses  lifted  up  his  hand,  that  Israel 
prevailed :  and  when  he  let  down  his  hand,  Amalek  prevailed. 
But  Moses'  hands  were  heavy;  and  they  took  a  stone,  and  12 
put  it  under  him,  and  he  sat  thereon;  and  Aaron  and  Hur 
stayed  up  his  hands,  the  one  on  the  one  side,  and  the  other 
on  the  other  side;  and  his  hands  were  steady  until  the  going 
down  of  the  sun.    And  Joshua  discomfited  Amalek  and  his  13 
people  with  the  edge  of  the  sword. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Write  this  for  a  memorials 
in  the  book,  and  rehearse  it  in  the  ears  of  Joshua:  for  I 
will  utterly  blot  out  the  remembrance  of  Amalek  from  under 
heaven.  And  Moses  built  an  altar,  and  called  the  name  of  15 
it  Adonay-nissi :   For  he  said,   Because  the  hand  is  upon  16 
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the  throne  of  Yah,  war  from  the  Eternal  with  Amalek  from 
generation  to  generation. 

,  18 

When  Jethro,  the  priest  of  Midian,  Moses'  father  m  law,  \ 

heard  of  all  that  God  had  done  for  Moses,  and  for  Israel 
his  people,  and  that  the  Eternal  had  brought  Israel  out  of 
Egypt;   Then  Jethro,  Moses'  father  in  law,  took  Zipporah,  2 
Moses'  wife,  after  his  having  sent  her  away.    And  her  two  3 
sons;  of  whom  the  name  of  the  one  was  Gershom;  for  he 
said,  I  have  been  a  stranger  in  an  alien  land :  And  the  name  4 
of  the  other  was  Eliezer;  for  the  God  of  my  father,  said  he, 
tvas  my  help,  and  delivered  me  from  the  sword  of  Pharaoh : 
And  Jethro,  Moses'  father  in  law,  came  with  his  sons  and 5 
his  wife  to  Moses  into  the  wilderness,  where  he  encamped 
at  the  mountain  of  God  :   And  he  said  to  Moses,  I  thy  father  6 
in  law  Jethro  am  come  to  thee,  and  thy  wife,  and  her  two 
sons  with  her.   And  Moses  went  out  towards  his  father  in  7 
law,  and  prostrated  himself,  and  kissed  him  ;  and  they  asked 
each  other  of  their  welfare ;  and  they  came  into  the  tent. 
And  Moses  related  to  his  father  in  law  all  that  the  Eternals 
had  done  to  Pharaoh  and  to  Egypt  for  Israel's  sake,  and 
all  the  travail  that  had  come  upon  them  by  the  way,  and 
how  the  Eternal  delivered  them.   And  Jethro  rejoiced  for  all  9 
the  goodness  which  the  Eternal  had  done  to  Israel,  whom 
he  had  delivered  out  of  the  hand  of  Egypt.   And  Jethro  10 
said,  Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  who  hath  delivered  you  out  of 
the  hand  of  Egypt,  and  out  of  the  hand  of  Pharaoh,  who 
hath  delivered  the  people  from  under  the  hand  of  Egypt. 
Now  I  know  that  the  Eternal  is  greater  than  all  the  gods :  1 1 
for  it  is  in  the  thing  wherein  they  acted  presumptuously  that 
punishment  came  upon  them.  And  Jethro,  Moses'  father  in  law,  12 
took  a  burnt  offering  and  sacrifices  for  God:  and  Aaron  came, 
and  all  the  elders  of  Israel,  to  eat  bread  with  Moses'  father 
in  law  before  God.   And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  \  3 
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Moses  sat  to  judge  the  people :  and  the  people  stood  by  Moses 
from  the  morning-  to  the  evening?  And  when  Moses'  father  14 
in  law  saw  all  that  he  did  to  the  people,  he  said,  What 
is  this  thing  that  thou  doest  to  the  people  ?  why  sittest  thou 
thyself  alone,  and  all  the  people  stand  by  thee  from  morning- 
to  evening.   And  Moses  said  to  his  father  in  law,  Because  15 
the  people  come  to  me  to  enquire  of  God:   When  they  have  16 
a  matter,  they  come  to  me;  and  I  judge  between  one  and 
another,  and  I  do  make  them  know  the  statutes  of  God,  and 
his  laws.   And  Moses'  father  in  law  said  to  him,  The  thing  17 
that  thou  doest  is  not  good.   Thou  wilt  surely  wear  away,  18 
both  thou,  and  this  people  that  is  with  thee:  for  this  thing 
is  too  heavy  for  thee;  thou  art  not  able  to  do  it  thyself 
alone.   Hearken  now  to  my  voice,  I  will  give  thee  counsel,  19 
and  God  shall  be  with  thee :  Be  thou  for  the  people  to  God- 
ward,  that  thou  mayest  bring  the  causes  to  God:  And  thou 20 
shalt  enlighten  them  in  the  statutes  and  laws ,  and  make 
them  know  the  way  wherein  they  must  go,  and  the  deeds 
that  they  must  do.    Moreover  thou  shalt  provide  out  of  all  21 
the  people,  men  of  ability,  such  as  fear  God,  men  of  truth, 
hating  covetousness ;  and  place  such  over  them,  to  be  rulers 
of  thousands,  and  rulers  of  hundreds,  rulers  of  fifties,  and 
rulers  of  tens :  And  let  them  judge  the  people  at  all  times :  22 
and  it  shall  be  that  every  great  thing  they  shall  bring  to 
thee,  but  every  small  thing  they  shall  judge :  so  shall  it  be 
easier  for  thyself,  and  they  shall  bear  the  burden  with  thee. 
If  thou  shalt  do  this  thing,  and  God  command  thee  so,  23 
then  thou  shalt  be  able  to  stand,  and  all  this  people  shall 
also  come  to  their  place  in  peace.    So  Moses  hearkened  to  24 
6  Vol.  II. 
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the  voice  of  his  father  in  law,  and  did  all  that  he  had  said. 
And  Moses  chose  men  of  ability  out  of  all  Israel,  and  made 25 
them  heads  over  the  people,  rulers  of  thousands,  rulers  of 
hundreds,  rulers  of  fifties,   and  rulers  of  tens.    And  they 26 
judged  the  people  at  all  times:  the  hard  thing  they  brought 
to  Moses,    but  every  small  thing  they  judged  themselves. 
And  Moses  let  his  father  in  law  go,  and  he  went  his  way 27 
into  his  own  land. 

19 

On  the  third  month,  after  the  children  of  Israel  were  gone  l 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  the  same  day  came  they  into  the 
wilderness  of  Sinai.   For  they  had  journeyed  from  Rephidim,  2 
and  were  come  to  the  wilderness  of  Sinai,  and  had  encamped 
in  the  wilderness;   and  there  Israel   encamped  before  the 
mountain.    And  Moses   went  up  to  God,  and  the  Eternals 
called  to  him  out  of  the  mountain,  saying,  Thus  shalt  thou 
say  to  the  house  of  Jacob,  and  tell  the  children  of  Israel; 
Ye  have  seen  what  I  did  to  Egypt,  and  how  I  bare  you  on 4 
eagles'  wings ,  and  brought  you  to  myself.    Now  therefore,  5 
if  ye  will  obey  my  voice  indeed,  and  keep  my  covenant,  then 
ye  shall  be  a  select  portion  to  me  above  all  the  peoples: 
for  all  the  earth  is  mine.   And  ye  shall  be  to  me  a  kingdom  6 
of  priests,  and  a  holy  nation.   These  are  the  words  which 
thou  shalt  speak  to  the  children  of  Israel.   And  Moses  came  7 
and  called  for  the  elders  of  the  people,  and  laid  before  them 
all  these  words  which  the  Eternal  commanded  him.  And  all  8 
the  people  answered  together,  and  said,   All  that  the  Eternal 
hath  spoken  we  will  do.   And  Moses  returned  the  words  of 
the  people  to  the  Eternal.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  9 
Behold,  I  come  to  thee  in  a  thick  cloud,  that  the  people 
may  hear  when  I  speak  with  thee,  and  also  believe  in  thee 
for  ever.  And  Moses  told  the  words  of  the  people  to  the 
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Eternal.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Go  to  the  people,  10 
and  sanctify  them  to  day  and  to  morrow,  and  let  them  wash 
their  clothes,   And  be  ready  against  the  third  day :  for  on  1 1 
the  third  day  the  Eternal  will  come  down  before  the  eyes 
of  all  the  people  upon  mount  Sinai.    And  thou  shalt  set  12 
bounds  to  the  people  round  about,  saying-,   Take  heed  to 
yourselves,  that  ye  go  not  up  into  the  mountain,  or  touch 
the  extremity  of  it:  whosoever  toucheth  the  mountain,  shall 
surely  be  put  to  death.   There  shall  not  a  hand  touch  him,  13 
but  he  shall  surely  be  stoned  or  shot  through;  whether  it 
he  beast  or  man,  it  shall  not  live:  whilst  the  jubilant  sound 
is  drawing  out,  they  shall  come  up  to  the  mountain.   And  14 
Moses  went  down  from  the  mountain  to  the  people,  and 
sanctified  the  people;  and  they  washed  their  clothes.    And  15 
he  said  to  the  people,  Be  ready  against  the  third  day:  step 
not  nigh  to  a  woman.   And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  third  16 
day  in  the  morning,  that  there  were  thunders  and  lightnings, 
and  a  heavy  cloud  upon  the  mountain,  and  the  voice  of  the 
cornet  exceeding  strong;  so  that  all  the  people  that  were  in 
the  camp  trembled.    And  Moses  brought  forth  the  people  17 
out  of  the  camp  towards  God;  and  they  stood  at  the  nether 
part  of  the  mountain.    And  mount  Sinai  was  altogether  onis 
a  smoke,  because  the  Eternal  went  down  upon  it  in  fire: 
and  the  smoke  thereof  went  up  as  the  smoke  of  a  furnace, 
and  the  whole  mount  trembled  greatly.    And  the  voice  of  19 
the  cornet  went  on  stronger  and  stronger;  Moses  spake,  and 
God  answered  him  by  a  voice.   And  the  Eternal  came  down  20 
upon  mount  Sinai,  on  the  top  of  the  mountain:  and  the 
Eternal  called  Moses  tip  to  the  top  of  the  mountain,  and 
Moses  went  up.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Go  down, 21 
charge  the  people,  lest  they  break  through  towards  the  Eternal 
to  see,  and  many  of  them  fall.  And  let  the  priests  also,  who  22 
come  near  to  the  Eternal,  sanctify  themselves,  lest  the  Eternal 
break  forth  upon  them.   And  Moses  said  to  the  Eternal,  The  23 
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people  cannot  come  up  to  mount  Sinai:    for  thou  chargedst 

us,  saying-.  Set  bounds  about  the  mountain,  and  sanctify  it 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  him,  Go,  go  down,  and  thou  shalt 24 

come  up,  thou,  and  Aaron  with  thee:  but  let  not  the  priests 

and  the  people  break  through  to  come  up  to  the  Eternal, 

lest  he  break  forth  upon  them.  So  Moses  went  down  to  the  25 

people,  and  spake  to  them.  20 

1 

And  God  spake  all  these  words,  saying,    I  am  the  Eternal  9 
thy  God,  who  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out 
of  the  house  of  servants.       Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  3 
before  my  face.    Thou  shalt  not  make  to  thee  any  graven  4 
image,  or  any  likeness  of  any  thing  that  is  in  the  heaven 
above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in  the  water 
under  the  earth:    Thou  shalt  not  prostrate  thyself  before 5 
them,  nor  serve  them:  for  I  the  Eternal  thy  God  am  a  jealous 
God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  fathers  upon  children  to  third 
and  fourth  generations  of  them  that  hate  me;    And  shewing  6 
mercy  to  thousand  generations  of  them  that  love  me,  and 
keep  my  commandments.       Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  7 
the  Eternal  thy  God  in  vain;  for  the  Eternal  will  not  hold 
him  guiltless  that  taketh  his  name  in  vain. 

8 

Remember  the  sabbath  day,  to  sanctify  it.   Six  days  inayest  9 
thou  labour,  and  do  all  thy  work:    But  the  seventh  day  is  a  1 0 
sabbath  of  the  Eternal  thy  God :  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any 
work,  thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  thy  manservant, 
nor  thy  maidservant,  nor  thy  beasts,  nor  thy  stranger  that 
is  within  thy  gates :    For  in  six  days  the  Eternal  made  1 1 
heaven  and  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and 
rested  on  the  seventh  day:  therefore  the  Eternal  blessed  the 
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sabbath  day,  and  sanctified  it.        Honour  thy  [father  and  12 
thy  mother:   that  thy  days  may  be  long  upon  the  ground 
which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee.        Thou  shalt  -not  13 
murder.        Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery.        Thou  shalt 
not  steal.        Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness  against  thy 
fellow-man.       Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  fellow-man's  house.  14 
Thou  shalt  not  covet  thy  fellow-man's  wife,  nor  his  manservant, 
nor  his  maidservant,  nor  any  of  his  herd,  nor  his  ass,  nor  any 
thing  that  is  thy  fellow-man's. 

And  all  the  people  saw  the  thunderings  and  the  flaming  1 5 
torches,  and  the  voice  of  the  cornet,   and  the  mountain 
smoking:  and  when  the  people  saw  it,  they  moved,  and 
stood  afar  off.    And  they  said  to  Moses,  Speak  thou  with  16 
us,  and  we  will  hear:  but  let  not  God  speak  with  us,  lest 
we   die.    And  Moses  said  to  the  people,   Fear  not:  for  17 
God  is  come  in  order  to  try  you,  and  that  his  fear  may  be 
before  your  faces,  that  ye  sin  not.   And  the  people  stood  18 
afar  off,  and  Moses  drew  near  to  the  thick  darkness  where 
God  was.       And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Thus  thou  shalt  19 
say  to  the  children  of  Israel,  Ye  have  seen  that  I  have  spoken 
to  you  from  the  heaven.   Ye  shall  not  make  with  me  gods  20 
of  silver,  neither  shall  ye  make  to  you  gods  of  gold.   An  21 
altar  of  earth  thou  shalt  make  to  me,  and  shalt  sacrifice 
thereon  thy  burnt  offerings,  and  thy  feast  offerings,  from  thy 
flocks,  and  thy  herds:  in  all  places  where  I  mention  my  name 
I  will  come  to  thee,  and  I  will  bless  thee.  And  if  thou  wilt  22 
make  me  an  altar  of  stone,  thou  shalt  not  build  it  of  hewn 
stone:  for  if  thou  wave  thy  iron  tool  above  it,  thou  hast 
profaned  it.   Neither  shalt  thou  go  up  by  steps  to  mine  23 
altar,  that  thy  nakedness  be  not  uncovered  thereon. 
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21 

Now  these  are  the  judgments  which  thou  shalt  lay  before  1 
them.    If  thou  buy  a  Hebrew  servant,  six  years  he  shall  2 
serve:  and  in  the  seventh  he  shall  go  out  free  for  nothing. 
If  he  came  in  by  himself,  he  shall  go  out  by  himself:  if  he  3 
be  married,  then  his  wife  shall  go  out  with  him.    If  his  4 
master  have  given  him  a  wife,  and  she  have  born  him  sons 
or  daughters ;  the  wife  and  her  children  shall  be  her  master's, 
and  he  shall  go  out  by  himself.    And  if  the  servant  shall  5 
plainly  say,  I  love  my  master,  my  wife,  and  my  children; 
I  will  not  go  out  free :    Then  his  master  shall  bring  him  to  6 
the  judges,  he  shall  also  bring  him  to  the  door,  or  to  the 
door  post:  and  his  master  shall  bore  his  ear  through  with 
an  awl ;  and  he  shall  serve  him  for  ever.       And  if  a  man  sell  7 
his  daughter  to  be  a  maidservant,  she  shall  not  go  out  as 
the  menservants  do.   If  she  be  evil  in  the  eyes  of  her  master,  8 
who  hath  betrothed  her  to  himself,  then  shall  he  let  her  be 
redeemed:  to  sell  her  unto  an  alien  people  he  shall  have  no 
power,  seeing  he  hath  dealt  treacherously  with  her.   And 9 
if  he  hath  betrothed  her  to  his  son,  he  shall  do  to  her  after 
the  manner  of  daughters.   If  he  take  him  another  wife;  her  10 
sustenance,  her  raiment,  and  her  duty  of  marriage  shall  he 
not  diminish.    And  if  he  do  not  these  three  to  her,  then  11 
shall  she  go  out  free  without  money.      He  that  smiteth  a  man,  12 
so  that  he  die,  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.   And  if  a  man  13 
lie  not  in  wait,  but  God  let  him  fall  into  his  hand;   then  I 
will  appoint  thee  a  place  whither  he  shall  flee.       But  if  a  man  14 
act  presumptuously  against  his  fellow-maw,  to  slay  him  with 
guile ;  thou  shalt  take  him  from  mine  altar,  that  he  may  die. 
And  he  that  smiteth  his  father,  or  his  mother,  shall  surely  15 
be  put  to  death.      And  he  that  stealeth  a  man,  and  sellethi6 
him,  and  he  be  previously  found  in  his  hand,  he  shall  surely 
be  put  to  death.         And  he  that  curseth  his  father  or  his  17 
mother  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.     And  if  men  strive,  and  18 
a  man  smite  his  fellow-maw  with  a  stone,  or  with  his  fist, 
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and  he  die  not,  but  keepeth  his  bed  :    If  he  rise  again,  and  19 
walk  abroad  upon  his  staff,  then  shall  he  that  smote  him  be 
freed:  only  he  shall  pay  for  the  loss  of  his  time,  and  shall 
cause  him  to  be  thoroughly  healed.       And  if  a  man  smite  20 
his  servant,  or  his  maidservant,  with  the  rod,  and  he  die 
under  his  hand;  he  shall  be  surely  avenged.    Notwithstanding,  21 
if  he  continue  a  day  or  two,  he  shall  not  be  avenged:  for 
he  is  his  money.        If  men  strive,  and  hurt  a  woman  with  22 
child,  so  that  her  fruit  depart  from  her,  and  yet  there  be 
no  mischief  further:  he  shall  be  surely  be  amerced,  according 
as  the  husband  of  the  wife  will  lay  upon  him;  and  he  shall 
give  as  the  arbiters  determine.    And  if  there  be  any  further 
mischief,  then  thou  shalt  give  soul  for  soul,     Eye  for  eye,  24 
tooth  for  tooth,  hand  for  hand,  foot  for  foot,    Burning  for 25 
burning,  wound  for  wound,  wheal  for  wheal.    And  if  a  man  26 
smite  the  eye  of  his  servant,  or  the  eye  of  his  maidservant, 
and  cause  it  to  perish,  he  shall  let  him  go  free  for  his  eye's 
sake.    And  if  he  cause  his  manservant's  tooth,  or  his  maid- 27 
servant's  tooth  to  fall  out,  he  shall  let  him  go  free  for 
his  tooth's  sake. 

If  one  of  a  herd  gore  a  man  or  a  woman ,  that  he  die :  28 
then  that  one  of  the  herd  shall  surely  be  stoned,  and  his 
flesh  shall  not  be  eaten;    but  the  owner  shall  be  guiltless. 
But  if  one  of  a  herd  have  been  wont  to  push  in  time  past,  29 
and  it  hath  been  testified  to  his  owner,  and  he  hath  not 
kept  him  in,  but  that  he  hath  killed  a  man  or  a  woman; 
that  one  of  the  herd  shall  be  stoned,  and  his  owner  also 
shall  perish.  If  there  be  set  on  him  a  ransom,  then  shall  he  30 
give  for  the  ransom  of  his  soul  whatsoever  is  set  upon  him. 
Whether  he  have  gored  a  son,  or  have  gored  a  daughter,  31 
according  to  this  judgment  shall  it  be  done  to  him.    If  one  32 
of  the  herd  shall  gore  a  manservant  or  a  maidservant;  he 
shall  give  to  their  master  thirty  shekels  of  silver,  and  that 
one  of  the  herd  shall  be  stoned.       And  if  a  man  shall  open  33 
a  pit,  or  if  a  man  shall  dig  a  pit,  and  not  cover  it,  and 
one  of  a  herd  or  an  ass  fall  therein;    The  owner  of  the  pit 34 
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shall  pay  for  it,  and  give  money  to  the  owner  of  them ;  and 

the  dead  least  shall  be  his.       And  if  one  of  a  man's  herd  35 

hurt  one  of  the  herd  of  his  fellow-maw,  that  he  die;  then 

they  shall  sell  the  live  one  of  the  herd,  and  divide  the  money 

of  it;  and  the  dead  one  also  they  shall  divide.    Or  it  is  36 

known  that  the  one  of  the  herd  was  wont  to  push  in  time 

past  and  his  owner  hath  not  kept  him  in ;  he  shall  surely 

pay  one  of  a  herd  for  one  of  a  herd ;  and  the  dead  shall  be 

his  own.       If  a  man  shall  steal  one  of  a  herd  or  of  a  flock,  37 

and  kill  it,  or  sell  it;  he  shall  pay  five  of  the  herd  for  one 

of  the  herd,  and  four  of  the  flock  for  one  of  the  flock:  — - 

22 

If  the  thief  be  found  breaking  in,  and  be  smitten  that  he  1 
die,  there  shall  no  guilt  of  blood  be  incurred  for  him.    If  2 
the  sun  shone  upon  him,  there  shall  be  guilt  of  blood  incurred 
for  him:  he  shall  surely  pay;  if  he  have  nothing,   then  he 
shall  be  sold  for  his  theft.    If  the  theft  be  certainly  found  3 
in  his  hand  alive,  whether  it  be  one  of  the  herd,  or  an  ass, 
or  one  of  the  flock;  he  shall  pay  double.       If  a  man  shall 4 
lay  waste  a  field  or  vineyard,  and  shall  send  in  his  beast 
of  pasture,  and  shall  devastate  the  field  of  another;  the  best 
of  his  field,  and  the  best  of  his  vineyard,  shall  he  pay.     If  5 
a  fire  break  out,  and  catch  in  thorns,  so  that  the  stacks 
of  corn,  or  the  standing  corn,  or  the  field,  be  consumed 
therewith;  he  that  kindled  the  conflagration  shall  surely  pay. 
If  a  man  shall  give  to  his  fellow-man  money  or  vessels  to  6 
keep,  and  it  be  stolen  out  of  the  man's  house;  if  the  thief 
be  found,  he  shall  pay  double.    If  the  thief  be  not  found,  7 
then  the  owner  of  the  house  shall  be  brought  to  the  judges, 
if  he  have  not  put  his  hand  to  his  fellow-maw's  goods.    For  8 
all  manner  of  trespass,  whether  it  be  for  one  of  the  herd, 
for  an  ass,  for  one  of  the  flock,  for  an  outer-garment,  or 
for  any  lost  thing,  which  another  shall  say  is  his,  the  cause 
of  both  shall  come  before  the  judges;  and  whom  the  judges 
shall  condemn,  he  shall  pay  double  to  his  fellow-maw.       If  a  9 
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man  give  to  his  Mlow-nian  an  ass,  or  one  of  a  herd,  or 
one  of  a  flock,  or  any  beast,  to  keep;  and  it  die,  or  be 
hurt,  or  be  captured,  no  one  seeing-  it:  Then  shall  an  oath  10 
of  the  Eternal  be  between  them  both,  if  he  have  not  put 
his  hand  to  his  fellow-m<m;,s  goods:  and  the  owner  of  it  shall 
accept  it,  and  he  shall  not  pay.  But  asuredly  if  it  be  stolen  1 1 
from  him,  he  shall  pay  to  the  owner  thereof. 

If  it  be  torn  in  pieces,  then  let  him  bring-  it  for  witness,  12 
and  he  shall  not  pay  that  which  was  torn.    And  if  a  man  13 
borrow  a  beast  of  his  fellow-maw,  and  it  be  hurt,  or  die, 
the  owner  thereof  being  not  with  it,  he  shall  surely  pay. 
But  if  the  owner  thereof  be  with  it,  he  shall  not  pay :  if  it  1 4 
be  hired,  it  came  for  his  hire.   And  if  a  man  entice  a  virgin  15 
that  is  not  betrothed,  and  lie  with  her,  he  shall  surely  give 
the  marriage  price  for  her  to  be  his  wife.    If  her  father  utterly  16 
refuse  to  give  her  to  him,  he  shall  pay  money  according  to 
the  marriage  price  of  the  virgins.    Thou  shalt  not  suffer  a  17 
witch  to  live.    Whosoever  lieth  with  a  beast  shall  surely  beis 
put  to  death.    He  that  sacrificeth  to  any  god,  save  to  the  19 
Eternal  only,   he  shall  be  doomed  to  death.    Thou  shalt  20 
neither  be  extortionate  to  a  stranger,  nor  oppress  him:  for 
ye  were  strangers  in  the  land  of  Egypt.    Ye  shall  not  afflict  21 
any  widow,  or  fatherless  child.    If  thou  afflict  them  in  any  22 
wise,  and  they  cry  at  all  to  me,  I  will  surely  hear  their  cry : 
And  my  wrath  shall  wax  hot,  and -I  will  slay  you  with  the  23 
sword;  and  your  wives  shall  be  widows,  and  your  children 
fatherless.    If  thou  lend  money  to  any  of  my  people  that  is  24 
poor  by  thee,  thou  shalt  not  be  to  him  as  an  exactor,  neither 
shall  ye  lay  upon  him  interest.    If  thou  at  all  take  thy  25 
fellow-man's  outer-garment  to  pledge,  thou  shalt  restore  it 
to  him   at  the  going  down  of  the  sun :    For  that  is  his  26 
raiment  only,  it  is  his  outer-garment  for  his  skin:  wherein 
shall  he  lie  down  ?  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  he  crieth 
7  Vol.  II. 
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to  me,  that  I  will  hear;  for  I  am  gracious.    Thou  shalt  not 27 
revile  God,  nor  curse  a  prince  among:  thy  people.    Thou  28 
shalt  not  delay  to  offer  from  thy  abundance,  and  of  thy 
liquors:  the  firstborn   of  thy  sons  shalt  thou  give  to  me. 
Likewise  shalt  thou  do  with  thy  herd,  and  with  thy  flock: 29 
seven  days  it  shall  be  with  its  dam;  on  the  eighth  day  thou 
shalt  give  it  me.    And  ye  shall  be  holy  men  to  me:  neither 30 
shall  ye  eat  any  flesh  that  is  torn  in  the  field ;  ye  shall  cast 
it  to  the  dogs. 

Thou  shalt  not  raise  a  false  report:  put  not  thy  hand  1 
with  the  wicked  to  be  a  witness  for  violence.    Thou  shalt  2 
not  follow  the  many  for  evil;  neither  shalt  thou  speak  in  a 
cause  to  incline  after  the  many  to  wrest  judgment:    Neither  3 
shalt  thou  countenance  a  poor  man  in  his  cause.    If  thou  4 
meet  one  of  thine  enemy's  herd,  or  his  ass  wandering,  thou 
shalt  surely  restore  it  to  him  again.     If  thou  see  the  ass  5 
of  him  that  hateth  thee  lying  under  its  burden,  thou  shalt 
forbear  to  forsake  him ;  surely  thou  canst  forsake  it  only 
with  him.    Thou  shalt  not  wrest  the  judgment  of  thy  needy  & 
in  his  cause.    Keep  thee  far  from  a  false  thing;  and  the  7 
guiltless  and  righteous  slay  thou  not:  for  I  will  not  justify 
the  wicked.    And  thou  shalt  take  no  bribe:  for  the  bribes 
blindeth  the  open-eyed,  and  perverteth  the  words  of  the 
righteous.    Also  thou  shalt  not  oppress  a  stranger:  for  ye  9 
know  the  soul  of  a  stranger,  because  ye  were  strangers  in 
the  land  of  Egypt.    And  six  years  thou  shalt  sow  thy  land,  10 
and  shalt  gather  in  the  increase  thereof :    But  the  seventh  1 1 
year  thou  shalt  let  it  rest  and  lie  still;  that  the  needy  of 
thy  people  may  eat :  and  their  leaving  the  beasts  of  the  field 
shall  eat.    In  like  manner  thou  shalt  do  with  thy  vineyard, 
and  with  thy  olive-tree.    Six  days  thou  shalt  do  thy  work,  12 
and  on  the  seventh  day  thou  shalt  rest:  that  every  one  of 
thy  herd,  and  thine  ass  may  rest,  and  the  son  of  thy  maid- 
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servant,   and  the  stranger,  may  be  refreshed.    And  in  all  13 
that  I  have  said  to  you  take  heed :  and  make  no  mention 
of  the  name  of  other  gods,  neither  let  it  be  heard  out  of 
thy  mouth.   Three  limes  thou  shalt  celebrate  a  festival  to  me  14 
in  the  year.    Thou  shalt  keep  the  festival  of  the  unleavened  1 5 
bread:  thou  shalt  eat  unleavened  bread  seven  days,  as  I 
commanded  thee,  in  the  season  appointed  in  the  month  Abib ; 
for  in  it  thou  wentest  out  from  Egypt:  and  none  shall  appear 
before  my  face  empty:    And  also  the  festival  of  the  harvest,  16 
the  first  fruits  of  thy  labours  which  thou  hast  sown  in  the 
field:  and  the  festival  of  the  ingathering-,  which  is  about  the 
end  of  the  year,  when  thou  hast  gathered  in  thy  labours 
out  of  the  field.    Three  times  in  the  year  all  thy  males  shall  17 
appear  before  the  face  of  the  Lord,  the  Eternal.    Thou  shalt  18 
not  sacrifice  the  blood  of  my  sacrifice  with  leavened  bread; 
neither  shall  the  fat  of  my  festival  sacrifice  remain  until 
morning.    The  first  of  the  first  fruits  of  thy  ground  thou  1 9 
shalt  bring  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal  thy  God.  Thou 
shalt  not  seethe  a  kid  in  its  mother's  milk. 

Behold,  I  send  a  messenger  before  thee,  to  keep  thee  in 20 
the  way,  and  to  bring  thee  into  the  place  which  I  have 
prepared.    Take  heed  of  him ,  and  hearken  to  his  voice,  21 
provoke  him  not;  for  he  will  not  bear  your  trespasses:  for 
my  name  is  in  bim :    But  if  thou  shalt  indeed  hearken  to  22 
his  voice,  and  do  all  that  I  speak ;  then  I  will  be  an  enemy 
to  thine  enemies,  and  an  adversary  to  thine  adversaries.  For  23 
my  messenger  shall  go  before  thee,  and  bring  thee  in  to  the 
Amorites,   and  the  Hittites,   and  the  Perizzites,    and  the 
Canaanites,  the  Hivites,  and  the  Jebusites:  and  I  will  destroy 
them.    Thou  shalt  not  prostrate  thyself  before  their  gods,  24 
nor  serve  them,  nor  do  after  their  deeds;  but  thou  shalt 
utterly  overthrow  them,  and  quite  break  down  their  images. 
And  ye  shall  serve  the  Eternal  your  God,  and  he  shall  bless  25 
thy  bread,  and  thy  water:  and  I  will  remove  sickness  from 
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amongst  thee.    There  shall  nothing  be  bereaved  of  young,  26 
nor  be  barren,  in  thy  land:  the  number  of  thy  days  I  will 
fulfil.    I  will  send  my  horror  before  thee,  and  will  confound  27 
all  the  people  to  whom  thou  shalt  come,   aud  I  will  make 
all  thine  enemies  turn  their  backs  to  thee.    And  I  will  send  28 
hornets  before  thee,  which  shall  drive  out  the  Hivite,  the 
Canaanite,  and  the  Hittite,  from  before  thee.    I  will  not  29 
drive  them  out  from  before  thee  in  one  year;  lest  the  land 
become  desolate,  and  the  beasts,  of  the  field  mutiply  against 
thee.    By  little  and  little  I  will  drive  them  out  from  before  30 
thee,  until  thou  be  fruitful,  and  inherit  the  land.    And  131 
will  set  thy  boundaries  from  the  Red  sea  even  to  the  sea  of 
the  Philistines,  and  from  the  wilderness  to  the  river:  for  I 
will  give  the  inhabitants  of  the  land  into  your  hand;  and 
thou  shalt  drive  them  out  before  thee.    Thou  shalt  make  32 
no  covenant  with  them,  nor  with  their  gods.    They  shall  not  33 
abide  in  thy  land,  lest  they  make  thee  sin  against  me:  for 
if  thou  serve  their  gods,  it  will  surely  be  a  snare  to  thee. 

24 

And  to  Moses  he  said,  Come  up  to  the  Eternal,  thou,  1 
and  Aaron,  Nadab,  and  Abihu,  and  seventy  of  the  elders  of 
Israel;  and  prostrate  yourselves  afar  off.    And  Moses  alone 2 
shall  come  near  the  Eternal;  but  they  shall  not  come  nigh; 
neither  shall  the  people  go  up  with  him.    And  Moses  came  3 
and  told  the  people  all  the  words  of  the  Eternal,  and  all 
the  judgments:  and  all  the  people  answered  with  one  voice, 
and  said,  All  the  words  which  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  will 
we  do.    And  Moses  wrote  all  the  words  of  the  Eternal,  and  4 
rose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  built  an  altar  under  the 
mountain,  and  twelve  pillars,  according  to  the  twelve  tribes 
of  Israel.    And  he  sent  the  young  men  of  the  children  of  5 
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Israel,  and  they  offered  burnt  offerings,  and  sacrificed  feast 
offerings  of  bulls  to  the  Eternal.    And  Moses  took  half  of  the  6 
blood,  and  put  it  in  basons;  and  half  of  the  blood  he  sprinkled 
on  the  altar.    And  he  took  the  book  of  the  covenant,  and  read  7 
in  the  ears  of  the  people :  and  they  said,  All  that  the  Eternal 
hath  spoken  will  we  do,  and  hearken.    And  Moses  took  the  8 
blood,  and  sprinkled  it  on  the  people,  and  said,  Behold  the 
blood  of  the  covenant,  which  the  Eternal  hath  made  with 
you  concerning  all  those  words.    Then  went  up  Moses,  and 9 
Aaron,  Nadab,  and  Abihu,  and  seventy  of  the  elders  of 
Israel:   And  they  saw  the  God  of  Israel:  and  there  was  under  10 
his  feet  as  it  were  a  brickwork  of  sapphire,  and  as  it  were 
the  body  of  heaven  for  purity.    And  upon  the  nobles  of  the  1 1 
children  of  Israel  he  laid  not  his  hand:  and  they  beheld  God, 
and  did   eat  and  drink.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  12 
Come  up  to  me  into  the  mountain,  and  be  there:  and  I  will  give 
thee  the  tables  of  stone,  and  the  law,  and  the  commandment 
which  I  have  written,  to  teach  them.    And  Moses  rose,  and  13 
his  minister  Joshua:  and  Moses  went  up  into  the  mountain 
of  God.    And  he  said  to  the  elders,  Tarry  ye  here  for  us,  14 
until  we  return  unto  you:  and,  behold,  Aaron  and  Hur  are 
with  you:  he  who  has  any  matters  to  do,  let  him  come  to 
them.    And  Moses  went  up  into  the  mountain,  and  the  cloud  15 
covered  the  mountain.    And  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  abode  16 
upon  mount  Sinai,  and  the  cloud  covered  it  six  days :  on  the 
seventh  day  he  called  to  Moses  out  of  the  midst  of  the 
cloud.    And  the  sight  of  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  was  like  17 
devouring  fire  on  the  top  of  the  mountain  in  the  eyes  of  the 
children  of  Israel.    And  Moses  came  into  the  midst  of  the  1 8 
cloud,  and  went  up  into  the  mountain:  and  Moses  was  on 
the  mountain  forty  days  and  forty  nights. 
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And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Speak  to  the* 
children  of  Israel,  that  they  bring-  me  a  heave  offering:  of 
every  man  whose  heart  impelleth  him  ye  shall  take  my  heave 
offering.    And  this  is  the  heave  offering  which  ye  shall  take  3 
of  them:  gold,  and  silver,  and  copper,    And  blue  purple,  4 
and  red  purple,  and  crimson  and  fine  linen,  and  goats'  hair, 
And  rams'  skins  dyed  red,  and  tachash  skins,  and  acacia 5 
wood.    Oil  for  the  light,  spices  for  anointing  oil,  and  for 6 
incense  of  aromatics,  Onyx  stones,  and  stones  for  setting  in  the  7 
ephod,  and  in  the  breastplate.    And  let  them  make  me  a  8 
sanctuary ;  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  midst  of  them.  According  to  9 
all  that  I  shew  thee,  after  the  plattern  of  the  dwelling,  and 
the  pattern  off  all  the  vessels  thereof,  even  so  shall  ye  make 
it    And  they  shall  make  an  ark  of  acacia  wood:  two  cubits  10 
and  a  half  shall  be  the  length  thereof,  and  a  cubit  and  a 
half  the  breadth  thereof,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the  height 
»  thereof.    And  thou  shalt  overlay  it  with  pure  gold,  within  11 
and  without  shalt  thou  overlay  it,  and  shalt  make  upon  it  a 
border  of  gold  round  about.    And  thou  shalt  cast  four  rings  12 
of  gold  for  it,  and  put  them  in  the  four  corners  thereof; 
and  two  rings  shall  be  in  the  one  side  of  it,  and  two  rings 
in  the  other  side  of  it.    And  thou  shalt  make  staves  of 13 
acacia  wood,  and  overlay  them  with  gold.    And  thou  shalt  14 
put  the  staves  into  the  rings  by  the  sides  of  the  ark,  that 
the  ark  may  be  borne  with  them.    The  staves  shall  be  in  15 
the  rings  of  the  ark:  they  shall  not  depart  therefrom.    And  16 
thou  shalt  put  into  the  ark  the  testimony  which  I  shall  give 
thee.    And  thou  shalt  make  a  cover  of  pure  gold:  two  cubits  17 
and  a  half  shall  be  the  length  thereof,  and  a  cubit  and  a 
half  the  breadth  thereof.    And  thou  shalt  make  two  cherubim  18 
of  gold,  of  beaten  work  shalt  thou  make  them,  from  the 
two  extremities  of  the  cover.    And  make  one  cherub  from  1 9 
the  one  extremity,  and  one  cherub  from  the  other  extremity: 
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even  from  the  cover  shall  ye  make  the  cherubim  on  the  two 
extremities  thereof.     And  the  cherubim  shall  spread  their  20 
wings  on  high,  sheltering  the  cover  with  their  wings,  and 
their  faces  turned  one  to  another:  towards  the  cover  shall 
the  faces  of  the  cherubim  be.    And  thou  shalt  put  the  cover  21 
above  upon  the  ark;  and  in  the  ark  thou  shalt  put  the 
testimony  that  I  shall  give  thee.    And  there  I  will  be  met  22 
by  thee,  and  I  will  speak  with  thee  from  above  the  cover, 
from  between  the  two  cherubim  which  are  upon  the  ark  of 
the  testimony,  of  all  which  I  will  command  thee  concerning 
the  children  of  Israel. 

Thou  shalt  also  make  a  table  of  acacia  wood :  two  cubits  23 
shall  be  the  length  thereof,  and  a  cubit  the  breadth  thereof, 
and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the  height  thereof.    And  thou  shalt  24 
overlay  it  with  pure  gold,  and  make  thereto  a  border  of 
gold  round  about.    And  thou  shalt  make  to  it  a  rim  of  25 
a  hand  breadth  round  about,  and  thou  shalt  make  a  golden 
border  to  the  rim  thereof  round  about.    And  thou  shalt  make  26 
for  it  four  rings  of  gold,  and  put  the  rings  in  the  four 
corners  that  are  on  the  four  feet  thereof.    Over  against  the  27 
rim  shall  the  rings  be  for  places  for  the  staves  to  bear  the 
table.    And  thou  shalt  make  the  staves  of  acacia  wood,  and  28 
overlay  them  with  gold,  that  the  table  may  be  borne  with 
them.    And  thou  shalt  make  the  dishes  thereof,  and  spoons  29 
thereof,  and  covers  thereof,  and  bowls  thereof,  to  shelter 
withal:  of  pure  gold  shalt  thou  make  them.    And  thou  shalt  30 
set  upon  the  table  shew  bread  before  me  always. 

And  thou  shalt  make  a  candelabrum  of  pure  gold  :  of  beaten  31 
work  shall  the  candelabrum  be  made:  its  shaft,  and  its 
branches,  its  cups,  its  knobs,  and  its  flowers,  shall  be  of 
the  same.    And  six  branches  shall  go  out  of  the  sides  of  it;  32 
three  branches  of  the- candelabrum  out  of  the  one  side,  and 
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three  branches  of  the  candelabrum  out  of  the  other  side : 
Three  cups  made  like  unto  almonds,  with  a  knob  and  a  flower  33 
in  one  branch,  and  three  cups  made  like  almonds  in  the  other 
branch,  with  a  knob  and  a  flower :  so  in  the  six  branches 
that  go  out  of  the  candelabrum.    And  in  the  candelabrum  34 
shall  be  four  cups  made  like  unto  almonds  with  their  knobs 
and  their  flowers.    And  there  shall  be  a  knob  under  two  35 
branches  of  the  same,  and  a  knob  under  two  branches  of  the 
same,  and  a  knob  under  two  branches  of  the  same  according 
to  the  six  branches  that  go  out  of  the  candelabrum.    Their  36 
knobs  and  their  branches  shall  be  of  the  same :  all  of  it  shall 
be  one  beaten  work  of  pure  gold.    And  thou  shalt  make  the  37 
seven  lamps  thereof :  that  when  they  set  up  the  lamps  thereof, 
they  may  give  light  over  against  it.    And  the  tongs  thereof.  38 
and  the  snuff-dishes  thereof,  shall  be  of  pure  gold.    Of  a  39 
talent  of  pure  gold  shall  he  make  it  with  all  these  vessels. 
And  see  that  thou  make  them  after  their  pattern,  which  was  40 
shewn  thee  on  the  mountain. 

26 

Moreover  thou  shalt  make  the  dwelling  of  ten  curtains  i 
of  fine  twined  linen,  and  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and 
crimson:  with  cherubim,  the  work  of  an  artist,  shalt  thou 
make  them.    The  length  of  the  one  curtain  shall  be  eight  2 
and  twenty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  of  the  one  curtain  four 
cubits:  for  all  the  curtains  shall  be  one  measure.    The  five 3 
curtains  shall  join  together,  one  to  another:  and  other  five 
curtains  shall  join  one  to  another.    And  thou  shalt  make  4 
loops  of  blue  purple  upon  the  edge  of  the  one  curtain  from 
the  extremity  in  the  joining;  and  likewise  shalt  thou  make 
in  the  outermost  edge  of  another  curtain,  in  the  joining  of 
the  second.    Fifty  loops  shalt  thou  make  in  the  one  curtain,  5 
and  fifty  loops  shalt  thou  make  in  the  extremity  of  the  curtain 
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that  is  in  the  joining  of  the  second:  that  the  loops  may  take 6 
hold  one  of  another.    And  thou  shalt  make  fifty  catches  of 
gold,  and  join  the  curtains  together  with  the  catches;  and 
the  dwelling  shall  be  one.    And  thou  shalt  make  curtains/ 
of  goat's  hair  to  be  a  covering  upon  the  dwelling:  eleven 
curtains  shalt  thou  make.     The  length  of  the  one  curtain 
shall  be  thirty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  of  the  one  curtain  § 
four  cubits:   and  the  eleven  curtains  shall  be  all  of  one 
measure.    And  thou  shalt  join  five  curtains  by  themselves,  9 
and  six  curtains  by  themselves,  and  shalt  double  the  sixth 
curtain  opposite  the  front  of  the  tent.    And  thou  shalt  make  10 
fifty  loops  on  the  edge  of  the  one  curtain  that  is  outermost 
in  the  joining,  and  fifty  loops  in  the  edge  of  the  curtain 
which  joineth  the  second.    And  thou  shalt  make  fifty  catches  1 1 
of  copper,  and  bring  the  catches  into  the  loops,  and  join 
the  tent  together,  that  it  may  be  one.    And  the  surplus  of  12 
the  curtains  of  the  tent  that  exceedeth,  that  is,  the  exceeding 
half  curtain,  shall  hang  over  the  back  of  the  dwelling.   And  13 
a  cubit  on  the  one  side,  and  a  cubit  on  the  other  side  of 
the  surplus  in  the  length  of  the  curtains  of  the  tent,  it 
shall  hang  over  the  sides  of  the  dwelling  on  this  side  and  on 
that  side,  to  cover  it.    And  thou  shalt  make  a  covering  for  14 
the  tent  of  rams'  skins  dyed  red,  and  a  covering  above  of 
tachash  skins. 

And  thou  shalt  make  the  boards  for  the  dwelling  of  acacia  15 
wood  standing  up.  Ten  cubits  shall  be  the  length  of  the  1 6 
board,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  shall  be  the  breadth  of  one 
board.  Two  tenons  shall  there  be  in  one  board,  set  in  order  17 
one  against  another:  thus  shalt  thou  make  for  all  the  bQards 
of  the  dwelling.  And  thou  shalt  make  the  boards  for  the  18

dwelling-,  twenty  boards  on  the  south  side  southward.    And  19 
thou  shalt  make  forty  sockets  of  silver  under  the  twenty 
Iboards;  two  sockets  under  one  board  for  its  two  tenons,  and 
two  sockets  under  another  board  for  its  two  tenons.    And  20 
for  the  second  side  of  the  dwelling:  on  the  north  side  there 
shall  be  twenty  boards:    And  their  forty  sockets  of  silver;  21 
two  sockets  under  the  one  board,  and  two  sockets  under  the 
other  board.    And  for  the  back  part  of  the  dwelling:  westward  22 
thou  shalt  make  six  boards.    And  two  boards  shalt  thou  23 
make  for  the  corners  of  the  dwelling  in  the  back  part.   And  24 
they  shall  be  coupled  together  beneath,  and  they  shall  be 
coupled  together  above  the  head  of  it  unto  one  ring :  thus 
shall  it  be  for  them  both;  they  shall  be  for  the  two  corners. 
And  they  shall  be  eight  boards,  and  their  sockets  of  silver,  25 
sixteen  sockets;  two  sockets  under  the  one  board,  and  two 
sockets  under  the  other  board.    And  thou  shalt  make  bars  26 
of  acacia  wood ;  five  for  the  boards  of  the  one  side  of  the 
dwelling.    And  five  bars  for  the  boards  of  the  other  side  of  27 
the  dwelling,  and  five  bars  for  the  boards  of  the  side  of  the 
dwelling,  for  the  two  sides  westward.    And  the  middle  bar  28 
in  the  midst  of  the  boards  shall  reach  from  extremity  to 
extremity.    And  thou  shalt  overlay  the  boards  with  gold,  and  29 
make  their  rings  of  gold  for  places  for  the  bars :  and  thou 
shalt  overlay  the  bars  with  gold.    And  thou  shalt  rear  up  30 
the  dwelling  according  to  ihe  fashion  thereof  which  was 
shewed  thee  in  the  mountain.       And  thou  shalt  make  a  31 
partition  vail  of  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,   and  crimson, 
and  fine  twined  linen  the  work  of  an  artist:  with  cherubim 
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shall  it  be  made:    And  thou  shalt  hang:  it  upon  four  pillars 32 
of  acacia  wood  overlaid  with  gold:  their  hooks  shall  be  of 
gold,  upon  four  sockets  of  silver.    And  thou  shalt  hang  up  33 
the  partition  vail  under  the  catches,  that  thou  mayest  bring 
in  thither  within  the  partition  vail  the  ark  of  the  testimony: 
and  the  partition  vail  shall  divide  to  you  between  the  holy  place 
and  the  most  holy.    And  thou  shalt  put  the  cover  upon  the  34 
ark  of  the  testimony  in  the  most  holy  place.    And  thou  shalt  35 
put  the  table  without  the  partition  vail,  and  the  candelabrum 
over  against  the  table  on  the  side  of  the  dwelling  towards 
Che  south:  and  thou  shalt  put  the  table  on  the  north  side. 
And  thou  shalt  make  a  screen  for  the  entrance  of  the  tent,  36 
of  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson,  and  fine  twined 
linen,  the  work  of  an  embroiderer.    And  thou  shalt  make  for  37 
the  screen,  five  pillars  of  acacia  wood,  and  overlay  them 
with  gold:  and  their  hooks  shall  be  of  gold:  and  thou  shalt 
cast  five  sockets  of  copper  for  them.

And  thou  shalt  make  an  altar  of  acacia  wood,  five  cubits  1 
long,  and  five  cubits  broad;  the  altar  shall  be  square:  and 
the  height  thereof  shall  be  three  cubits.    And  thou  shalt  2 
make  the  horns  of  it  upon  the  four  corners  thereof:  its  horns 
shall  be  of  the  same:  and  thou  shalt  overlay  it  with  copper 
And  thou  shalt  make  its  pots  to  receive  its  ashes,  and  its  3 
shovels,  and  its  bowls,  and  its  fleshhooks,  and  its  firepans: 
all  the  vessels  thereof  thou  shalt  make  of  copper,    And  thou  4 
shalt  make  for  it  a  grate  of  network  of  copper;  and  upon  the 
net  shalt  thou  make  four  copper  rings  in  the  four  extremities 
thereof.    And  thou  shalt  put  it  under  the  compass  of  the  5 
altar  beneath,  that  the  net  may  be  even  to  the  midst  of  the 
altar.    And  thou  shalt  make  staves  for  the  altar,  staves  ofQ 
acacia  wood,  and  overlay  them  with  copper.    And  the  staves  7 
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shall  be  put  into  the  ring's,  and  the  staves  shall  be  put  upon 
the  two  sides  of  the  altar  to  bear  it.    Hollow  with  tablets  8 
shalt  thou  make  it:  as  it  was  shewed  thee  in  the  mountain, 
so  shall  they  make  if.    And  thou  shalt  make  the  court  of  9 
the  dwelling-:   for  the  south  side  southward  there  shall  be 
hangings  for  the  court  of  fine  twined  linen  of  a  hundred 
cubits  long-  for  the  one  side.    And  twenty  pillars  thereof  and  10 
their  twenty  sockets  shall  be  of  copper;  the  hooks  of  the 
columns  and  their  cross-bars  shall  be  of  silver.    And  likewise  11 
for  the  north  side  in  length  there  shall  be  hangings  of  a 
hundred  cubits  long,  and  its  twenty  pillars  and  their  twenty 
sockets  of  copper:  the  hooks  of  the  columns  and  their  cross- 
bars of  silver.    And  for  the  breadth  of  the   court  on  the  12 
west  side  shall  be  hangings  of  fifty  cubits:  their  pillars  ten, 
and  their  sockets  ten.    And  the  breadth  of  the  court  on  13 
the  east  side  eastward  shall  be  fifty  cubits.    The  hangings  14 
of  the  one  side  shall  be  fifteen  cubits:  their  pillars  three, 
and  their  sockets  three.     And  on  the  other  side  shall  bets 
hangings  fifteen  cubits:  their  pillars  three,  and  their  sockets 
three.    And  for  the  gate  of  the  court  shall  be  a  screen  of  16 
twenty  cubits,  of  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson, 
and  fine  twined  linen,  the  work  of  an  embroiderer:  and  their 
columns  shall  be  four,  and  their  sockets  four.    All  the  pillars  1 7 
round  about  the  court  shall  be  cross-barred  with  silver;  their 
hooks  shall  be  of  silver,  and  their  sockets  of  copper.    The  18 
length  of  the  court  shall  be  a  hundred  cubits,  and  the  breadth 
fifty  everywhere,  and  the  height  five  cubits  of  fine  twined 
linen,  and  their  sockets  of  copper.    All  the  vessels  of  the  19 
dwelling  in  all  the  service  thereof,  and  all  the  pins  thereof, 
and  all  the  pins  of  the  court  shall  be  of  copper. 

And  thou  shalt  command  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  20 
bring  thee  clear  olive  oil  beaten  for  the  light,  to  cause  the 
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lamp  to  burn  continually.    In  the  appointed  tent,  without  21 
the  partition  vail,  which  is  before  the  testimony,  Aaron  and 
his  sons  shall  order  it  from  evening  to  morning-  before  the 
Eternal :  it  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  to  the  generations 
of  the  children  of  Israel.  2g 

And  take  thou  to  thee  Aaron  thy  brother,  and  his  sons  l 
with  him,  from  among-  the  children  of  Israel,  to  appoint  him 
as  priest  to  me,  even  Aaron,  Nadab  and  Abihu,  Eleazar  and 
Ithamar,  Aaron's  sons.    And  thou  shalt  make  g-arments  of  % 
holiness  for  Aaron  thy  brother  for  glory  and  for  splendor. 
And  thou  shalt  speak  to  all  that  are  wise  hearted,  whom  1 3 
have  filled  with  the  spirit  of  wisdom,  that  they  may  make 
Aaron's  garments  to  sanctify  him,  to  appoint  him  as  priest 
to  me.    And  these  are  the  garments  which  they  shall  make;  4 
a  breastplate,  and  an  ephod,  and  a  robe,  and  a  quilted 
inner-garment,  a  mitre,  and  a  belt:  and  they  shall  make 
garments  of  holiness  for  Aaron  thy  brother,  and  his  sons, 
to  appoint  him  as  priest  to  me.    And  they  shall  take  the  5 
gold,  and  the  blue  purple,  and  the  red  purple,  and  the 
crimson,  and  the  fine  twined  linen. 

And  they  shall  make  the  ephod  of  gold,  of  blue  purple, 6 
and  of  red  purple,  of  crimson,  and  fine  twined  linen,  the 
work  of  an  artist.    It  shall  have  two  shoulder  pieces  joined ;  7 
at  the  two  extremities  thereof  it  shall  be  joined  together. 
And  the  curious  girdle  of  the  ephod,  which  is  upon  it,  shall  8 
be  of  the  same,  according  to  the  work  thereof;  even  of  gold, 
of  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson,  and  fine  twined 
linen.    And  thou  shalt  take  two  onyx  stones,  and  engrave 9 
on  them  the  names  of  the  children  of  Israel:    Six  of  their  10 
names  on  the  one  stone,  and  the  other  six  names  that  are 
left  on  the  other  stone,  according  to  their  birth.    With  then 
work  of  an  engraver  in  stone,  like  the  engravings  of  a  signet, 
shalt  thou  engrave  the  two  stones  with  the  names  of  the 
children  of  Israel:  thou  shalt  make  them  settings  of  gold. 
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And  thou  shalt  put  the  two  stones  upon  the  shoulder-pieces  1 2 
of  the  ephod  for  stones  of  memorial  to  the  children  of  Israel : 
and  Aaron  shall  bear  their  names  before  the  Eternal  upon 
his  two  shoulders  for  a  memorial.    And  thou  shalt  make  13 
settings  of  gold;    And  two  chains  of  pure  gold;  twisted  of  14k 
cord-like  work  shalt  thou  make  them,  and  fasten  the  cord-like 
chains  to  the  settings.    And  thou  shalt  make  the  breastplate  1  5 
of  judgment  the  work  of  an  artist;  after  the  work  of  the 
ephod  thou  shalt  make  it;  of  gold,  of  blue  purple,  and  of 
red  purple,  and  of  crimson,  and  of  fine  twined  linen,  shalt 
thou  make  it.    Square  it  shall  be  being  doubled;   a  span  16 
shall  be  the  length  thereof,  and  a  span  shall  be  the  breadth 
thereof.    And  thou  shalt  fill  it  with  fillings  of  stones,  even  17 
four  rows  of  stones :  the  first  row  shall  be  a  sardius,  a  topaz, 
and  a  carbuncle:  this  shall  be  the  first  row.    And  the  second  18 
row  shall  be  an  emerald,  a  sapphire,  and  a  diamond.    And  19 
the  third  row  a  ligure,  an  agate,  and  an  amethyst.   And  20 
the  fourth  row  a  beryl,  and  an  onyx,  and  a  jasper:  they 
shall  be  set  in  gold  in  their  fillings.    And  the  stones  shall  21 
be  with  the  names  of  the  children  of  Israel  twelve,  according 
to  their  names,  like  the  engravings  of  a  signet;  every  one 
with  his  name  shall  they  be  according  to  the  twelve  tribes. 
And  thou  shalt  make  upon  the  breast-plate  twisted  chains  of  22 
cord-like  work  of  pure  gold.    And  thou  shalt  make  upon  the  23 
breastplate  two  rings  of  gold,  and  shalt  put  the  two  rings 
on  the  two  extremities  of  the  breastplate.    And  thou  shalt  24 
put  the  two  cords  of  gold  in  the  two  rings  which  are  on  the 
extremities  of  the  breastplate.    And  the  other  two  extremities  25 
of  the  two  cords  thou  shalt  fasten  in  the  two  settings,  and 
put  them  on  the  shoulder-pieces  of  the  ephod  before  it.    And  26 
thou  shalt  make  two  rings  of  gold,  and  thou  shalt  put  them 
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upon  the  two  extremities  of  the  breastplate  in  the  border 
thereof,  which  is  in  the  other  side  of  the  ephod  inward. 
And  two  rings  of  gold  thou  shalt  make,  and  shall  put  them  27 
on  the  two  shoulder-pieces  of  the  ephod  underneath,  towards 
the  forepart  thereof,  over  against  the  joining-  thereof,  above 
the  curious  girdle  of  the  ephod.   And  they  shall  fasten  the  28 
breastplate  by  the  ring's  thereof  to  the  rings  of  the  ephod 
with  a  string  of  blue  purple,  that  it  may  be  above  the  curious 
girdle  of  the  ephod,  and  that  the  breastplate  be  not  loosed 
from  the  ephod.    And  Aaron   shall  bear  the  names  of  the  29 
children  of  Israel  in  the  breastplate  of  judgment  upon  his 
heart,  when  he  cometh  in  to  the  holy  place  for  a  memorial 
before  the  Eternal  continually.    And  thou  shalt  put  in  the  30 
breastplate  of  judgment  the  Urirn  and  Thummim;  and  they 
shall  be  upon  Aaron's  heart  when  he  cometh  in  before  the 
Eternal:  and  Aaron  shall  bear  the  judgment  of  the  children 
of  Israel  upon  his  heart  before  the  Eternal  continually.    And  31 
thou  shalt  make  the  robe  of  the  ephod  all  of  blue  purple. 
And  there  shall  be  a  hole  in  the  top  of  it,  in  the  midst 32 
thereof:  it  shall  have  a  binding  the  work  of  a  weaver  round 
about  the  hole  of  it,  as  it  were  the  hole  of  a  habergeon, 
that  it  be  not  rent.    And  beneath  upon  the  hem  of  it  thou  33 
shalt  make  pomgranates  of  blue  purple,  and  of  red  purple, 
and  of  crimson,  round  about  the  hem  thereof;  and  bells  of 
gold  in  the  midst  of  them  round  about:    A  golden  bell  and 34 
a  pomegranate,  a  golden  bell  and  a  pomgranate,  upon  the 
hem  of  the  robe  about.    And  it  shall  be  upon  Aaron  to  35 
minister:  and  its  sound  shall  be  heard  when  he  cometh  into 
the  holy  place  before  the  Eternal,  and  when  he  goeth  out, 
that  he  die  not.   And  thou  shalt  make  a  plate  of  pure  gold,  36 
and  engrave  upon  it,  like  the  engravings  of  a  signet  HOLI- 
NESS TO   THE  ETERNAL.    And  thou  shalt  put  it  on  a  37 
blue  purple  string  that  it  may  be  upon  the  mitre;  upon  the 
forefront  of  the  mitre  it  shall  be.    And  it  shall  be  upon  38 
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Aaron's  forehead ,  and  Aaron  shall  bear  the  iniquity  of  the 
holy  thing's,  which  the  children  of  Israel  shall  hallow  in  all 
their  holy  gifts ;  and  it  shall  be  continually  upon  his  forehead, 
that  they  may  be  accepted  before  the  Eternal.    And  thou  39 
shalt  w  ork  the  inner  garment  with  checker  work  of  fine  linen, 
thou  shalt  make  the  mitre  of  fine  linen,   and  the  belt  thou 
shalt  make  the  work  of  an  embroiderer.    And  for  Aaron's  40 
sons  thou  shalt  make  inner  garments,  and  thou  shalt  make 
for  them  belts,  and  high  caps  shalt  thou  make  for  them, 
for  glory  and  for  splendor.    And  thou  shalt  clothe  them,  41 
Aaron  thy  brother,  and  his  sons  with  him;  and  shalt  anoint 
them,  and  consecrate  them,  and  sanctify  them,  that  they 
may  minister  to  me  as  priests.    And  thou  shalt  make  them  42 
linen  breeches  to  cover  their  nakedness;  from  the  loins  even 
to  the  thigs  shall  they  be.    And  they  shall  be  upon  Aaron,  43 
and  upon  his  sons,  when  they  come  into  the  appointed  tent, 
or  when  they  come  near  the  altar  to  minister  in  the  holy 
place;  that  they  bear  not  iniquity,  and  die:  it  shall  be  an 
ordinance  for  ever  to  him  and  his  seed  after  him. 

29 

And  this  is  the  thing  that  thou  shalt  do  to  them  to  1 
sanctify  them,  to  minister  to  me  as  priests:  Take  one  young 
bullock,  and  two  rams   without  blemish.    And  unleavened 2 
bread,  and  pierced  cakes  unleavened  mingled  with  oil,  and 
wafers  unleavened  anointed  wilh  oil  :  of  flour  of  wheat  shalt 
thou  make  them.   And  thou  shalt  put  them  into  one  basket,  3 
and  offer  them  in  the  basket,  with  the  bullock  and  the  two 
rams.    And  Aaron  and  his  sons  thou  shalt  bring  to  the  4 
entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  shalt  wash  them  with 
water.    And  thou  shalt  take  the  garments,  and  clothe  Aaron  5 
with  the  inner  garment,  and  the  robe  of  the  ephod,  and  the 
ephod,  and  the  breastplate,  and  fasten  the  ephod  on  him 
with  the  curious  girdle  of  the  ephod :    And  thou  shalt  put  6 
the  mitre  upon  his  head,  and  put  the  diadem  of  holiness 
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upon  the  mitre.    Then  thon  shalt  take  the  anointing:  oil,  and  7 
pour  it  upon  his  head,  and  anoint  hiin.    And  thou  shalt  bring  8 
his  sons,  and  clothe  them  with  inner  garments.    And  thou 9 
shalt  gird  them  with  belts,  Aaron  and  his  sons,  and  bind 
high  caps  on  them:  and  the  priest's  office  shall  be  their' s 
for  an  ordinance  for  ever:  and  thou  shalt  consecrate  Aaron 
and  his  sons.    And  thou  shalt  bring  nigh  the  bullock  before  10 
the  appointed  tent:  and  Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  lay  their 
hands  upon  the  head  of  the  bullock.    And  thou  shalt  kill  the  1 1 
bullock  before  the  Eternal,  by  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent.    And  thou  shalt  take  of  the  blood  of  the  bullock,  and  12 
put  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar  with  thy  finger,  and  pour 
all  the  blood  beside  the  bottom  of  the  altar.  And  thou  shalt  13 
take  all  the  fat  that  covereth  the  inwards,  and  the  lobe  that 
is  above  the  liver,  and  the  two  kidneys,  and  the  fat  that  is 
upon  them,  and  cause  them  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the 
altar.    But  the  flesh  of  the  bullock,  and  its  skin,  and  its  dung,  14 
shalt  thou  burn  with  fire  without  the  camp:   it  is  a  sin 
offering.    And  the  one  ram  thou  shalt  also  take ;  and  Aaron  1 5 
and  his  sons  shall  lay  their  hands  upon  the  head  of  the  ram. 
And  thou  shalt  kill  the  ram,  and  thou  shalt  take  its  blood,  16 
and  sprinkle  it  round  about  upon  the  altar.    And  the  ram  17 
thou  shalt  cut  into  pieces,  and  wash  its  inwards  and  its  legs, 
and  put  them  to  its  pieces,  and  to  its  head.    And  thou  shalt  1 8 
cause  the  whole  ram  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar :  it 
is  a  burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal:  it  is  a  pleasing  odour, 
an  offering  made  by  fire  to  the  Eternal.    And  thou  shalt  take  19 
the  second  ram ;  and  Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  lay  their  hands 
upon  the  head  of  the  ram.    Then  shalt  thou  kill  the  ram,  20 
and  take  of  its  blood,  and  put  it  upon  the  tip  of  the  right 
ear  of  Aaron,  and  upon  the  tip  of  the  right  ear  of  his  sons, 
and  upon  the  thumb  of  their  right  hand ,  and  upon  the  great 
9  Vol.  II. 
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toe  of  their  right  foot,  and  sprinkle  the  blood  upon  the  altar 
round  about.    And  thou  shalt  take  of  the  blood  that  is  upon  21 
the  altar,  and  of  the  anointing-  oil,  and  sprinkle  it  upon 
Aaron,  and  upon  his  garments,  and  upon  his  sons,  and  upon 
the  garments  of  his  sons  with  him:  and  he  shall  be  holy, 
and  his  garments,  and  his  sons,  and  his  sons'  garments  with 
him.    Also  thou  shalt  take  of  the  ram  the  fat  and  the  fat  22 
tail,  and  the  fat  that  covereth  the  inwards,  and  the  lobe 
above  the  liver,  and  the  two  kidneys,  and  the  fat  that  is  upon 
them  and  the  right  shoulder;  for  it  is  a  ram  of  consecration. 
And  one  loaf  of  bread ,  and  one  pierced  cake  of  oiled  bread,  23 
and  one  wafer  out  of  the  basket  of  the  unleavened  bread 
that  is  before  the  Eternal.    And  thou  shalt  put  all  in  the  24 
hands  of  Aaron,  and  in  the  hands  of  his  sons;  and  shalt 
wave  them  for  a  wave  offering  before  the  Eternal.   And  thou  25 
shalt  take  them  from  their  hands,  and  cause  them  to  ascend 
in  fumes  upon  the  altar  besides  the  burnt  offering,  for  a 
pleasing  odour  before  the  Eternal:   it  is  an  offering  made 
by  fire  to  the  Eternal.    And  thou  shalt  take  the  breast  of  26 
the  ram  of  Aaron's  consecration,  and  wave  it  for  a  wave 
offering  before  the  Eternal:   and  it  shall  be  thy  part.   And  27 
thou  shalt  sanctify  the  breast  of  the  wave  offering,  and  the 
shoulder  of  the  heave  offering,  which  is  waved,  and  which 
is  heaved  up,  of  the  ram  of  the  consecration,  even  of  that 
which  is  for  Aaron,  and  of  that  which  is  for  his  sons:   And  28 
it  shall  be  Aaron's  and  his  sons'  by  a  statute  for  ever  from 
the  children  of  Israel:  for  it  is  a  heave  offering;  and  it  shall 
be  a  heave  offering  from  the  children  of  Israel  of  the  sacrifice 
of  their  feast  offerings,  even  their  heave  offering  to  the 
Eternal.    And  the  holy  garments  of  Aaron  shall  be  his  sons' 29 
after  him,  to  be  anointed  therein,  and  to  be  consecrated  in 
them.    Seven  days  shall  he  among  his  sons  that  is  priest  in  30 
his  stead,  put  them  on,  when  he  cometh  into  the  appointed 
tent  to  minister  in  the  holy  place.    And  the  ram  of  the  31 
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consecration ,  thou  shalt  take  and  seethe  its  flesh  in  a  holy 
place    And  Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  eat  the  flesh  of  the  32 
ram,  and  the  bread  that  is  in  the  basket,  by  the  entrance 
of  the  appointed  tent.    And  they  shall   eat   those   things  33 
wherewith  the  expiation  was  made,  to  consecrate,  and  to 
sanctify  them:  but  the  stranger  shall  not  eat  thereof,  because 
they  are  holy.    And  if  ought  of  the  flesh  of  the  consecrations,  34 
or  of  the  bread,   be  left  to  the  morning-,  then  thou  shalt 
burn  that  which  is  left  with  fire:  it  shall  not  be  eaten, 
because  it  is  holiness.    And  thus  shalt  thou  do  to  Aaron,  35 
and  to  his  sons,  according-  to  all  things  which  I  have  com- 
manded thee :  seven  days  shalt  thou  consecrate  them.    And  36 
a  bullock,  besides  the  sin  offering,  thou  shalt  offer  every  day 
for  expiation:  and  thou  shalt  purify  the  altar,  when  thou 
hast  made  an  expiation  for  it,  and  thou  shalt  anoint  it,  to 
sanctify  it.    Seven  days  thou  shalt  make  an  expiation  for  37 
the  altar,  and  sanctify  it;   and  it  shall  be  an  altar  most 
holy :  whatsoever  toucheth  the  altar  shall  be  holy.   Now  this  38 
is  that  which  thou  shalt  offer  upon  the  altar;  two  lambs  of 
the  first  year  day  by  day  continually.    The  one  lamb  thou  39 
shalt  offer  in  the  morning-;  and  the  other  lamb  thou  shalt 
offer  at  evening-:   And  with  the  one  lamb  a  tenth  deal  of 40 
flour  mingled  writh  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of  beaten  oil ; 
and  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of  wine  for  a  libation.    And  41 
the  second  lamb  thou  shalt  offer  at  even  and  shalt  do  there  to 
according-  to  the  oblation  of  the  morning-,   and  according-  to 
the  libation  thereof,  for  a  pleasing-  odour,  an  offering  made 
t>y  fire  to  the  Eternal.    This  shall  be  a  continual  burnt  42 
offering  throughout  your  generations  at  the  entrance  of  the 
appointed  tent  before  the  Eternal;  where  1  shall  be  met  by 
you,  to  speak  there  to  Ihee.    And  there  I  will  be  met  by  43 
the  children  of  Israel,  and  it  shall  be  sanctified  by  my  glory. 
And  I  will  sanctify  the  appointed  tent,  and  the  altar:  I  will 44 
sanctify  also  both  Aaron  and  his  sons  to  minister  to  me  as 
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priests.    And  I  will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  the  children  of  45 
Israel,  and  will  be  their  God.    And  they  shall  know  that  1 46 
am  the  Eternal  their  God,  that  brought  them  forth  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt,  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  midst  of  them: 
I  am  the  Eternal  their  God. 

SO 

And  thou  shalt  make  an  altar  for  the  burning  of  incense :  l 
of  acacia  wood  shalt  thou  make  it.    A  cubit  shall  be  the  2 
length  thereof,  and  a  cubit  the  breadth  thereof;  square  shall 
it  be :  and  two  cubits  shall  be  the  height  thereof :  the  horns 
thereof  shall  be  of  the  same.    And  thou  shalt  overlay  it  3 
with  pure  gold,  the  roof  thereof,  and  the  sides  thereof  round 
about,  and  the  horns  thereof ;  and  thou  shalt  make  to  it  a 
border  of  gold  round  about.    And  two  golden  rings  shalt  4 
thou  make  to  it  under  the  border  of  it,  by  the  two  corners 
thereof,  upon  the  two  sides  of  it  shalt  thou  make  it;  and 
they  shall  be  for  places  for  the  staves  to  bear  it  withal. 
And  thou  shalt  make  the  staves  of  acacia  wood,  and  overlays 
them  with  gold.    And  thou  shalt  put  it  before  the  partitions 
vail  that  is  by  the  ark  of  the  testimony,  before  the  covering 
that  is  over  the  testimony,  where  1  will  be  met  by  thee. 
And  Aaron  shall  cause  incense  of  aroinatics  to  ascend  thereon  7 
in  fumes  every  morning :  when  he  trimmeth  the  lamps,  he  shall 
cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes.    And  when  Aaron  lighteth  the  8 
lamps  at  even,  he  shall  cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes,  a  perpetual 
incense  before  the  Eternal  throughout  your  generations.    Ye  9 
shall  not  offer  strange  incense  thereon,  nor  burnt  offering, 
nor  oblation;  neither  shall  ye  pour  out  a  libation  thereon. 
And  Aaron    shall  make  an  expiation   upon  the  horns  of  10 
it   once  in  the  year:   wiih  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering 
of  expiations  shall  he,  once  in  the  year,  make  expiation 
upon  it  throughout  your  generations:  it  is  most  holy  to  the 
Eternal.     And  the  Eternal  spake  to  xMoses,  saying,    When  ^ 
thou  takest  the  sum  of  the  children  of  Israel  according  to1^ 
their  muster,  then  shall  they  give  every  man  a  ransom  for 
his  soul  to  the  Eternal,  when  thou  musterest  Ihein ;  that 
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there  be  no  plague  among"  them,  when  thou  musterest  them. 
This  they  shall  give,  every  one  that  passeth  among  them  13 
that  are  mustered,  the  half  of  a  shekel  after  the  shekel  of 
holiness :  a  shekel  is  twenty  gerahs :  a  half  of  a  shekel  shall 
he  the  heave  offering  of  the  Eternal.    Every  one  that  passeth  14 
among  them  that  are  mustered,  from  twenty  years  old  and 
above,  shall  give  a  heave  offering  to  the  Eternal.    The  rich  15 
shall  not  give  more,  and  the  poor  shall  not  give  less  than 
the  half  of  a  shekel,  in  giving  a  heave  offering  to  the  Eternal, 
to  make  an  expiation  for  your  souls.    And  thou  shalt  take  16 
the  expiation  money  from  the  children  of  Israel,  and  shalt 
give  it  for  the  service  of  the  appointed  tent ;  that  it  may 
be  a  memorial  to  the  children  of  Israel  before  the  Eternal, 
to  make  an  expiation  for  your  souls. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Thou  shalt  also^ 
make  a  laver  of  copper,  and  its  frame  also  of  copper,  to 
wash  withal:  and  thou  shalt  put  it  between  the  appointed 
tent  and  the  altar,  and  thou  shalt  put  water  therein.    For  19 
Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  wash  their  hands  and  their  feet 
thereat:    When  they  come  into  the  appointed  tent,  they  shall  20 
wash  with  water,  that  they  die  not;  or  when  they  come 
near  to  the  altar  to  minister,  to  cause  an  offering  made  by 
fire  to  ascend  in  fumes  to  the  Eternal.    So  they  shall  wash  21 
their  hands  and  their  feet,  that  they  die  not:  and  it  shall 
be  a  statute  for  ever  to  them,  even  to  him  and  to  his  seed 
throughout  their  generations. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,   Take  thou  also^ 
to  thee  principal  spices ,  of  pure  myrrh  five  hundred  shekels,  . 
and  of  cinnamon  spice  half  so  much,  even  two  hundred  and 
fifty  shekels,  and  calamus  spice  two  hundred  and  fifty  shekels. 
And  of  cassia  five  hundred  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness,  24 
and  of  olive  oil  a  hin :    And  thou  shalt  make  it  an  oil  of  25 
ointment  of  holiness,  a  compound  compounded,  the  work  of 
a  compounder:  it  shall  be  an  oil  of  ointment  of  holiness. 
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And  thou  shalt  anoint  the  appointed  tent  therewith,  and  the  26 
ark  of  the  testimony,    And  the  table  and  all  its  vessels,  and  27 
the  candelabrum  and  its  vessels,  and  the  altar  of  incense. 
And  the  altar  of  burnt  offering  with  all  its  vessels,  and  the  28 
laver  and  its  frame.    And  thou  shalt  sanctify  them,  that  they  29 
may  be  most  holy:  whatsoever  toucheth  them  shall  be  holy. 
And  thou  shalt  anoint  Aaron  and  his  sons,  and  sanctify  them,  30 
that  they  may  minister  to  me  as  priests.    And  thou  shalt  31 
speak  to  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,  This  shall  be  an  oil 
of  ointment  of  holiness  to  me  throughout  your  generations. 
Upon  man's  flesh  shall  it  not  be  poured,   and  according  to  32 
its  proportion,  ye  shall  not  make  any  like  it,  it  is  holiness, 
and  it  shall  be  holiness  to  you.    Whosoever  compoundeth  33 
any  like  it,  or  whosoever  putteth  any  of  it  upon  a  stranger, 
shall  even  be  cut  otf  from  his  peoples.       And  the  Eternal  34 
said  to  Moses,  Take  to  thee  aromatics,  stacte,  and  onycha, 
and  galbanum;  these  aromatics  with  pure  frankincense:  let 
each  be  taken  separately.    And  thou  shalt  make  it  an  incense,  35 
a  compound  after  the  work  of  the  compounder,  tempered 
together,  pure  for  holiness:    And  thou  shalt  rub  some  of  it 36 
very  small,  and  put  of  it  before  the  testimony  in  the  appointed 
tent,  where  I  will  be  met  by  thee :  it  shall  be  to  you  most 
holy.     And  as  for  the  incense  which  thou  shalt  make,  ye 37 
shall  not  make  to  yourselves  according  to  the  proportion 
thereof :  it  shall  be  to  thee  holiness  for  the  Eternal.    Who-  38 
soever  shall  make  like  that,  to  smell  thereto,  shall  even  be 
cut  off  from  his  peoples. 

1 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    See,  I  have^ 
called  by  name  Bezeleel,  the  son  of  Uri,  the  son  of  Hur, 
of  the  tribe  of  Judah :    And  I  have  filled  him  with  the  spirit  3 
of  God,  in  wisdom,  and  in  understanding,  and  in  knowledge, 
and  in  all  manner  of  work.    To  devise  cunning  works,  to  4 
work  in  gold,  and  in  silver,  and  in  copper.    And  in  cuttings 
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of  stones,  to  set  them  and  in  cutting  of  wood,  to  work  in 
all  manner  of  work.    And  I,  behold,  I  have  given  with  him  6 
Aholiab,  the  son  of  Ahisamach?  of  the  tribe  of  Dan:  and 
in  the  hearts  of  all  that  are  wise  hearted  I  have  given  wisdom, 
that  they  may  make  all  that  I  have  commanded  thee ;     The  7 
appointed  tent,  and  the  ark  of  the  testimony,  and  the  covering 
that  is  thereupon,  and  all  the  vessels  of  the  tent.    And  the  8 
table  and  its  vessels,  and  the  pure  candelabrum  with  all  its 
vessels,  and  the  altar  of  incense.    And  the  altar  of  burnt 9 
offering  with  all  its  vessels,  and  the  laver  and  its  frame, 
And  the  knitted  garments,   and  the  garments  of  holiness  for  10 
Aaron  the  priest,  and  the  garments  of  his  sons,  to  minister 
as  priests,    And  the  oil  of  anointing,  and  incense  of  aromatics,  11 
for  the  holiness :  according  to  all  that  I  have  commanded 
thee  shall  they  do, 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,   saying,     Speak  thou  ^ 
also  to  the  children  of  Israel,  saying,    Yerily  my  sabbaths 
ye  shall  keep :  for  it  is  a  sign  between  me  and  you  throughout 
your  generations;  that  ye  may  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal 
that  doth  sanctify  you.     Ye  shall  keep  the  sabbath  therefore;  14 
for  it  is  holiness  to  you:  every  one  that  profaneth  it  shall 
surely  be  put  to  death :  for  whosoever  doeth  any  work  therein, 
that  soul  shall  be  cut  olf  from  among  his  peoples.    Six  days  15 
may  work  be  done;  but  in  the  seventh  is  the  sabbath  of 
strict  rest,  holiness  to  the  Eternal:  whosoever  doeth  any 
work  in  the  sabbath  day,   he  shall  surely  be  put  to  death. 
Wherefore  the  children  of  Israel  shall  keep  the  sabbath,  1 6 
to  observe  the  sabbath  throughout  their  generations,  for  a 
covenant  for  ever.    It  is  a  sign  between  me  and  the  children  17 
of  Israel  for  ever :  for  in  six  days  the  Eternal  made  heaven 
and  earth,  and  on  the  seventh  day  he  rested,  and  was  refreshed. 
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And  he  gave  to  Moses,  when  he  finished  speaking-  with  18 
him  upon  mount  Sinai,  two  tables  of  testimony,  tables  of 
stone,  written  with  the  finger  of  God. 

And  when  the  people  saw  that  Moses  delayed  a  long  while  1 
to  come  down  out  of  the  mountain,  the  people  assembled  to 
Aaron,  and  said  to  him,  Arise,  make  us  gods,  which  shall 
go  before  us;  for  as  for  this  Moses,  the  man  that  brought 
us  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  we  do  not  know  what  is 
become  of  him.    And  Aaron  said  to  them,  Break  off  the  golden  2 
pendants,  which  are  in  the  ears  of  your  wives,  of  your  sons, 
and  of  your  daughters,  and  bring  them  to  me.    And  all  the 3 
people  brake  off  the  golden  pendants  which  were  in  their 
ears,  and  brought  them  to  Aaron.    And  he  took  them  from  4 
their  hand,  and  fashioned  it  with  a  graving  tool,  and  he 
made  it  a  molten  calf:  and  they  said,  These  are  thy  gods, 
0  Israel,  which  brought  thee  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 
And  when  Aaron  saw  it,  he  built  and  altar  before  it;  and  5 
Aaron  called  out,  and  said.  To-morrow  is  a  festival  to  the 
Eternal.    And  they  rose  up  early  on  the  morrow,  and  offered  6 
burnt  offerings,  and  brought  feast  offerings;  and  the  people 
sat  down  to  eat  and  to  drink,  and  rose  up  to  play. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,   Go,  go  down;  for  thy 7 
people,  which  thou  broughtest  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  have 
corrupted  themselves:    They  have  turned  aside  quickly  outs 
of  the  way  which  1  commanded  them ;  they  have  made  them 
a  molten  calf,  and  have  prostrated  themselves  before  it,  and 
have  sacrificed  thereunto,  and  said,  These  are  thy  gods,  0 
Israel,  which  have  brought  thee  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 
And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,    I  have  seen  this  people,  9 
and,  behold,  it  is  a  stiff-necked  people:    Now  therefore  let  10 
me  alone,  that  my  wrath  may  wax  hot  against  them,  and 
that  I  may  consume  them;  and  I  will  make  of  thee  a  great 
nation.    And  Moses  besought  the  face  of  the  Eternal  his  11 
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God,  and  said,  Wherefore,  0  Eternal,  doth  thy  wrath  wax 
hot  against  thy  people,  whom  thou  hast  brought  forth  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt  with  great  power,  and  with  a  strong 
hand?    Wherefore  should  the  Egyptians  speak,  and  say,  For  12 
evil  did  he  bring  them  out,  to  slay  them  in  the  mountains, 
and  to  consume  them  from  the  face  of  the  ground?  Return 
from  the  fierceness  of  thy  wrath,  and  repent  of  this  evil 
against  thy  people.    Remember  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Israel,  13 
thy  servants,  to  whom  thou  swarest  by  thine  own  self,  and 
spakest  to  them,  I  will  multiply  your  seed  as  the  stars  of 
heaven,  and  all  this  land  that  I  said  will  I  give  to  your  seed, 
and  they  shall  inherit  it  for  ever.   And  the  Eternal  repented  1 4 
of  the  evil  which  he  thought  to  do  to  his  people. 

And  Moses  turned,  and  went  down  from  the  mountain,  15 
and  the  two  tables  of  the  testimony  were  in  his  hand:  the 
tables  were  written  on  both  their  sides ;  on  the  one  side  and 
on  the  other  were  they  written.    And  the  tables  were  the  16 
work  of  God,   and  the  writing  ivas  the  writing  of  God, 
graven  upon  the  tables.    And  when  Joshua  heard  the  voice  1 7 
of  the  people  as  they  shouted,  he  said  to  Moses,  A  voice 
of  war  is  in  the  camp.    And  he  said ,  It  is  not  the  voice  1 8 
of  the  cry  of  mastery,  neither  is  it  the  voice  of  the  cry 
of  defeat :  but  the  voice  of  a  choral  song  do  I  hear.   And  1 9 
it  came  to  pass,  as  soon  as  he  came  nigh  to  the  camp, 
that  he  saw  the  calf,  and  the  dancing:  and  Moses'  wrath 
waxed  hot,  and  he  cast  the  tables  out  of  his  hands,  and 
brake  them  beneath  the  mountain.    And  he  took  the  calf  20 
which  they  had  made,  and  burnt  it  in  the  fire,  and  ground 
it  till  it  was  powdered,  and  strewed  it  upon  the  water,  and 
gave  the  children  of  Israel  to  drink  of  it.    And  Moses  said  21 
to  Aaron,  What  did  this  people  to  thee,  that  thou  hast 
brought  so  great  a  sin  upon  them?    And  Aaron  said,   Let 22 
10  Vol.  II. 
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not  the  wrath  of  my  lord  wax  hot :  thou  knowest  the  people, 
that  they  are  set  on  evil.    For  they  said  to  me,  Make  us  23 
gods,  which  shall  go  before  us:  for  as  for  this  Moses,  the 
man  that  brought  us  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  we  know 
not  what  is  become  of  him.   And  I  said  to  them,  Whosoever  24 
hath  any  gold,  let  them  break  it  off.    So  they  gave  it  me: 
then  I  cast  it  into  the  fire,  and  there  came  out  this  calf. 
And  when  Moses  saw  that  the  people  were  unruly ;  for  Aaron  25 
had  made  them  unruly  to  their  shame  among  their  adversaries  : 
Then  Moses  stood  in  the  gate  of  the  camp,  and  said,   Who  26 
is  for  the  Eternal?  let  him  come  to  me.    And  all  the  sons 
of  Levi  gathered  themselves  together  to  him.    And  he  said  27 
to  them,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  Put  every  man 
his  sword  by  his  thigh,  and  pass  and  return  from  gate  to 
gate  throughout  the  camp,  and  slay  every  man  his  brother, 
and  every  man  his  fellow,  and  every  man  him  that  is  near 
him.    And  the  children  of  Levi  did  according  to  the  word  28 
of  Moses :  and  there  fell  of  the  people  that  day  about  three 
thousand  men.    For  Moses  had  said,    Consecrate  yourselves  29 
to-day  to  the  Eternal,  even  every  man  upon  his  son,  and 
upon  his  brother ;  that  he  may  give  you  a  blessing  this  day. 
And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  that  Moses  said  to  the  30 
people,  Ye  have  sinned  a  great  sin :  and  now  I  will  go  up  to 
the  Eternal;  peradventure  I  shall  make  an  expiation  for  your 
sin.    And  Moses  returned  to  the  Eternal,  and  said,  Oh,  this  31 
people  have  sinned  a  great  sin,  and  have  made  them  gods 
of  gold.    Yet  now,  if  thou  wilt  bear  their  sin — ;  and  if  not,  32 
blot  me,   I  pray  thee,  out  of  thy  book  which  thou  hast 
written.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Whosoever  hath 33 
sinned  against  me,  him  will  I  blot  out  of  my  book.    Therefore  34 
now  go,  lead  the  people  to  the  place  of  which  I  have  spoken 
to  thee:  behold,  mine  angel  shall  go  before  thee:  and  in 
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the  day  when  I  visit  I  will  visit  their  sin  upon  them.    And  35 
the  Eternal  plagued  the  people,  because  they  made  the  calf, 
which  Aaron  made. 

33 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Go,  go  up  hence,  thoul 
and  the  people  which  thou  hast  brought  up  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  to  the  land  which  I  sware  to  Abraham,  to  Isaac, 
and  to  Jacob,  saying,  To  thy  seed  will  I  give  it:    And  12 
will  send  an  angel  before  thee;    and  I  will  drive  out  the 
Canaanite,  the  Amorite,  and  the  Hittite,  and  the  Perizzite, 
the  Hivite,  and  the  Jebusite:    To  a  land  flowing  with  milk  3 
and  honey:  for  I  will  not  go  up  among  thee;  for  thou  art 
a  stiff-necked  people :   lest  I  consume  thee  in  the  way.   And  4 
when  the  people  heard  this  evil  thing,  they  mourned:  and 
no  man  did  put  on  him  his  ornaments.    For  the  Eternal  had  5 
said  to  Moses,  Say  to  the  children  of  Israel,  Ye  are  a  stiff- 
necked  people:  Were  I  to  go  up  among  thee  one  moment,  I 
should  consume  thee:  therefore  now  put  off  thy  ornaments 
from  thee,  and  I  shall  know  what  I  shall  do  to  thee.    And  the  6 
children  of  Israel  stripped  themselves  of  their  ornaments  tvom 
at  the  mount  Horeb.    And  Moses  took  the  tent,  and  pitched? 
it  without  the  camp,  distant  from  the  camp,  and  called  it 
the  appointed  tent    And  it  came  to  pass,  that  every  one 
who  sought  the  Eternal  went  out  to  the  appointed  tent, 
which  was  without  the  camp.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when 8 
Moses  went  out  towards  the  tent,    that  all  the  people  rose 
up,  and  stood  every  man  at  the  entrance  of  his  tent,  and 
looked  after  Moses,  until  he  was  gone  into  the  tent.    And  9 
it  came  to  pass,  as  Moses  came  into  the  tent,  the  pillar  of 
cloud  descended,   and  the  ETERNAL  spake  with  Moses. 
And  all  the  people  saw  the  pillar  of  cloud  stand  at  the  10 
entrance  of  the  tent :  and  all  the  people  rose  up  and  prostrated 
themselves,  every  man  at  the  entrance  of  his  tent.    And  the  11 
Eternal  spake  to  Moses  face  to  face,  as  a  man  speaketh  to 
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his  fellow.  And  he  returned  into  the  camp :  but  his  minister 
Joshua,  the  son  of  Nun,  a  young"  man,  departed  not  out  of 
the  tent. 

And  Moses  said  to  the  Eternal,  See,  thou  sayest-  to  me,  12 
Bring  up  this  people:    and  nevertheless  thou  hast  not  let 
me  know  whom  thou  wilt  send  with  me.   Yet  thou  hast  said, 
I  have  known  thee  by  name,  and  thou  hast  also  found  favour 
in  mine  eyes.    Now  therefore,  I  pray  thee,  If  I  have  found  13 
favour  in  thine  eyes,  let  me  know  now  thy  way,  that  I  may 
know  thee,  that  I  may  find  favour  in  thine  eyes :  and  consider 
that  this  nation  is  thy  people.    And  he  said,  My  face  shall  14 
go  with  thee,  and  I  will  give  thee  rest.    And  he  said  to  him,  15 
If  thy  face  go  not,  bring  us  not  up  hence.    For  wherein  1 6 
shall  it  be  known  here  that  I  and  thy  people  have  found 
favour  in  thine  eyes  ?  is  it  not  in  that  thou  goest  with  us  ? 
so  shall  we  be  distinguished,  I  and  thy  people,  from  all  the  17 
people  that  are  upon  the  face  of  the  ground.       And  the 
Eternal  said  to  Moses,  I  will  do  this  thing  also  that  thou 
hast  spoken:  for  thou  hast  found  favour  in  mine  eyes,  and 
I  know  thee  by  name. 

And  he  said,    I  beseech  thee,  shew  me  thy  glory.  And18 
he  said,  I  will  make  all  my  goodness  pass  before  thy  face,  ^ 
and  I  will  call  by  name  before  thee,  0  Eternal,  and  how 
I  am  gracious,  to  whom  I  am  gracious,  and  how  I  shew 
mercy,  to  whom  I  shew  mercy.    And  he  said,  Thou  canst  not  20 
see  my  face:  for  there  shall  no  man  see  me,  and  live.    And  21 
the  Eternal  said,  Behold,  there  is  a  place  by  me,  and  thou 
shalt  stand  upon  the  rock :    And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  22 
while  my  glory  passeth  by,  that  I  will  put  thee  in  a  clift 
of  the  rock,  and  will  cover  thee  with  my  hand  while  I  pass 
by:    And  I  will  take  away  my  hand,  and  thou  shalt  see  my 23 
back  parts:  but  my  face  shall  not  be  seen. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses ,  Hew  thee  two  tables  of  1 
stone  like  the  first :  and  I  will  write  upon  these  tables  the 
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words  that  were  in  the  first  tables,  which  thou  brakest.  And  2 
be  ready  in  the  morning,  and  come  up  in  the  morning-  to  mount 
Sinai,  and  thou  shalt  present  thyself  there  to  me  on  the  top  of 
the  mountain.   And  no  man  shall  come  up  with  thee,  neither  let  3 
any  man  be  seen  throughout  all  the  mountain ;  neither  let  the 
flocks  nor  herds  feed  opposite  that  mountain.    And  he  hewed  4 
two  tables  of  stone  like  the  first;  and  Moses  rose  up  early 
in  the  morning,  and  went  up  to  mount  Sinai,  as  the  Eternal 
had  commanded  him,  and  took  in  his  hand  the  two  tables 
of  stone.    And  the  Eternal  descended  in  the  cloud,  and  stood  5 
with  him  there,  and  called  by  name,  0  Eternal.    And  the  6 
Eternal  passed  before  him,  and  called,  The  Eternal  is,  The 
Eternal  God,  merciful  and  gracious,  longsuffering  and  abundant 
in  mercy  and  truth.    Keeping  mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving? 
iniquity  and  transgression  and  sin,  and  holding  by  no  means 
guiltless  the  wicked;  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon 
the  children,  and  upon  the  children's  children,  to  the  third 
and  to  the  fourth  generation.    And  Moses  made  haste,  and  8 
bowed  his  head  towards  the  earth,  and  prostrated  himself. 
And  he  said,  If  now  I  have  found  favour  in  thine  eyes,  9 

0  Lord,  let  my  Lord,  I  pray  thee,  go  among  us;  although 
it  is  a  stiff-necked  people,  yet  pardon  our  iniquity  and  our 
sin,  and  take  us  for  thine  inheritance.    And  he  said,  Behold,  10 

1  make  a  covenant:  before  all  thy  people  I  will  do  marvels, 
such  as  have  not  been  created  in  all  the  earth,  nor  in  any 
nation:  and  all  the  people  among  whom  thou  art  shall  see 
the  deeds  of  the  Eternal :  for  it  is  a  fearful  thing  that  I  will 
do  with  thee.  Keep  thou  that  which  I  command  thee  this  1 1 
day:  behold,  I  drive  out  before  thee  the  Amorite,  and  the 
Canaanite,  and  the  Hittite,  and  the  Perizzite,  and  the  Hivite, 
and  the  Jebuzite.     Take  heed  to  thyself,  lest  thou  make  a  12

EXODUS,  Chap.  XXXIV. 


covenant  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  land  whither  thou  comest, 
lest  it  be  for  a  snare  in  the  midst  of  thee:    But  ye  shall  destroy  13 
their  altars,  break  their  images ,  and  cut  down  their  groves : 
For  thou  shalt  prostrate  thyself  before  no  other  god:  for  14 
the  Eternal,  whose  name  is  Zealous  is  a  zealous  God:    Lest  15 
thou  make  a  covenant  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  and 
they  go  a  whoring  after  their  gods ,  and  sacrifice  to  their 
gods,  and  one  call  thee,  and  thou  eat  of  his  sacrifice;   And  16 
thou  take  of  their  daughters  to  thy  sons,  and  their  daughters 
go  a  whoring  after  their  gods,  and  make  thy  sons  go  a 
whoring  after  their  gods.    Thou  shalt  make  thee  no  molten  1 7 
gods.     The  festival  of  unleavened  bread  shalt  thou  keep.  18 
Seven  days  thou  shalt  eat  unleavened  bread,  as  I  commanded 
thee,  in  the  appointed  time  of  the  month  Abib:  for  in  the 
month  Abib  thou  wentest  out  from  Egypt.    Every  first  off- 19 
spring  of  the  womb  is  mine;  and  off  all  thy  cattle  that  is 
male,  the  first  offspring  of  any  of  the  herd  or  of  the  flock. 
But  the  first  offspring  of  an  ass  thou  shalt  redeem  with  one  20 
of  the  flock:  and  if  thou  redeem  it  not,   then  shalt  thou 
break  its  neck.    All  the  firstborn  of  thy  sons  thou  shalt 
redeem.    And  none  shall  appear  before  me  empty.    Six  days  21 
thou  may  est  Work,  but  on  the  seventh  day  thou  shalt  rest: 
in  ploughing  time  and  in  harvest  thou  shalt  rest.    And  thou  22 
shalt  observe  the  festival  of  weeks,  of  the  firstfruits  of  wheat 
harvest,  and  the  festival  of  ingathering  at  the  year's  circuit. 
Thrice  in  the  year  shall  all  your  males  appear  before  the  23 
Lord  Eternal  God,  the  God  of  Israel.    For  I  will  drive  out  24 
the  nations  before  thee,  and  enlarge  thy  boundaries:  neither 
shall  any  man  covet  thy  land,  when  thou  shalt  go  up  to 
appear  before  the  Eternal  thy  God  thrice  in  the  year.    Thou  25 
shalt  not  offer  the  blood  of  my  sacrifice  upon  leaven ;  neither 
shall  the  sacrifice  of  the  festival  of  the  passover  remain  over 
night  to  the  morning.    The  first  of  the  firstfruits  of  thy  26 
ground  thou  shalt  bring  to  the  house  of  the  Eternal  thy 
God.    Thou  shalt  not  seethe  a  kid  in  its  mothers  milk. 
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And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,    Write  thou  these  words,  27 
for  according  to  these  words  have  I  made  a  covenant  with 
thee  and  wTith  Israel.    And  he  was  there  with  the  Eternal  28 
forty  days  and  forty  nights;  he  did  neither  eat  bread,  nor 
drink  water.    And  he  wrote  upon  the  tables  the  words  of 
the  covenant,  the  ten  words.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when 29 
Moses  went  down  from  mount  Sinai  with  the  two  tables  of 
testimony  in  Moses'  hand,  when  he  went  down  from  the 
mountain,  that  Moses  knew  not  that  the  skin  of  his  face 
shone  while  he  spoke  with  him.    And  when  Aaron  and  all  30 
the  children  of  Israel  saw  Moses,  behold,  the  skin  of  his 
face  shone;  and  they  were  afraid  to   come  nigh  to  him. 
And  Moses  called  to  them;   and  Aaron  and  all  the  princes  31 
of  the  congregation  returned  to  him:  and  Moses  spoke  to 
them.    And  afterwards  all  the  children  of  Israel  came  nigh:  32 
and  he  commanded  them  all  that  the  Eternal  had  spoken 
with  him  on  mount  Sinai.    And  when  Moses  had  finished  33 
speaking  with  them,  he  put  a  veil  on  his  face.    But  when 34 
Moses  came  in  before  the  Eternal  to  speak  with  him,  he 
took  the  veil  off,  until  his  going  out.    And  he  went  out,  and 
spake  to  the  children  of  Israel  that  which  he  was  commanded. 
And  the  children  of  Israel  saw  the  face  of  Moses,  that  the 35 
skin  of  Moses'  face  shone:  and  Moses  put  the  veil  upon  his 
face  again,  until  he  came  in  to  speak  with  him. 

And  Moses  assembled  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  1 
of  Israel,  and  said  to  them,  These  are  the  words  which  the 
Eternal  hath  commanded ,  that  ye  should  do  them.    Six  days  2 
may  work  be  done,  but  on  the  seventh  day  there  shall  be 
holiness  to  you,  a  sabbath  of  strict  rest  to  the  Eternal: 
whosoever  doeth  work  therein  shall  be  put  to  death.    Ye  3 
shall  not  kindle  a  fire  throughout  your  habitations  on  the 
sabbath  day. 
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And  Moses  said  to  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  4 
of  Israel,  as  follows,  This  is  the  thing-  which  the  Eternal 
commanded,  saying-,     Take  ye  from  among-  you  a  heave 5 
otfering-  to  the  Eternal:  whosoever  is  of  a  willing-  heart,  let 
him  bring:  it,  a  heave  offering-  of  the  Eternal;  gold,  and 
silver,  and  copper.    And  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and 6 
crimson,  and  fine  linen,  and  goats'  hair.    And  rains'  skins 7 
dyed  red,  and  tachash'  skins,  and  acacia  wood,     And  oil 8 
for  the  light,  and  spices  for  anointing  oil,  and  for  the  incense 
of  aromatics.    And  onyx  stones,   and  stones  for  setting  for 9 
the  ephod,  and  for  the  breastplate.    And  every  wise  hearted  10 
among  you  shall  come,  and  make  all  that  the  Eternal  hath 
commanded;    The  dwelling,  its  tent,  and  its  covering,  its  11 
catches,  and  its  boards,  its  bars,  its  pillars,  and  its  sockets, 
The  ark  and  the  staves  thereof,  with  the  cover,  and  the  12 
screening  partition  veil.    The  table ,  and  its  staves ,  and  all  1 3 
its  vessels,  and  the  shewbread,     The  candelabrum  also  for  14 
the  light,  and  its  vessels,  and  its  lamps,  with  the  oil  also 
for  the  light,     And  the  incense  altar,  and  its  staves,  and  15 
the  anointing  oil,  and  the  incense  of  aromatics,  and  the 
screen  for  the  entrance  —  at  the  entrance  of  the  dwelling, 
The  altar  of  burnt  offering,  with  its  copper  grate,  its  staves,  16 
and  all  its  vessels,  the  laver  and  its  frame,    The  hangings  17 
of  the  court,  its  pillars,  and  their  sockets,  and  the  screen 
for  the  gate  of  the  court.    The  pins  of  the  dwelling,  andig 
the  pins  of  the  court,  and  their  cords,    The  knitted  garments,  19 
for  the  service  in  the  holiness,  the  garments  of  holiness  for 
Aaron  the  priest,  and  the  garments  of  his  sons,  to  minister 
as  priests.    And  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel  20 
went  out  from  the  presence  of  Moses.    And  they  came;  every  21 
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man  whose  heart  stirred  him  up,  and  every  one  whom  his 
spirit  impelled,  and  they  brought  the  heave  offering  of  the 
Eternal  to  the  work  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  for  all  its 
service,  and  for  garments  of  holiness.    And  they  came,  both  22 
men  and  women,   as  many  as  were  willing  hearted,  and 
brought  claps,  and  pendants,  and  rings,  and  golden  beads, 
all  vessels  of  gold :  and  every  man  that  offered  a  wave  offering 
of  gold  to  the  Eternal.    And  every  man  with  whom  was  23 
found  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,   and  crimson,  and  fine 
linen,  and  goats'  hair,   and  skins  of  rams  dyed  red,  and 
tachash  skins,  brought  them.    Every  one  that  did  lift  up  a 24 
heave  offering  of  silver  and  copper  brought  the  heave  offering 
of  the  Eternal:  and  every  man,  with  whom  was  found  acacia 
wood  for  any  work  of  the  service,  brought  it    And  all  the 25 
women  that  were  wise  hearted  did  spin  with  their  hands, 
and  brought  that  which  they  had  spun,  both  of  blue  purple, 
and  of  red  purple,  and  crimson,    and  of  fine  linen.    And 26 
all  the  women  whose  heart  prompted  them  in  wisdom  spun 
goats'  hair.  And  the  princes  brought  onyx  stones,  and  stones  27 
for  setting,  for  the  ephod,  and  for  the  breastplate;    And  28 
spice,  and  oil  for  the  light,  and  for  the  anointing  oil,  and 
for  the  incense  of  aromatics.    The  children  of  Israel  brought  29 
a  free-will  offering  to  the  Eternal,  every  man  and  woman, 
whose  heart  impelled  them  to  bring  for  all  manner  of  work, 
which  the  Eternal  had  commanded  to  be  made  by  the  hand 
of  Moses. 

And  Moses  said  to  the  children  of  Israel,  See,  the  Eternal  hath  30 
called  by  name  Bezaleel  the  son  of  Uri,  the  son  of  Hur,  of  the 
tribe  of  Judah ;    And  he  hath  filled  him  with  the  spirit  of  God,  31 
in  wisdom,  in  understanding,  and  in  knowledge,  and  in  all  manner 
11  Vol.  II. 
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of  work ;    And  to  devise  curious  works,  to  work  in  gold,  32 
and  in  silver,  and  in  copper.    And  in  the  cutting-  of  stones,  33 
to  set  them,  and  in  carving-  of  wood,  to  make  any  manner 
of  cunning-  work.    And  he  hath  put  in  his  heart  that  he  34 
may  teach,  loth  he,,  and  Aholiab,  the  son  of  Ahisamach,  of 
the  tribe  of  Dan.   Them  hath  he  filled  with  wisdom  of  heart,  35 
to  work  all  manner  of  work,  of  the  artificer,  and  of  the 
cunning  workman,  and  of  the  embroiderer,  in  blue  purple, 
and  in  red  purple,  in  crimson,  and  in  fine  linen,  and  of  the 
weaver,  even  of  them  that  do  any  work,  and  of  those  that 
devise  cunning-  work.

Then  did  Bezaleel  and  Aholiab,  and  every  wise  hearted  l 
man,  to  whom  the  Eternal  gave  wisdom  and  understanding 
to  know  how  to  do  all  manner  of  work  for  the  service  of 
the  sanctuary,  according  to  all  that  the  Eternal  had  commanded. 
And  Moses  called  Bezaleel,   and  Aholiab,   and  every  wise,  2 
hearted  man,  into  whose  heart  the  Eternal  had  given  wisdom, 
even  every  one  whose  heart  stirred  him  up  to  come  to  the  3 
work  to  do  it:    And  they  took  from  before  Moses  all  the 
heave  offerings,  which  the  children  of  Israel  had  brought  for 
the  work  of  the  service  of  the  sanctuary,  to  make  it  withal. 
And  they  brought  yet  to  him  free-will  offerings  every  morning. 
And  all  the  wise  men,  that  did  the  work  of  the  sanctuary, 4 
came  every  man  from  his  work  which  they  made ;    And  they  5 
spake  to  Moses,  saying,  The  people  bring  much  more  than 
enough  for  the  service  of  the  work,  which  the  Eternal  com- 
manded to  make.    And  Moses  commanded,  and  they  caused 5 
it  to  be  proclaimed  throughout  the  camp,  saying,  Let  neither 
man  nor  woman  make  any  more  work  for  the  heave  offering 
of  the  sanctuary.   So  the  people  were  restrained  from  bringing. 
For  the  stuff  they  had  was  enough  for  all  the  work  to  make  7 
it,  and  some  was  left. 

And  every  wise  hearted  man  among  them  that  did  the  8 
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work  of  the  dwelling-  made   ten   curtains   of  fine  twined 
linen,  of  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson:  with 
cherubim  of  cunning-  work  made  he  them.    The  length  of  9 
one  curtain  was  twenty  and  eight  cubits,  and  the  breadth  of 
one  curtain  four  cubits :  the  curtains  were  all  of  one  measure. 
And  he  joined  the  five  curtains  one  to  another:  and  the  other  10 
five  curtains  he  joined  one  to  another.    And  he  made  loops  11 
of  blue  purple  on  the  edge  of  one  curtain  from  the  extremity 
in  the  joining-:  likewise  he  made  in  the  uttermost  side  of 
another  curtain,  in  the  joining-  of  the  second.    Fifty  loops  12 
made  he  in   one  curtain,  and  fifty  loops  made  he  in  the 
extremity  of  the  curtain  which  was  in  the  joining-  of  the 
second:  the  loops  held  one  curtain  to  another.    And  he  made  13 
fifty  catches  of  g-old,  and  joined  the  curtains  one  to  another 
with  the  catches  :  so  the  dwelling-  was  one. 

And  he  made  curtains  of  goats'  hair  for  the  tent  over  the  14 
dwelling:  eleven  curtains  he  made  them.    The  length  of  one  15 
curtain  tvas  thirty  cubits,  and  four  cubits  was  the  breadth 
of  one  curtain :   the  eleven  curtains  were  of  one  measure. 
And  he  joined  five  curtains  by  themselves,  and  six  curtains  16 
by  themselves.    And  he  made  fifty  loops  upon  the  uttermost  17 
edge  of  the  curtain  in  the  joining,  and  fifty  loops  made  he 
upon  the  edge  of  the  curtain  which  joineth  the  second.    And  18 
lie  made  fifty  catches  of  copper  to  join  the  tent ,  that  it 
might  be  one.   And  he  made  a  covering  for  the  tent  of  rains'  1 9 
skins  dyed  red,  and  a  covering  of  tachash  skins  above  that 
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And  he  made  the  boards  for  the  dwelling  of  acacia  wood,  20 
standing  up.    The  length  of  the  board  was  ten  cubits,  and 21 
the  breadth  of  the  board  one  cubit  and  a  half.    One  board  22 
had  two  tenons,  connected  one  with  another  thus  did  he 
make  for  all  the  boards  of  the  dwelling.    And  he  made  the  23 
boards  for  the  dwelling;  twenty  boards  for  the  south  side 
southward :    And  forty  sockets  of  silver  he  made  under  the  24 
twenty  boards;  two  sockets  under  the  one  board  for  its  two 
tenons,  and  two  sockets  under  the  other  board  for  its  two 
tenons.       And  for  the  other  side  of  the  dwelling,  which  is  25 
towards  the  north  side,  he  made  twenty  boards.    And  their  26 
forty  sockets  of  silver;  two  sockets  under  the  one  board,  and 
two  sockets  under  the  other  board.    And  for  the  sides  of  27 
the  dwelling  westward  he  made  six  boards.    And  two  boards  28 
made  he  for  the  corners  of  the  dwelling  in  the  two  sides. 
And  they  were  paired  beneath,  and  paired  together  at  the  29 
head  thereof  to  one  ring:  thus  he  did  to  both  of  them  in 
both  the  corners.    And  there  were  eight  boards;  and  their 30 
sockets  were  sixteen  sockets  of  silver,  under  every  board 
two  sockets.    And  he  made  bars  of  acacia  wood;  five  for 31 
the  boards  of  the  one  side  of  the  dwelling.    And  five  bars  32 
for  the  boards  of  the  other  side  of  the  dwelling,  and  five, 
bars  for  the  boards  of  the  dwelling  for  the  sides  west-ward. 
And  he  .  made  the  middle  bar  to  shoot  through  the  boards  33 
from  the  one  end  to  the  other.    And  he  overlaid  the  boards  34 
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with  gold,  and  made  their  ring's  of  gold  to  he  places  for 
the  bars,  and  overlaid  the  bars  with  gold.    And  he  made 35 
the  partition  vail  of  blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson, 
and  fine  twined  linen:  tvith  cherubim  made  he  it  of  cunning 
work.    And  he  made  thereto  four  pillars  of  acacia  wood,  36 
and  overlaid  them  with  gold :  their  hooks  were  of  gold ;  and 
he  cast  for  them  four  sockets  of  silver.    And  he  made  a  37 
screen  for  the  entrance  of  the  tent  of  blue  purple,  and  red 
purple,  and  crimson,  and  fine  twined  linen,  the  work  of  an 
embroiderer;    And  the  five  pillars  of  it  with  their  hooks:  38 
and  he  overlaid  their  heads  and  their  fillets  with  gold :  but 
their  five  sockets  ivere  of  copper.

And  Bezaleel  made  the  ark  of  acacia  wood :  two  cubits  \ 
and  a  half  was  the  length  of  it,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the 
breadth  of  it,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  the  height  of  it :   And  2 
he  overlaid  it  with  pure  gold  within  and  without,  and  made 
a  border  of  gold  to  it  round  about.    And  he  cast  for  it  3 
four  rings  of  gold,  to  be  set  by  the  four  corners  of  it;  even 
two  rings  upon  the  one  side  of  it,  and  two  rings  upon  the 
other  side  of  it.    And  he  made  staves  of  acacia  wood ,  and  4 
overlaid  them  with  gold.    And  he  put  the  staves  into  the  5 
rings  by  the  sides  of  the  ark  to  bear  the  ark.    And  he  made  6 
the  covering  of  pure  gold :   two  cubits  and  a  half  was  the 
length  thereof,  and  one  cubit  and  a  half  the  breadth  thereof. 
And  he  made  two  cherubim  o/'gold,  of  beaten  work  made  7 
he  them,  on  the  two  ends  of  the  cover;   One  cherub  on  the 8 
end  on  this  side,  and  one  cherub  on  the  other  end  on  that 
side:  out  of  the  cover  made  he  the  cherubim  on  the  two 
ends  thereof.    And  the  cherubim  spread  out  their  wings  on  9 
high,  and  sheltered  with  their  wings  over  the  cover,  with 
their  faces  one  to  another ;  even  towards  the  cover  were  the 
faces  of  the  cherubim. 
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And  he  made  the  table  of  acacia  wood:   two  cubits  was  10 
the  length  thereof,  and  a  cubit  the  breadth  thereof,  and  a 
cubit  and  a  half  the  height  thereof :    And  he  overlaid  it  1 1 
with  pure  gold,  and  made  thereto  a  border  of  gold  round 
about.     Also  he  made   thereto  a  rim  of  an  handbreadthl2 
round  about;  and  made  a  border  of  gold  for  the  rim  thereof 
round  about.    And  he  cast  for  it  four  rings  of  gold,  and  13 
put  the  rings  upon  the  four  corners  that  were  in  the  four 
feet  thereof.    Over  against  the  rim  were  the  rings,  the  places  14 
for  the  staves  to  bear  the  table.    And  he  made  the  staves  15 
of  acacia  wood,  and  overlaid  them  with  gold,  to  bear  the 
table.    And  he  made  the  vessels  which  were  upon  the  table,  16 
its  dishes,  and  its  spoons,  and  its  bowls,  and  its  cups  with 
which  the  libations  were  made,  of  pure  gold. 

And  he  made  the  candelabrum  of  pure  gold:   of  beaten  17 
work,  made  he  the  candelabrum;  its  shaft,  and  its  branch, 
its  cups,  its  knobs  and  its  flowers,  were  of  the  same:  And  18 
six  branches  going  out  of  the  sides  thereof;  three  branches 
of  the  candelabrum  out  of  the  one  side  thereof,  and  three 
branches  of  the  candelabrum  out  of  the  other  side  thereof : 
Three  cups  made  after  the  fashion  of  almonds  in  one  branch,  19 
a  knob  and  a  flower ;  and  three  cups  made  like  almonds  in 
another  branch;  a  knob  and  a  flower:  so  throughout  the  six 
branches  going  out  of  the  candelabrum.    And  in  the  candel-20 
abrum  were  four  cups  made  like  almonds,  their  knobs,  and 
their  flowers:    And  a  knob  under  two  branches  of  the  same,  21 
and  a  knob  under  two  branches  of  the  same,   and  a  knob 
under  two  branches  of  the  same,  according  to  the  six  branches 
going  out  of  it.    Their  knobs  and  their  branches  were  of  22 
the  same:  all  of  it  tvas  one  beaten  work  of  pure  gold.    And 23 
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he  made  its  seven  lamps,  and  its  snuffers,  and  its  snuff- dishes, 
of  pure  gold.    Of  a  talent  of  pure  gold  made  he  it,  and  all  24 
the  vessels  thereof. 

And  he  made  the  incense  altar  of  acacia  wood :  the  length  25 
of  it  tvas  a  cubit,   and  the  breadth  of  it  a  cubit;  it  was 
square;  and  two  cubits  tvas  the  height  of  it;  the  horns 
thereof  wTere  of  the  same.    And  he  overlaid  it  with  pure  26 
gold,  both  the  roof  of  it,  and  the  sides  thereof  round  about, 
and  the  horns  of  it:  also  he  made  to  it  a  border  of  gold 
round  about.    And  he  made  two  rings  of  gold  for  it  under  27 
the  border  thereof,  by  the  two  corners  of  it,  upon  the  two 
sides  thereof,  to  be  places  for  the  staves  to  bear  it  withal. 
And  he  made  the  staves  of  acacia  wood,  and  overlaid  them  28 
with  gold.    And  he  made  the  anointing  oil  of  holiness,  and 29 
the  pure  incense  of  aromatics,  according  to  the  work  of  the 
compounder.

And  he  made  the  altar  of  burnt  offering  of  acacia  wood :  ^ 
five  cubits  was  the  length  thereof,  and  five  cubits  the  breadth 
thereof,  it  was  square;  and  three  cubits  the  height  thereof. 
And  he  made  the  horns  thereof  on  the  four  corners  of  it;  2 
the  horns  thereof  were  of  the  same :  and  he  overlaid  it  with 
copper.    And  he  made  all  the  vessels  of  the  altar,  the  pots,  3 
and  the  shovels,  and  the  bowls,  and  the  fleshhooks,  and 
the  firepans  :  all  the  vessels  thereof  made  he  of  copper.  And  4 
he  made  for  the  altar  a  copper  grate  of  network  under  the 
compass  thereof  beneath  to  the  midst  of  it.    And  he  cast  5 
four  rings  for  the  four  ends  of  the  grate  of  copper,  to  be 
places  for  the  staves.    And  he  made  the  staves  of  acacia  6 
wood,  and  overlaid  them  with  copper.     And  he  put  the  7 
staves  into  the  rings  on  the  sides  of  the  altar,  to  bear  it 
withal :  he  made  the  altar  hollow  with  tables.    And  he  made  8 
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the  laver  of  copper,  and  the  frame  of  it  of  copper,  of  the 
mirrors  of  the  women  crowding:,  who  crowded  at  the  entrance 
of  the  appointed  tent.    And  he  made  the  court .  on  the  south  9 
side  southward  the  hanging's  of  the  court  were  of  fine  twined 
linen,   an  hundred  cubits:     Their  pillars  were  twenty,  and  10 
their  copper  sockets  twenty ;  the  hooks  of  the  pillars  and 
their  fillets  ivere  of  silver.    And  for  the  north  side  the  hangings  1 1 
were  a  hundred  cubits,  their  pillars  were  twenty,  and  their 
sockets  of  copper  twenty;  the  hooks  of  the  columns  and  their 
fillets  of  silver.    And  for  the  west  side  were  hangings  of  12 
fifty  cubits,  their  pillars  ten,  and  their  sockets  ten;  the  hooks 
of  the  pillars  and  their  fillets  of  silver.    And  for  the  east  13 
side  eastward  fifty  cubits.    The  hangings  of  the  one  side  of  14 
the  gate  tvere  fifteen  cubits  ;  their  pillars  three ,  and  their 
sockets  three.    And  for  the  other  side  of  the  court  gate,  on  15 
this  hand  and  that  hand,  were  hangings  of  fifteen  cubits ; 
their  pillars  three,  and  their  sockets  three.    All  the  hangings  1 6 
of  the  court  round  about  were  of  fine  twined  linen.    And  17 
the  sockets  for  the  pillars  were  of  copper;  the  hooks  of  the 
pillars  and  their  fillets  of  silver ;  and  the  overlaying  of  their 
chapiters  of  silver ;  and  all  the  pillars  of  the  court  were 
filleted  with  silver.    And  the  screen  for  the  gate  of  the  court  18 
was  the  work  of  an  embroiderer,  of  blue  purple,  and  red 
purple,  and  crimson,  and  fine  twined  linen:  and  twenty  cubits 
was  the  length,  and  the  height  in  the  breadth  was  five 
cubits,  answerable  to  the  hangings  of  the  court.    And  their  19 
pillars  tvere  four,   and  their  sockets  of  copper  four;  their 
hooks  of  silver,  and  the  overlaying  of  their  chapiters  and 
their  fillets  of  silver.    And  all  the  pins  of  the  dwelling,  and  20 
of  the  court  round  about,  were  of  copper. 

These  are  the  sums  of  the  dwelling,  even  of  the  dwelling  21 
of  testimony,  as  it  was  numbered,  according  to  the  com- 
mandment of  Moses,  for  the  service  of  the  Levites,  by  the 
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hand  of  Ithamar,  son  of  Aaron  the  priest.   And  Bezaleel  the  22 
son  of  Uri,  the  son  of  Hur,  of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  made 
all  that  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.    And  with  him  was  23 
Aholiab,  son  of  Ahisamach,  of  the  tribe  of  Dan,  an  artificer, 
and  a  cunning  workman,  and  an  embroiderer  in  blue  purple, 
and  in  red  purple,  and  in  crimson,  and  fine  linen.    All  the 24 
gold  that  was  made  use  of  for  the  work  in  all  the  work  of 
holiness,  even  the  gold  of  the  wave-offering,  was  twenty  and 
nine  talents,  and  seven  hundred  and  thirty  shekels,  after  the 
shekel  of  holiness.  And  the  silver  of  them  that  were  numbered  25 
of  the  congregation  was  a  hundred  talents,  and  a  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  threescore  and  fifteen  shekels,  after  the 
shekel  of  holiness:    A  bekah  for  every  man,  that  is,  half 26 
a  shekel,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness,  for  every  one  that 
went  to  be  numbered,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upward, 
for  six  hundred  thousand  and  three  thousand  and  five  hundred 
and  fifty  men.    And  of  the  hundred  talents  of  silver  were  cast  27 
the  sockets  of  holiness,  and  the  sockets  of  the  partition  vail ; 
a  hundred  sockets  of  the  hundred  talents,  a  talent  for  a  socket. 
And  of  the  thousand  seven  hundred  seventy  and  five  shekels  he  28 
made  hooks  for  the  pillars,  and  overlaid  their  chapiters,  and 
filleted  them.  And  the  copper  of  the  wave-offering  was  seventy  29 
talents,  and  two  thousand  and  four  hundred  shekels.    And 30 
therewith  he  made  the  sockets  to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent,  and  the  copper  altar,  and  the  copper  grate  for  it,  and  all 
the  vessels  of  the  altar.    And  the  sockets  of  the  court  round  3 1 
about,  and  the  sockets  of  the  court  gate,  and  all  the  pins  of 
the  dwelling,  and  all  the  pins  of  the  court  round  about. 

And  of  the  blue  purple ,  and  the  red  purple,  and  crimson,  i 
12  Vol.  II. 
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they  made  knitted  garments,  to  minister  in  the  sanctuary, 
and  made  the  garments  of  holiness  for  Aaron ;  as  the  Eternal 
commanded  Moses. 

And  he  made  the  ephod  of  gold,  blue  purple,  and  red 2 
purple,  and  crimson,  and  fine  twined  linen.    And  they  did 3 
beat  the  gold  into  thin  plates,  and  split  it  into  threads,  to 
work  it  in  the  blue  purple,  and  in  the  red  purple,  and  in 
the  crimson,  and  in  the  fine  linen,  with  cunning  work.    They  4 
made  joining  shoulderpieces  for  it:  by  the  two  ends  was  it 
joined.    And  the  curious  girdle  of  this  ephod,  that  was  upon  5 
it,  was  of  the  same,  according  to  the  work  thereof ;  of  gold, 
blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and  crimson,  and  fine  twined 
linen;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

And  they  made  onyx  stones  inclosed  in  ouches  of  gold,  6^ 
graven,  as  signets  are  graven,  with  the  names  of  the  children 
of  Israel.    And  he  put  them  on  the  shoulders  of  the  ephod,  7 
that  they  should  be  stones  for  a  memorial  to  the  children  of 
Israel;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

And  he  made  the  breastplate  of  cunning  work,  like  the& 
work  of  the  ephod;  of  gold,  blue  purple,  and  red  purple, 
and  crimson ,  and  fine  twined  linen.     It  was  square ;  they  9 
made  the  breastplate  double:  a  span  was  the  length  thereof, 
and  a  span  the  breadth  thereof,  being  doubled.    And  they  10 
set  in  it  four  rows  of  stones;  the  first  row  ivas  a  sardius, 
a  topaz,  and  a  carbuncle:  this  was  the  first  row.    And  then 
second  row,  an  emerald,  a  sapphire,  and  a  diamond.    And  12 
the  third  row,  a  ligure,  an  agate,  and  an  amethyst.    And  13 
the  fourth  row,  a  beryl,  an  onyx,  and  a  jasper:  they  were 
inclosed  in  ouches  of  gold  in  their  inclosings.    And  the  stones  1 4 
were  according  to  the  names  of  the  children  of  Israel,  twelve, 
according  to  their  names,  the  engravings  of  a  signet,  every 
one  with  his  name,  according  to  the  twelve  tribes.    And  15 
they  made  upon  the  breastplate  twisted  chains,  of  cord-like 
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work  of  pure  gold.    And  they  made  two  ouches  of  gold,  16 
and  two  gold  rings;  and  put  the  two  rings  in  the  two  ends 
of  the  breastplate.    And  they  put  the  two  cords  of  gold  in  17 
the  two  rings  on  the  ends  of  the  breastplate.    And  the  two  18 
ends  of  the  two  cords  they  fastened  in  the  two  ouches,  and 
put  them  on  the  shoulderpieces  of  the  ephod  before  it.    And  19 
they  made  two  rings  of  gold,  and  put  them  on  the  two  ends 
of  the  breastplate,  upon  the  border  of  it,  which  was  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  ephod  inward.    And  they  made  two  other  20 
golden  rings,  and  put  them  on  the  two  shoulderpieces  of  the 
ephod  underneath,  towards  the  forepart  of  it,   over  against 
the  other  joining  thereof,  above  the  curious  girdle  of  the 
ephod.    And  they  did  fasten  the  breastplate  by  its  rings  to  21 
the  rings  of  the  ephod  with  a  thread  of  blue  purple,  that 
it  might  be  above  the  curious  girdle  of  the  ephod,  and  that 
the  breastplate  might  not  be  loosed  from  the  ephod;  as  the 
Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

And  he  made  the  robe  of  the  ephod  of  woven  work ,  all  22 
of  blue  purple.    And  there  was  a  hole  in  the  midst  of  the  23 
robe,  as  the  hole  of  an  habergeon,  with  a  band  round  about 
the  hole,  that  it  should  not  rend.    And  they  made  upon  the  24 
hems  of  the  robe  pomegranates  of  blue  purple  and  red  purple, 
and  crimson,  and  twined  linen.    And  they  made  bells  of 2b 
pure  gold,  and  put  the  bells  between  the  pomegranates  upon 
the  hems  of  the  robe,  round  about  between  the  pomegranates; 
A  bell  and  a  pomegranate,  a  bell  and  a  pomegranate,  round  26 
about  the  hems  of  the  robe  to  minister  in;  as  the  Eternal 
commanded  Moses.     And   they    made  inner    garments    of 27 
fine  linen  of  woven  work  for  Aaron,  and  for  his  sons, 
And  the  mitre  of  fine  linen,  and  the  ornamented  high  caps 28 
of  fine  linen,  and  the  linen  breeches  of  fine  twined  linen 
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And  the  belt  of  fine  twined  linen ,  and  blue  purple ,  and  red  29 
purple,  and  crimson,  the  work  of  an  embroiderer:    as  the 
Eternal  commanded  Moses.    And  they  made  the  plate  of  the  30 
diadem  of  holiness  of  pure  pold,  and  wrote  upon  it  a  writing*, 
the  engravings  of  a  signet,  HOLINESS  TO  THE  ETERNAL. 
And  they  tied  to  it  a  thread  of  blue  purple,  to  fasten  it  on  31 
high  upon  the  mitre;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.    Thus  32 
was  all  the  service  of  the  dwelling  of  the  appointed  tent 
finished:  and  the  children  of  Israel  did  according  to  all  that 
the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  so  did  they. 

And  they  brought  the  dwelling  to  Moses,  the  tent,  and 33 
all  its  vessels,  its  catches,  its  boards,  its  bars,  and  its  pillars, 
and  its  sockets,    And  the  covering  of  rams'  skins  dyed  red,  34 
and  the  covering  of  tachash  skins,  and  the  partition  vail  of 
the  screen  ;    The  ark  of  the  testimony,  and  the  staves  thereof,  35 
and  the  cover;    The  table,  and  all  the  vessels  thereof,  and 36 
the  shewbread ;    The  pure  candelabrum,  with  the  lamps  thereof  37 
even  with  the  lamps  to  be  set  in  order  and  all  the  vessels 
thereof,  and  the  oil  for  light ,    And  the  golden  altar ,  and  38 
the  anointing  oil,  and  the  incense  of  aromatics,  and  the  screen 
for  the  entrance  of  the  tent;    The  altar  of  copper,  and  its  39 
grate  of  copper,  its  staves,  and  all  its  vessels,  the  laver 
and  its  frame;    The  hangings  of  the  court,  its  pillars,  and  40 
its  sockets,  and  the  screen  for  the  court  gate,  its  cords,  and 
its  pins,  and  all  the  vessels  of  the  service  of  the  dwelling, 
for  the  appointed  tent;    The  knitted  garments  to  minister 41 
in  the  sanctuary,  and  the  garments  of  holiness  for  Aaron  the 
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priest,  and  his  son's  garments,  to  minister  as  priests.  According:  42 

to  all  that  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  so  the  children 

of  Israel  made  all  the  work.    And  Moses  saw  all  the  work,  43 

and,  behold,  they  had  done  it;  as  the  Eternal  had  commanded 

even  so  had  they  done  it:  and  Moses  blessed  them.  40 

.  1 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    On  the  first  9 
day  of  the  first  month  shall  thou  set  up  the  dwelling  of  the 
appointed  tent.    And  thou  shalt  put  therein  the  ark  of  the  3 
testimony,  and  shelter  the  ark  with  the  partition  vail.    And  4 
thou  shalt  bring  in  the  table,  and  set  its  appurtenances  in 
order;  and  thou  shalt  bring  in  the  candelabrum,  and  set  up 
the  lamps  thereof.    And  thou  shalt  set  the  altar  of  gold  for  5 
the  incense  before  the  ark  of  the  testimony,  and  put  the 
screen  of  the  entrance  to  the  dwelling.    And  thou  shalt  set  6 
the  altar  of  the  burnt  offering  before  the  entrance  of  the 
dwelling  of  the  appointed  tent.    And  thou  shalt  set  the  laver7 
between  the  appointed  tent  and  the  altar,  and  shall  put  water 
therein.    And  thou  shalt  set  up  the  court  round  about,  and  8 
put  the  screen  at  the  court  gate.    And  thou  shalt  take  the  9 
anointing  oil,  and  anoint  the  dwelling,  and  all  that  is  therein, 
and  shalt  sanctify  it,  and  all  the  vessels  thereof ;  and  it  shall 
be  holiness.    And  thou  shalt  anoint  the  altar  of  the  burnt  10 
offering,  and  all  its  vessels,  and  sanctify  the  altar:  and  the 
altar  shall  be  holiness  of  holin esses.    And  thou  shalt  anoint  11 
the  laver  and  its  frame,  and  sanctify  it.    And  thou  shalt  12 
bring  Aaron  and  his  sons  nigh  to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent,  and  lave  them  with  water.    And  thou  shalt  clothe  Aaron  13 
with  the  garments  of  holiness,  and  anoint  him,  and  sanctify 
him ;  that  he  may  minister  to  me  as  priest.  And  thou  shalt  1 4 
bring   his   sons,   and    clothe    them  with  inner  garments. 
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And  thou  shalt  anoint  them,  as  thou  didst  anoint  their  father,  1 5 
that  they  may  minister  to  me  as  priests;   and  it  shall  be 
that  their  anointing*  shall  be  to  them  as  priesthood  for  ever 
throughout  their  generations.    Thus  did  Moses :  according  to  1 6 
all  that  the  Eternal  commanded  him,  so  did  he.    And  it  came  17 
to  pass  iu  the  first  month  in  the  second  year,  on  the  first 
day  of  the  month,  that  the  dwelling  was  set  up.    And  Moses  18 
set  up  the  dwelling,  and  fastened  its  sockets,  and  put  the 
boards  thereof,  and  put  in  the  bars  thereof,  and  set  up  its 
pillars.    And  he  spread  abroad  the  tent  over  the  dwelling,  19 
and  put  the  covering  of  the  tent  above  upon  it;  as  the 
Eternal  commanded  Moses.    And  he  took  and  put  the  testi-20 
mony  into  the  ark,  and  put  the  staves  on  the  ark,  and  put 
the  cover  above  upon  the  ark.    And  he  brought  the  ark  21 
into  the  dwelling,  and  put  the  partition  vail  of  the  screen, 
and  sheltered  the  ark  of  the  testimony:  as  the  Eternal  com- 
manded Moses.    And  he  put  the  table  in  the  appointed  tent,  22 
upon  the  side  of  the  dwelling  northward,  without  the  partition 
vail.    And  he  set  the  bread  in  order  upon  it  before  the  23 
Eternal:  as  the  Eternal  had  commanded  Moses.    And  he  put 24. 
the  candelabrum  in  the  appointed  tent,  over  against  the  table, 
on  the  side  of  the  dwelling  southward.    And  he  set  up  the  25 
lamps  before  the  Eternal;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 
And  he  put  the  golden  altar  in  the  appointed  tent  before  26 
the  partition  vail:    And  he  caused  incense  of  aromatics  to 27 
ascend  in  fumes  thereon;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 
And  he  put  the  screen  at  the  entrance  of  the  dwelling.  28 
And  he  put  the  altar  of  burnt  offering  by  the  entrance  of  29 
the  dwelling  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  offered  upon  it  the 
burnt  offering  and  the  oblation;  as  the  Eternal  commanded 
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Moses.    And  he  put  the  laver  between  the  appointed  tent  30 
and  the  altar,  and  put  water  there,  to  wash  withal.   And  31 
Moses  and  Aaron  and  his  sons  washed  their  hands  and  their 
feet  thereat:    When  they  came  into  the  appointed  tent,  and 32 
when  they  came  near  the  altar,  they  washed;  as  the  Eternal 
commanded  Moses.    And  he  set  up  the  court  round  about  33 
the  dwelling-  and  the  altar,   and  set  up  the  screen  of  the 
court  gate.   So  Moses  finished  the  work. 

Then  a  cloud  covered  the  appointed  tent,  and  the  glory 34 
of  the  Eternal  filled  the  dwelling-.   And  Moses  was  not  able  35 
to  come  into  the  appointed  tent,  because  the  cloud  abode 
thereon,  and  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  filled  the  dwelling". 
And  when  the  cloud  was  taken  up  from  over  the  dwelling-,  36 
the  children  of  Israel  journeyed  in  all  their  journeys:    But 37 
if  the  cloud  were  not  taken  up,  then  they  journeyed  not  till 
the  day  that  it  was  taken  up.    For  the  cloud  of  the  Eternal  38 
was  upon  the  dwelling:  by  day,  and  fire  was  on  it  by  night, 
in  the  eyes  of  all  the  house  of  Israel,  throughout  all  their 
journeys.

Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Lord!  who  hast  chosen  the  law,  thy  servant  Moses, 
thy  people  Israel,  and  the  true  and  righteous  prophets. 

The  Sefardim  and  Italians,  after  the  Haftarali,  say:  — 
The  Eternal  of  Hosts  is  our  Redeemer,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel, 

After  reading   the  Haftarali,  the  following  four  Blessings 

are  said, 

Blessed  art  thou ,  0  Eternal  our  God !  King-  of  the  universe ; 
Rock  of  all  the  worlds,  who  is  righteous  in  all  generations ; 
the  faithful  God,  who  promiseth  and  performeth;  speaketh  and 
accomplished ;  for  all  his  words  are  true  and  just  Faithful 
art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  and  thy  words  are  faithful: 
for  not  one  of  thy  words  shall  return  back  fruitless:  for 
thou .  0  God!  art  a  faithful  and  merciful  King:.  Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Eternal!  the  God  who  is  faithful  in  all  his  words. 

0  have  compassion  upon  Zion,  for  it  is  the  dwelling  of  our 
life;  and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  afflicted  in  spirit.  Blessed 
art  thou,  0  Eternal!  causing-  Zion  to  rejoice  in  her  children. 

0  Eternal  our  God!  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  the  coming-  of 
thy  servant  Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
house  of  David,  thy  anointed.  May  he  come  speedily,  and 
gladden  our  hearts.  Suffer  no  stranger  to  sit  on  his  throne, 
juor  any  others  to  inherit  his  glory ;  for  by  thy  holy  name  hast 
thou  sworn  unto  him  that  his  lamp  should  never  be  extin- 
guished.   Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  the  Shield  of  David. 

For  the  sake  of  the  Law,  the  worship,  and  the  prophets, 
and  this  Sabbath-day,  which  thou  hast  given  to  us,  for  a 
day  of  sanctification ,  rest,  glory,  and  honour;  for  all  this, 
0  Eternal,  our  God!  we  thank  and  praise  thee;  blessed  be 
thy  name  in  the  mouth  of  every  living  creature,  continually, 
and  for  evermore.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  sanctifier 
of  the  sabbath. 
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JEREMIAH  I.  1-19,  II.  1-3. 

(According  to  the  Sefardim.) 

The  words  of  Jeremiah  the  son  of  Hilkiah,  of  the  priests  l 
that  were  in  Anathoth,  in  the  land  of  Benjamin:    To  whom  2 
the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  in  the  days  of  Josiah  the  son 
of  Amon  king-  of  Judah,  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  his  reign. 
It  came  also  in  the  days  of  Jehoiakiin  the  son  of  Josiah  3 
king  of  Judah ,  unto  the  end  of  the  eleventh  year  of  Zedekiah 
the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah,  unto  the  exile  of  those 
of  Jerusalem  in  the  fifth  month.    Then  the  word  of  the  4 
Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying,    Before  I  formed  thee  in  the 5 
belly  I  knew  thee;  and  before  thou  earnest  forth  out  of  the 
womb  I  sanctified  thee;  and  I  ordained  thee  a  prophet  unto 
the  nations.    Then  said  I,  Ah,  Lord  Eternal!  behold,  I  do 6 
not  know  how  to  speak;  for  I  am  a  lad.    But  the  Eternal? 
said  unto  me,    Say  not,  I  am  a  lad:  for  thou  shalt  go  to 
all  that  I  shall  send  thee,  and  whatsoever  I  command  thee 
thou  shalt  speak.    Be  not  afraid  of  their  faces:  for  I  am 8 
with  thee  to  deliver  thee,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 
Then  the  Eternal  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  my  mouth:  9 
and  the  Eternal  said  unto  me,  Behold  I  have  put  my  words 
in  thy  mouth.    See,  I  have  this  day  appointed  thee  over  10 
the  nations,  and  over  the  kingdoms,  to  root  out,  and  to  pull 
down,  and  to  destroy,  and  to  throw  down,  to  build,  and  to 
plant.    Moreover,  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me,  11 
saying,  Jeremiah,  what  seest  thou?  And  I  said,  I  see  a  rod 
of  an  almond-tree.    Then  said  the  Eternal  unto  me,  Thou  12 
hast  well  seen :  for  I  will  watch  for  my  word  to  perform  it. 
And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me  the  second  time,  13 
saying,  What  seest  thou?  And  I  said,  I  see  a  seething-pot, 
and  the  face  thereof  is  towards  the  north.    Then  the  Eternal  1 4 
said  unto  me,  Out  of  the  north  the  evil  shall  break  forth 
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upon  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  land.  For,  lo,  I  will  call  all  the  15 
families  of  the  kingdoms  towards  the  north,  is  the  declaration 
of  the  Eternal ;  and  they  shall  come ,  and  they  shall  set  every 
one  his  throne  at  the  entrance  of  the  gates  of  Jerusalem,  and 
against  all  the  ramparts  thereof  round  about,  and  against  all 
the  cities  of  Judah.    And  I  will  utter  my  judgments  against  16 
them  touching  all  their  wickedness ,  that  they  have  forsaken  me. 
and  have  burnt  incense  unto  other  gods,  and  prostrated  them- 
selves before  the  works  of  their  own  hands.    Thou  therefore  1 7 
gird  up  thy  loins,  and  arise,  and  speak  unto  them  ail  that  I 
command  thee :  be  not  dismayed  at  their  faces ,  lest  I  dismay 
thee  before  them.   For,  behold,  I  have  made  thee  this  day  a  18 
fortified  city,  and  an  iron  column,  and  copper  ramparts,  against 
the  whole  land;  against  the  kings  of  Judah,  against  the  officers 
thereof,  against  the  priests  thereof,  and  against  the  people  of 
the  land.    And  they  shall  fight  against  thee,  but  they  shall  not  19 
prevail  against  thee;  for  I  am  with  thee,  is  the  declaration  of  ^ 
the  Eternal,  to  deliver  thee.    Moreover,  the  wrord  of  the  Eter-^ 
nal  came  to  me,  saying,  Go,  and  call  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem, 
saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  I  remember  thee,  the  kindness  2 
of  thy  boyhood,  the  love  of  thine  espousals,  when  thou  wentest 
after  me  in  the  desert,  in  a  land  that  was  not  sown.  Israels 
was  holiness  unto  the  Eternal  and  the  first-fruits  of  his  in- 
crease :  all  that  devour  him  shall  be  guilty ;  evil  shall  come 
upon  them,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SHEMOTH. 
ISAIAH  XXVII.  6-13,  Will.  1—13,  XXIX.  22,  23. 

(According  to  the  AshTcenasim.) 

He  shall  cause  Jacob  in  days  come  to  take  root  ?  Israel  6 
shall  blossom  and  bud,  and  fill  the  face  of  the  world  with 
produce.    Hath  he  smitten  him,  as  he  smote  those  that  smote  7 
him?  or  is  he  slain  according  to  the  slaying  of  them  that 
are  slain  by  him?    In  measure,  in  sending  her  away,  thou 8 
wilt  quarrel  with  her:  he  broke  forth  with  his  rough  wind 
in  the  day  of  the  east  wind.    By  this,  therefore,  shall  ex- 9 
piation  be  made  for  the  iniquity  of  Jacob;   and  this  is  all 
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the  fruit  to  remove  his  sin ;  when  he  inaketh  all  the  stones  of 
the  altar  as  chalk-stones  that  are  beaten  in  sunder,  groves  and 
sun  images  shall  not  rise.  For  a  fortified  city  shall  be  desolate,  10 
and  a  habitation  forsaken ,  and  left  like  the  desert :  there  shall 
a  calf  feed,  and  there  shall  it  crouch,  and  consume  the  branches 
thereof.    When  the  harvest  thereof  is  dried,  it  shall  be  broken  11 
otf:  women  come  and  set  it  on  fire;  for  it  is  a  people  of  no 
understanding-:  therefore  his  maker  will  not  have  mercy  on  him, 
and  his  fashioner  shall  not  be  gracious  to  hitn.    And  it  shall  12 
come  to  pass  in  that  day  that  the  Eternal  shall  beat  off  from 
the  current  of  the  river  unto  the  brook  of  Egypt,  and  ye  shall 
be  collected  one  by  one,  0  ye  children  of  Israel.    And  it  shall  13 
come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  a  great  cornet  shall  be  blown, 
and  the  wanderers  in  the  land  of  Assyria  shall  come,  and  the 
outcasts  in  the  land  of  Egypt  and  prostrate  themselves  before 
the  Eternal,  in  the  mountain  of  holiness  at  Jerusalem.   Woe  to  \ 
the  crown  of  pride  of  the  drunkards  of  Ephraim,  and  the 
withering  flower,  glory  of  his  splendour,  which  is  on  the  head 
of  the  glen  of  fatness  to  them  that  are  overcome  with  wine! 
Behold,  the  Lord  hath  a  mighty  and  strong  one,  who,  as  a  2 
tempest  of  hail,  and  a  storm  of  destruction,  as  a  flood  of 
mighty  waters  overflowing,  shall  cast  down  to  the  earth  with 
the  hand.    The  crown  of  pride  of  the  drunkards  of  Ephraim,  3 
shall  be  trodden  under  feet.    And  the  withering  flower  of  the  4 
glory  of  his  splendour  which  is  on  the  head  of  the  glen  of 
fatness  shall  be  as  the  hasty  fruit  before  the  summer ;  which, 
when  the  seer  seeth  it,  while  it  is  yet  in  the  hollow  of  his 
hand  he  swalloweth  it.   In  that  day  shall  the  Eternal  of  hosts  5 
be  for  a  crown  of  glory,  and  for  a  diadem  of  splendour,  unto 
the  residue  of  his  people.    And  for  a  spirit  of  judgment  to  6 
him  that  sitteth  in  judgment,  and  for  strength  to  them  that 
turn  the  war  to  the  gate.    But  they  also  have  erred  through  7 
the  wine,  and  through  the  strong  drink  have  strayed:  priest 
and  prophet  have  erred  through  the  strong  drink,  they  are 
swallowed  up  of  the  wine,  they  have  strayed  through  the 
strong  drink;  they  err  in  the  seer,  they  totter  in  the  verdict. 
For  all  tables  are  full  of  vomit  of  filthiness:  there  is  no  8 
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more  room.    Whom  shall  he  teach  knowledge?  and  whom  9 
shall  he  make  to  understand  doctrine?  them  that  are  weaned 
from  the  milk,  and  removed  from  the  breasts.    For  precept  10 
must  be  upon  precept ;  precept  upon  precept ;  line  upon  line, 
line  upon  line;  here  a  little,  and  there  a  little:    For  through  11 
those  of  stammering  lips,  and  another  tongue,  will  he  speak 
to  this  people,   To  whom  he  said,  This  is  the  rest,  give  rest  12 
to  the  weary;  and  this  is  the  refreshing :  yet  they  would 
not  hear.    But  the  word  of  the  Eternal  was  unto  them  precept  13 
upon  precept,  precept  upon  precept;  line  upon  line,  line  upon 
line;  here  a  little  and  there  a  little;  that  they  might  go  and 
stumble  backward,  and  be  broken,  and  snared,  and  taken.  — £9 
Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  who  released  Abraham,  22 
concerning  the  house  of  Jacob,  Jacob  shall  not  now  be  asha- 
med, neither  shall  his  face  now  wax  pale.    But  when  he  seeth  23 
his  children ,  the  work  of  my  hands ,  in  the  midst  of  him, 
they  shall  sanctify  my  name,  and  sanctify  the  Holy  One  of 
Jacob,  and  shall  declare  the  God  of  Israel  terrible. 

HAFTARAH  OF  VAERA. 
EZEKIEL  XXVIII.  25,  26,  XXIX.  1—21. 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  When  I  shall  have  congre-  25 
gated  the  house  of  Israel  from  the  peoples,  among  whom 
they  are  scattered,  and  shall  be  sanctified  in  them  before  the 
eyes  of  the  nations ,  then  shall  they  abide  on  their  ground 
that  I  have  given  to  my  servant  Jacob.    And  they  shall  26 
abide  safely  therein ,  and  shall  build  houses ,  and  plant  vine- 
yards ;  yea,  they  shall  abide  safely,  when  I  have  executed 
judgments  upon  all  those  that  despise  them  round  about 
them ;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal  their  God.^ 
In  the  tenth  year,  in  the  tenth  month ,  in  the  twelfth  day  j 
of  the  month ,  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying, 
Son  of  man,  set  thy  face  against  Pharaoh  kiug  of  Egypt,  2 
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and  prophesy  against  him,  and  against  all  Egypt:    Speak,  3 
and  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  Behold,  1  am  against 
thee,  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  the  great  huge  creature  that 
coucheth  in  the  midst  of  his  rivers ,  who  hath  said ,  My  river 
is  mine  own,  and  I  have  made  it  for  myself.  But  I  will  put 4 
hooks  in  thy  jaws,  and  I  will  cause  the  fish  of  thy  rivers  to 
stick  into  thy  scales,  and  I  will  bring  thee  up  out  of  the 
midst  of  thy  rivers,  and  all  the  fish  of  the  rivers  shall  stick 
unto  thy  scales.    And  I  will  leave  thee  thrown  into  the  5 
desert,   thee  and  all  the  fish  of  thy  rivers :  thou  shalt  fall 
upon  the  open  field;  thou  shalt  not  be  brought  together, 
nor  gathered:  I  have  given  thee  for  food  to  the  animals  of 
the  field,  and  to  the  fowls  of  the  heaven.    And  all  the  in- 6 
habitants  of  Egypt  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal,  because 
they  have  been  a  prop  of  cane  to  the  house  of  Israel.  When  7 
they  took  hold  of  thee  by  the  hand  thou  wast  crushed,  and 
didst  rend  all  their  shoulder;   and  when  they  leaned  upon 
thee,  thou  wast  broken,  and  madest  all  their  loins  to  be  at 
a  stand.    Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  Behold,  18 
will  bring  a  sword  upon  thee,  and  cut  otf  man  and  beast 
out  of  thee.    And  the  land  of  Egypt  shall  be  a  desolation  9 
and  a  ruin;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal; 
because  he  hath  said,   The  river  is  mine,  and  I  have  made 
it.    Behold,  therefore  I  am  against  thee,  and  against  thyio 
rivers,  and  I  will  make  the  land  of  Egypt  ruined,  parched, 
and  desolate,  from  Migdol  Sevene  even  unto  the  boundary 
of  Cush.  No  foot  of  man  shall  pass  through  it,  nor  foot  of  11 
beast  shall  pass  through  it,  neither  shall  it  be  inhabited 
forty  years.    And  I  will  make  the  land  of  Egypt  a  desolation  12 
in  the  midst  of  the  countries  that  are  desolate,  and  her  cities 
among  the  cities  that  are  laid  waste  shall  be  a  desolation 
forty  years  :  and  I  will  scatter  the  Egyptians  among  the  na- 
tions, and  will  disperse  them  through  the  countries.  Yet  thus  13 
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saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  At  the  end  of  forty  years  will  I 
gather  the  Egyptians  from  the  peoples  whither  they  were 
scattered:    And  I  will  return  the  captivity  of  Egypt,  and  14 
will  restore  them  to  the  land  ofPathros,  to  the  land  of  their 
habitation,  and  they  shall  be  there  a  low  kingdom.    It  shall  15 
be  the  lowest  of  the  kingdoms;  neither  shall  it  exalt  itself 
any  more  above  the  nations:  for  I  will  diminish  them,  that 
they  shall  no  more  rule  over  the  nations.   And  it  shall  be  16 
no  more  the  confidence  of  the  house  of  Israel,  which  bringeth 
their  iniquity  to  remembrance ,  by  turning  after  them :  but 
they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord  Eternal.    And  it  camel? 
to  pass  in  the  seven  and  twentieth  year,  in  the  first  month, 
in  the  first  day  of  the  month,  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came 
unto  me,  saying,  Son  of  man,  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Ba-18 
bylon  caused  his  army  to  serve  a  great  service  against  Tyrus; 
every  head  was  made  bald,  and  every  shoulder  was  peeled: 
yet  had  he  no  wages,  nor  his  force,  for  Tyrus,  for  the  service 
that  he  had  served  against  it:    Therefore  thus  saith  the  19 
Lord  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  give  the  land  of  Egypt  unto 
Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon:  and  he  shall  carry  away 
her  multitude,  and  take  her  spoil,  and  take  her  prey;  and 
it  shall  be  the  wages  for  his  force.    I  have  given  him  the  20 
land  of  Egypt  as  hire  for  his  labour  wherewith  he  served 
against  it,  because  they  wrought  for  me,  is  the  declaration 
of  the  Lord  Eternal.    In  that  day  will  I  cause  a  horn  to  21 
grow  forth  to  the  house  of  Israel,  and  I  will  give  thee  the 
opening  of  the  mouth  in  the  midst  of  them;  and  they  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 

HAFTARAH  OF  BO. 

JEREMIAH  XLVI.  13—28. 

The  word  that  the  Eternal  spake  to  Jeremiah  the  prophet,  is 
at  the  coming  of  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon  to  smite 
the  land  of  Egypt.    Declare  ye  in  Egypt,  and  proclaim  in  14 
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Migdol,  and  proclaim  in  Noph  and  in  Tahpanhes:  say  ye, 
Place  thyself,  and  prepare  thee;  for  the  sword  shall  devour 
ronnd  about  thee.    Why  are  thy  mighty  ones  carried  off?  15 
they  stood  not  because  the  Eternal  did  thrust  them.    He  16 
multiplied  those  that  stumbled,  yea,  a  man  fell  upon  his  fellow: 
And  they  said,  Arise,  and  let  us  return  to  our  own  people, 
and  to  the  land  of  our  nativity,  from  the  oppressing  sword. 
They  did  call  there,  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt  is  but  a  noise ;  1 7 
he  hath  allowed  the  time  appointed  to  pass.    As  I  live,  is  18 
the  declaration  of  the  King,  whose  name  is  the  Eternal  of 
hosts,  Surely  as  Tabor  is  among  the  mountains,  and  as  Carmei 
by  the  sea,  so  shall  he  come.    0  thou  daughter  abiding  in  19 
Egypt,  make  thyself  vessels  for  exile:  for  Noph  shall  be  a 
desolation  and  waste,  without  an  inhabitant.    Egypt  is  like  20 
a  very  fair  heifer,  a  butcher  cometh,  cometh  from  the  north. 
Also  her  hirelings  io  the  midst  of  her  are  like  stalled  calves;  21 
for  they  also  are  turned  back,  and  are  fled  away  together: 
they  did  not  stand,  because  the  day  of  their  calamity  was 
come  upon  them,  and  the  time  of  their  visitation.    The  voice  22 
thereof  shall  go  like  a  serpent;  for  they  shall  go  with  a 
force,  and  come  against  her  with  axes,  as  hewers  of  wood. 
They  shall  cut  down  her  forest,  is  the  declaration  of  the  23 
Eternal,  though  it  cannot  be  searched;  because  they  are  more 
than  the  grasshoppers,  and  are  innumerable.    The  daughter  24 
of  Egypt  shall  be  ashamed;  she  shall  be  given  into  the  hand 
of  the  people  of  the  north.    The  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  25 
of  Israel,  saith;   Behold,  1  will  punish  Ammon  of  No,  and 
Pharaoh,  and  Egypt,  with  their  gods,  and  their  kings;  even 
Pharaoh,  and  all  them  that  trust  in  him:    And  I  will  give  26 
them  into  the  hand  of  those  that  seek  their  lives,  and  into 
the  hand  of  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon,  and  into  the 
hand  of  his  servants:  and  afterwards  she  shall  dwell,  as  in 
the  days  of  antiquity,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.   But  27 
fear  not  thou,  0  my  servant  Jacob,   and  be  not  dismayed, 
0  Israel:  for,  behold,  I  will  save  thee  from  afar  off,  and 
thy  seed  from  the  land  of  their  captivity;  and  Jacob  shall 
14  Vol.  II. 
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return,  and  be  in  rest  and  at  ease,  and  none  shall  make  hiui 
afraid.  Fear  thou  not,  0  Jacob  my  servant,  is  the  declara- 28 
tion  of  the  Eternal:  for  I  am  with  thee;  for  I  will  make  a 
full  end  of  all  the  nations  whither  I  have  driven  thee:  but 
I  will  not  make  a  full  end  of  thee,  but  chastise  thee  in 
measure;  yet  will  1  not  hold  thee  wholly  guiltless. 

HAFTARAH  OF  BESHALACH. 
JUDGES  IV.  4—24,  V.  1-31. 
And  Deborah,  a  woman  that  was  a  prophetess,  the  wife  4 
of  Lapidoth,  she  judged  Israel  at  that  time.    And  she  abodes 
under  the  palm-tree  of  Deborah,  between  Rainah  and  Beth- 
el in  mount  Ephraim;  and  the  children  of  Israel  came  up 
to  her  for  judgment.    And  she  sent  and  called  Barak,  the  6 
son  of  Abinoam,  out  of  Kedesh-naphtali,  and  said  unto  him, 
Hath  not  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  commanded,  saying,  Go, 
and  draw  towards  mount  Tabor,  and   take  with  thee  ten 
thousand  men  of  the  children  of  Naphtali  and  of  the  children 
of  Zebulun?    And  I  will  draw  unto  thee,  to  the  river  Kishon,  7 
Sisera,  the  officer  of  Jabin's  host,  with  his  chariots  and  his 
multitude;  and  I  will  give  him  into  thine  hand.    And  Baraks 
said  unto  her,  If  thou  wilt  go  with  me,  then  I  will  go;  but 
if  thou  wilt  not  go  with  me,  then  I  will  not  go.   And  she  9 
said ,  I  will  surely  go  with  thee :  only  that  the  honour  will 
not  be  thine  on  the  way  on  which  thou  goest :  for  the  Eternal 
shall  sell  Sisera  into  the  hand  of  a  woman.    And  Deborah 
arose,  and  went  with  Barak  to  Kedesh.    And  Barak  sum- 10 
moned  Zebulun  and  JNaphtali  to  Kedesh;  and  he  went  up 
with  ten  thousand  men  at  his  feet;  and  Deborah  went  up 
with  him.    Now  Heber  the  Kenite  had  parted  from  Kain,  1 1 
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from  the  sons  of  Hobab,  the  father-in-law  of  Moses,  and 
pitched  his  tent  at  the  oak  of  the  marshes,  which  is  by 
Kedesh.    And  they  told  Sisera  that  Barak,  the  son  of  Abi-12 
noam,  was  gone  up  to  mount  Tabor.    And  Sisera  summoned  13 
all  his  chariots,  even  nine  hundred  chariots  of  iron,  and  all 
the  people  that  were  w  ith  him ,  from  Harosheth  Hagoyim  unto 
the  brook  of  Kishon.    And  Deborah  said  unto  Barak,  Arise:  14 
for  this  is  the  day,  in  which  the  Eternal  hath  given  Sisera 
into  thine  hand:  is  not  the  Eternal  gone  out  before  thee? 
So,  Barak  went  down  from  mount  Tabor,  and  ten  thousand 
men  after  him.    And  the  Eternal  discomfited  Sisera,  and  all  15 
his  chariots,  and  all  his  camp,  with  the  edge  of  the  sword, 
before  Barak;  so  that  Sisera  went  down  off  his  vehicle,  and 
ran  away  on  his  feet    But  Barak  pursued  after  the  chariots,  16 
and  after  the  host,  unto  Harosheth  Hagoyim:  and  all  the 
host  of  Sisera  fell  by  the  edge  of  the  sword;  and  not  one 
remained.    And  Sisera  ran  away  on  his  feet  to  the  tent  of  17 
Jael  the  wife  of  Heber  the  Kenite:  for  there  was  peace 
between  Jabin  the  king  of  Hazor  and  the  house  of  Heber 
the  Kenite.    And  Jael  went  out  towards  Sisera,  and  said  18 
unto  him,  Turn  in,  my  lord,  turn  in  to  me:  fear  not:  and 
when  he  had  turned  in  unto  her  into  the  tent,  she  covered 
him  with  a  coverlet.    And  he  said  unto  her:  Give  me,  pray,  19 
a  little  water  to  drink ,  for  I  am  thirsty :  and  she  opened 
the  skin  bottle  of  milk,  and  gave  him  drink,  and  covered 
him.    Again  he  said  unto  her,  Stand  in  the  entrance  of  the  20 
tent;  and  it  shall  be,  when  any  man  doth  come  and  ask  thee, 
and  say,  Is  there  any  man  here?  that  thou  shalt  say,  No. 
Then  Jael,  Heber's  wife,  took  the  tent-pin,  and  took  aham-21 
mer  in  her  hand,  and  went  softly  unto  him,  and  fixed  the 
pin  into  his  temples,  and  it  sank  into  the  ground;  for  he 
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was  fast  asleep,  and  faint:  so  he  died.    And,  behold,  as  22 
Barak  pursued  Sisera,  Jael  came  out  towards  hiin,  and  said 
unto  him,  Come,  and  I  will  shew  thee  the  man  whom  thou 
seekest.    And  when  he  came  into  her  tent,  behold,  Sisera 
lay  dead  and  the  pin  was  in  his  temples.    So  God  humbled  23 
on  that  day  Jabin  the  king*  of  Canaan  before  the  children 
of  Israel.    And  the  hand  of  the  children  of  Israel  prospered  24 
and  prevailed  against  Jabin  the  king  of  Canaan,  until  they 
had  destroyed  Jabin  king  of  Canaan. 

(The  AshJcenasim  stop  here,  the  Sefardim  continue.)

Then  sang  Deborah,  and  Barak  the  son  of  Abinoam,  on  i 
that  day,  saying,    When  disorder  disordered  Israel,  then  a  2 
people  willingly  offered  themselves;  for  this  bless  ye  the 
Eternal    Hear,  0  ye  kings;  give  ear,    0  ye  distinguished  3 
men:  I,  even  I,  will  sing  unto  the  Eternal;  I  will  sing  hymns 
to  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.    Eternal  when  thou  wentest  4 
out  of  Seir,  when  thou  marchedst  out  of  the  field  of  Edom, 
the  earth  quaked,  and  the  heavens  dropped,  the  thick  clouds 
also  dropped  water.  Mountains  flowed  from  before  the  Eternal,  5 
even  that  Sinai  from  before  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.    In  6 
the  days  of  Shamgar  the  son  of  Anath,  in  the  days  of  Jael. 
roads  had  ceased ,  and  the  travellers  walked  through  crooked 
roads.    Captains  had  ceased ,  they  had  ceased  in  Israel ,  until  7 
that  I  Deborah  arose ,  that  I  arose  a  mother  in  Israel.   They  8 
chose  new  gods;  then  was  war  in  the  gates:  was  there  a 
shield  or  spear  seen  among  forty  thousand  in  Israel?    My  9 
heart  is  towards  the  law-givers  of  Israel,  that  offered  them- 
selves willingly  among  the  people.    Bless  ye  the  Eternal. 
Ye  that  ride  on  glistening  she-asses,  ye  that  sit  on  carpets,  10 
and  walk  by  the  way,  praise!    There  with  the  voice  of  11 
distributors  in  the  places  of  drawing  water,  they  rehearse 
the  righteous  acts  of  the  Eternal ,  even  the  righteous  acts 
of  the  captain  of  Israel :  then  may  the  people  of  the  Eternal 
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go  down  to  the  gates.    Awake,  awake,  Deborah;  awake,  12 
awake;  utter  a  song;  arise,  Barak,  and  capture  thy  captives, 
thou  son  of  Abinoam.    Then  a  remnant   of  the  powerful  13 
ruleth  a  people  :  the  Eternal  ruleth  for  me  over  the  mighty. 
Ye  that  have  your  root  from  Ephraim  march  against  Amalek ;  14 
after  thee,  Benjamin,  with  thy  peoples:  out  of  Machir  came 
down  law-givers,  and  out  of  Zebulun  they  that  handle  the 
pen  of  the  scribe.    And  the  princes  of  Issachar  were  with  i  5 
Deborah;  even  Issachar,  and  also  Barak:  he  was  sent  on 
foot  into  the  valley.    At  the  rills  of  Reuben,  great  were  the 
deliberations  of  heart.    Why  abodest  thou  among  the  sheep- 1 6 
folds ,  to  hear  the  Meatings  of  the  droves  ?  At  the  rills  of 
Reuben  great  were  the  searchings  of  heart.    Gilead  dwelt  17 
beyond  the  Jordan:  and  wherefore  did  Dan  sojourn  in  ships? 
Asher  abode  on  the  coast  of  seas,  and  dwelt  in  his  creeks. 
Zebulun  is  a  people  that  jeoparded  their  lives  unto  the  death,  18 
even  so  Naphtali,  in  the  high  places  of  the  field.    Kings  19 
came  and  fought ;  then  fought  the  kings  of  Canaan  in  Taanach 
by  the  waters  of  Megiddo :  they  took  no  gain  of  money. 
They  fought  from  heaven;  the  stars  in  their  highways  fought  20 
against  Sisera.    The  river  of  Kishon  carried  them  away,  that  21 
ancient  river,  the  river  Kishon.    0  my  soul,  thou  treadest 
along  with  might.    Then  pawed  the  horse-hoofs,  through  the  22 
charges,  the  charges  of  their  mighty  ones.   Curse  ye  Meroz,  23 
said  the  messenger  of  the  Eternal;  curse  ye  bitterly  the  in- 
habitants thereof;  because  they  came  not  to  the  help  of  the 
Eternal ,  to  the  help  of  the  Eternal  among  the  heroes.   Bles-  24 
sed  above  women  shall  Jael  the  wife  of  Heber  the  Kenite 
be ;  blessed  shall  she  be  above  women  in  the  tent.    He  asked  25 
water,  and  she  gave  him  milk;  she  offered  clotted  cream  in 
a  dish  of  the  powerful  ones.   She  put  her  hand  to  the  pin,  26 
and  her  right  hand  to  the  workmen's  hammer;  and  with  the 
hammer  she  struck  Sisera;  she  battered  his  head,  and  she 
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shattered  and  pierced  through  his  temple.    At  her  feet  he  27 
stooped  down,  he  fell,  he  lay  down:  at  her  feet  he  stooped 
down,  he  fell;  where  he  stooped  down,  there  he  fell  lifeless, 
Out  of  the  window  glanced  the  mother  of  Sisera,  and  wailed  28 
through  the  lattice,  Why  loiters  his  chariot  so  long?  why 
tarry  the  wheels  of  his  vehicles  ?   The  wise  among  her  ladies  29 
answer  her,  yea,  she  returns  answer  to  herself:    Shall  they 30 
not  find  and  divide  the  prey;  to  every  man  a  damsel  or 
two?  to  Sisera  a  prey  of  divers  colours,  a  prey  of  divers 
colours  of  embroidery,  of  divers  colours  of  a  pair  of  em- 
broideries, meet  for  the  necks  of  them  that  take  the  spoil. 
So  let  all  thine  enemies  perish,  0  Eternal :  but  let  them  that 31 
love  him  be  as  the  sun  when  he  goeth  forth  in  his  might. 
And  the  land  was  quiet  forty  years. 

HAFTARAH  OF  YITRO. 

ISAIAH  VI.  1—13,  VII.  1-6,  IX.  5,  6. 

In  the  year  of  the  death  of  the  king  Uzziah ,  I  saw  the  i 
Lord  sitting  upon  a  throne,  lofty  and  lifted  up,  and  his  train 
filled  the  temple.    Above  it  stood  seraphim:  each  one  had 2 
six  wings;  with  twain  he  covered  his  face,  and  with  twain 
he  covered  his  feet,  and  with  twain  he  did  fly.    And  ones 
called  unto  another,  and  said,  Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Eternal 
of  hosts;  the  whole  earth  is  the  fulness  of  his  glory.    And 4 
the  posts  of  the  door  moved  at  the  voice  of  him  that  called, 
and  the  house  was  filled  with  smoke.    Then  said  I,  Woe  is 5 
me!  for  I  am  brought  to  silence;  because  I  am  a  man  of 
unclean  lips,  and  I  abide  in  the  midst  of  a  people  of  unclean 
lips:  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  the  King,  the  Eternal  of  hosts. 
Then  flew  one  of  the  seraphim  unto  me,  having  a  glowing  a 
stone  in  his  hand,  which  he  had  taken  with  tongs  from  off 
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the  altar;    And  he  made  it  touch  my  mouth,  and  said,  Lo, 7 
this  hath  touched  thy  lips,  and  thine  iniquity  is  removed, 
and  thy  sin  expiated.    Also  I  heard  the  voice  of  the  Lord,  8 
saying",  Whom  shall  I  send,  and  who  will  go  for  us?  Then 
I  said ,  Here  am  I ;  send  me.    And  he  said ,  Go  and  tell  this  9 
people,  Hear  ye  indeed,  but  understand  not:  and  see  ye  in- 
deed, but  know  not.    Make  the  heart  of  this  people  fat,  10 
and  make  their  ears  heavy,  and  close  up  their  eyes ;  lest  they 
see  with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears,  and  understand 
with  their  heart,  and  return,  and  be  healed.    Then  said  1,11 
Lord,  how  long"?    And  he  said,   Until  the  cities  be  wasted 
without  inhabitant,  and  the  houses  without  man,  and  the 
ground  be  wasted  unto  desolation.    And  the  Eternal  have  12 
carried  men  far  away,  and  the  depopulation  be  great  in  the 
midst  of  the  land.    And  if  there  yet  remain  a  tenth  in  it,  13 
it  shall  again  become  a  pasturage,  as  the  terebinth  and  the 
oak,  of  which  in  being  cast  down,  there  yet  remains  the 
stock  in  it:  the  seed  of  holiness  is  its  stock. 

(The  Sefardim  stop  here,  the  AshJcenasim  continue.) 
And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Ahaz  the  son  of  Jotham,  i 
the  son  of  Uzziah  king  of  Judah,  that  Rezin  the  king  of 
Syria,  and  Pekah  the  son  of  Remaiiah,  king  of  Israel,  went 
up  towards  Jerusalem,  to  the  war  against  it,  but  was  not 
able  to  fight  against  it.    And  it  was  told  the  house  of  David,  2 
saying,  Syria  rests  on  Ephraim :  and  his  heart  was  moved, 
and  the  heart  of  his  people,  as  the  trees  of  a  forest  are 
moved  before  a  wind.    Then  said  the  Eternal  unto  Isaiah,  3 
Go  forth  now  towards  Ahaz,  thou  and  Shear-jashub  thy  son, 
to  the  extremity  of  the  trench  of  the  upper  pool,  to  the 
highway  of  the  washer's  field:    And  say  unto  him,  Take  4 
heed,  and  be  quiet;  fear  not,  neither  be  faint-hearted,  for 
the  two  tails  of  these  smoking  firebrands,  for  the  fierce  wrath 
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of  Rezin  with  Syria,  and  of  the  son  of  Remaliah.    Because  5 
Syria  hath  counselled  evil  against  thee:  Ephraiui  and  the 
son  of  Remaliah,  saying-,  Let  us  go  up  against  Judah,  and  6 
harass  it,  and  let  us  make  a  breach  therein  for  us,  and  ap- 
point a  king  in  the  midst  of  it,  even  the  son  of  Tabeal. 
For  unto  us  a  child  was  born,  unto  us  a  son  was  given : ^ 
and  the  government  was  upon  his  shoulder:  and  they  called 
his  name  Wonder,  Counsellor  of  a  god-like  hero,  Father 
perpetual ,  Officer  of  Peace.    Of  the  increase  of  the  govern-  6 
ment  and  peace  there  is  no  end,  upon  the  throne  of  D#vid, 
and  upon  his  kingdom,  to  prepare  it,  and  to  support  it  with 
judgment  and  with  justice,  from  now  even  for  ever.  The 
zeal  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts  will  do  this. 

HAFTARAH  OF  MISHPATIM. 

(If  this  should  be  Sabbath  SheJcalim,  the  Haftarah  for  that 
day  is  said.) 
JEREMIAH  XXXIV.  8-22,  XXXIII.  25,  26. 
This  is  the  word  that  came  unto  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal,  8 
after  that  the  king  Zedekiah  had  made  a  covenant  with  all 
the  people  who  were  at  Jerusalem,  to  call  out  liberty  unto 
them;    That  every  man  should  let  his  manservant,  and  every  9 
man  his  maidservant,  being  a  Hebrew  or  a  Hebrewess ,  go 
free;  that  none  should  serve  himself  of  them,  to  wit,  of  a 
Jew  his  brother.    Now  when  all  the  officers,  and  all  the  10 
people,  who  had  entered  into  the  covenant,  heard  that  every 
one  should  let  his  manservant,  and  every  one  his  maidservant, 
go  free,  that  none  should  serve  themselves  of  them  any  more, 
then  they  obeyed ,  and  let  them  go.    But  afterwards  they  i  1 
turned,  and  caused  the  servants  and  the  handmaids,  whom 
they  had  let  go  free,  to  return,  and  brought  them  into  sub- 
jection for  servants  and  for  handmaids.   Therefore  the  word  12 
of  the  Eternal  came  to  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal,  saying, 
Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel;  I  made  a  covenant  13 
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with  your  fathers  in  the  day  that  I  brought  them  forth  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of  servants,  saying", 
At  the  end  of  seven  years  let  ye  go  every  man  his  brother  14 
a  Hebrew,  who  has  been  sold  unto  thee;  and  when  he  has 
served  thee  six  years,  thou  shalt  let  him  go  free  from  thee: 
but  your  fathers  hearkened  not  unto  me,  neither  inclined  their 
ear.    And  ye  turned  this  day,  and  had  done  the  right  in  15 
my  eyes,  in  calling  out  liberty  every  man  to  his  fellow;  and 
ye  had  made  a  covenant  before  me  in  the  house  which  is 
called  by  my  name :    But  ye  turned  and  profaned  my  name,  1 6 
and  caused  every  man  his  servant,  and  every  man  his  hand- 
maid ,  whom  ye  had  sent  forth  free  at  their  pleasure ,  to  retorn, 
and  subdued  them,  to  be  unto  you  for  servants  and  for 
handmaids.    Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal;  Ye  have  not  17 
hearkened  unto  me ,  in  calling  out  liberty,  every  man  to  his 
brother,  and  every  man  to  his  fellow:  behold,  I  call  out  a 
liberty  for  you,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  to  the  sword, 
to  the  pestilence,  and  to  the  famine;  and  I  will  make  you 
a  fright  unto  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth.    And  I  will  18 
give  the  men  that  have  transgressed  my  covenant,  who  have 
not  performed  the  words  of  the  covenant  which  they  had 
made  before  me,  when  they  cut  the  calf  in  twain,  and  passed 
between  the  pieces  thereof.    The  officers  of  Judah,  and  the  19 
officers  of  Jerusalem,  the  eunuchs,  and  the  priests,  and  all 
the  people  of  the  land,  who  passed  between  the  pieces  of 
the  calf;    I  will  even  give  them  into  the  hand  of  their  ene-20 
mies,  and  into  the  hand  of  them  that  seek  their  life,  and 
their  carrion  shall  be  for  food  unto  the  fowls  of  heaven, 
and  to  the  beasts  of  the  earth.    And  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  21 
and  his  officers  will  I  give  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies, 
and  into  the  hand  of  them  that  seek  their  life,  and  into  the 
hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon's  force,  which  are  gone  up  from 
15  Vol.  II. 
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you.    Behold,  I  will  command,  is  the  declaration   of  the  22 
Eternal,  and  make  them  return  to  this  city;  and  they  shall 
fight  against  it,  and  conquer  it,  and  burn  it  with  fire:  and 
I  will  make  the  cities  of  Judah  a  desolation  without  an  in- 
habitant.   Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  If  my  covenant  be  not 
day  and  night,  and  if  I  have  not  appointed  the  ordinances"5 
of  heaven  and  earth;    Then  will  I  cast  away  the  seed  of  26 
Jacob,  and  David  my  servant,  so  that  1  will  not  take  any 
of  his  seed  to  be  rulers  over  the  seed  of  Abraham,  Isaac, 
and  Jacob :  for  I  will  restore  their  captivity,  and  have  mercy 
on  them. 

HAFTARAH  OF  TERUMAH. 
1  KINGS  V.  26—32,  VI.  1  —  13. 
And  the  Eternal  gave  Solomon  wisdom,  as  he  promised  26 
him;  and  there  was  peace  between  Hiram  and  Solomon;  and 
they  two  made  a   covenant  together.    And  king  Solomon  27 
raised  a  levy  out  of  all  Israel;  and  the  levy  was  thirty 
thousand  men.    And  he  sent  them  to  Lebanon,  ten  thousand  28 
the  month  by  courses;  a  month  they  were  in  Lebanon,  and 
two  months  at  home:  and  Adoniram  was  over  the  levy.   And  29 
Solomon  had  threescore  and  ten  thousand  that  bare  burdens, 
and  fourscore  thousand  hewers  in  the  mountains :    Besides  30 
the  officers  of  Solomon's  superintendents  who  were  over  the 
work,  three  thousand  and  three  hundred  who  ruled  over  the 
people  that  wrought  in  the  work.   And  the  king  commanded,  31 
and  they  brought  great  stones,    costly  stones,  to  lay  the 
foundation  of  the  house,  hewed  stones.   And  Solomon's  buil-32 
ders  and  Hiram's  builders  did  hew  them,  and  the  Giblim : 
so  they  prepared  the  trees  and  stones  to  build  the  house.  ^ 
And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  four  hundred  and  eightieth  year  i 
after  the  children   of  Israel  were  come  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  in  the  fourth  year  of  Solomon's  reign  over  Israel ,  in 
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the  month  Zif,  which  is  the  second  month,  that  he  began  to 
build  the  house  of  the  Eternal.    And  the  house  which  king'  2 
Solomon  built  for  the  Eternal,  the  length  thereof  was  three- 
score cubits,  and  the  breadth  thereof  twenty  cubits,  and  the 
height  thereof  thirty  cubits.    And  the  porch  before  the  temple  3 
of  the  house,  twenty  cubits  was  the  length  thereof,  according 
to  the  breadth  of  the  house ;  and  ten  cubits  was  the  breadth 
thereof  before  the  house.    And  for  the  house  he  made  win-  4 
dows  of  timber  latticed.    And  against  the  wall  of  the  house  5 
he  built  a  passage  round  about,  against  the  walls  of  the 
house  round  about,  both  of  the  temple  and  of  the  oracle; 
and  he  made  side  chambers  round  about.    The  nethermost  6 
passage  was  five  cubits  broad,  and  the  middle  was  six  cubits 
broad,  and  the  third  was  seven  cubits  broad:  for  without  in 
the  wall  of  the  house  he  made  otfsets  round  about,  in  order 
not  to  fasten  in  the  walls  of  the  house.    And  the  house,  7 
when  it  was  in  building,  was  built  of  stone  made  ready  be- 
fore it  was  brought  thither :  so  that  there  was  neither  ham- 
mer, nor  axe,  nor  any  tool  of  iron  heard  in  the  house  while 
it  was  in  building.    The  door  of  the  middle  side-chamber  8 
was  in  the  right  side  of  the  house:  and  they  went  up  with 
winding  stairs  into  the  middle  passage,  and  out  of  the  middle 
into  the  third.    So  he  built  the  house,  and  finished  it;  and  9 
secured  the  house  with  planks  and  ranks  in  cedar.    And  he  10 
built  the  passage  against  all  the  house,  five  cubits  the  height 
thereof:  and  they  joined  the  house  with  timber  of  cedar. 
And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  to  Solomon,  saying,  Con-11 
cerning  this  house  which  thou  art  in  building,  if  thou  wilt1" 
walk  in  my  ordinances,  and  do  my  judgments,  and  keep  all 
my  commandments  to  walk  in  them;  then  will  I  perform  my 
word  with  thee,  which  I  spake  unto  David  thy  father:    And  13 
I  will  dwell  among  the  children  of  Israel,  and  will  not  for- 
sake my  people  Israel. 
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(If  this  should  be  Sabbath  Zechor,   the  Haftarah  for  that 
day  is  said.) 

EZEKIEL  XLIIL  10-27. 
Thou  son  of  man,  tell  the  house  to  the  house  of  Israel,  10 
that  they  should  be  confounded  by  their  iniquities:  and  let 
them  measure  the  pattern.    And  if  they  be  confounded  by  11 
all  that  they  have  done,  make  known  to  them  the  form  of 
the  house,  and  the  fashion  thereof,  and  the  goings  out  there- 
of, and  the  comings  in  thereof,  and  all  the  forms  thereof, 
and  all  the  ordinances  thereof,  and  all  the  forms  thereof, 
and  all  the  laws  thereof:  and  write  it  before  their  eyes,  that 
they  may  keep  the  whole  form  thereof,  and  all  the  ordinances 
thereof,  and  do  them.    This  is  the  law  of  the  house;  Upon  12 
the  top  of  the  mountain  the  whole  boundary  thereof  round 
about  shall  be  holiness  of  holinesses.    Behold ,  this  is  the 
law  of  the  house.    And  these  are  the  measures  of  the  altar  13 
after  the  cubits:   The  cubit  is  a  cubit  and  a  hand  breadth; 
even  the  bottom  shall  be  a  cubit,   and  the  breadth  a  cubit, 
and  the  boundary  thereof  by  the  edge  thereof  round  about 
shall  be  a  span  :  and  this  shall  be  the  higher  place  of  the 
altar.    And  from  the  bottom  upon  the  earlh  even  to  the  14 
lower  settle  shall  be  two  cubits,  and  the  breadth  one  cubit; 
and  from  the  lesser  settle  even  to  the  greater  settle  shall 
be  four  cubits;  and  the  breadth  of  the  cubit.    So  the  altar  15 
shall  be  four  cubits;  and  from  the  altar  and  upwards  shall 
be  four  horns.    And  the  altar  shall  be  twelve  cubits  long,  16 
twelve  broad,  square  in  the  four  squares  thereof,    And  the  17 
settle  shall  be  fourteen  cubits   long  and  fourteen  broad  in 
the  four  squares  thereof;  and  the  boundary  about  it  shall 
be  half  a  cubit;  and  the  bottom  thereof  shall  be  a  cubit 
about;  and  its  stairs  shall  turn  towards  the  east.    And  he  18 
said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal; 
These  are  the  ordinances  of  the  altar  in  the  day  when  they 
shall  make  it,  to  bring  burnt  offerings  thereon,  and  to  sprinkle 
blood  thereon.    And  thou  shalt  give  to  the  priests  the  Le-19 
vites  that  be  of  the  seed  of  Zadok,  who  approach  unto  me, 
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to  minister  unto  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal, 
a  young-  bull  for  a  sin  offering-.    And  thou  shalt  take  of  the  20 
blood  thereof,  and  put  it  on  the  four  horns  of  it,  and  on 
the  four  corners  of  the  settle,  and  upon  the  boundary  round 
about;  thus  shalt  thou  cleanse  and  expiate  for  it.    Thou  shalt 21 
take  the  bull  also  of  the  sin  offering-,  and  he  shall  burn  it 
in  the  appointed  place  of  the  house,  without  the  sanctuary. 
And  on  the  second  day  thou  shalt  offer  a  kid  of  the  g-oats22 
without  blemish  for  a  sin  offering-;  and  they  shall  cleanse 
the  altar,  as  they  did  cleanse  it  with  the  bull.    When  thou  23 
hast  finished  cleansing-  it,  thou  shalt  offer  a  young-  bull  with- 
out blemish,  and  a  ram  out  of  the  flock  without  blemish. 
And  thou  shalt  offer  them  before  the  Eternal,  and  the  priests  24 
shall  cast  salt  upon  them,  and  they  shall  offer  them  for  a 
burnt  offering-  unto  the  Eternal.     Seven   days   shalt   thou  25 
prepare  every  day  a  g-oat  for  a  sin  offering :  they  shall  also 
prepare  a  young-  bull,  and  a  ram  out  of  the  flock,  without 
blemish.    Seven  days  shall  they  expiate  for  the  altar  and  26 
purify  it:  and  they  shall  consecrate  themselves.    And  when  27 
these  days  are  expired,  it  shall  be,  that  upon  the  eighth 
day,  and  so  forward,  the  priests  shall  prepare  your  burnt 
offerings  upon  the  altar,  and  your  feast  offerings:  and  I  will 
accept  you,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal. 

HAFTARAH  OF  KE  TISSA. 

(According  to  the  AshJcenasim.) 

1  KINGS  XVIII.  1-39. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  after  many  days,  that  the  word  of  i 
the  Eternal  came  to  Elijah  in  the  third  year,  saying,  Go 
shew  thyself  unto  Ahab;  and  1  will  send  rain  upon  the  face 
of  the  ground.    And  Elijah  went  to  shew  himself  unto  Ahab.  2 
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And  the  famine  was  sore  in  Samaria.    And  Ahab  called  3 
Obadiah,  who  was  over  the  house;  and  Obadiah  feared  the 
Eternal  greatly :    For  it  was  so ,  when  Jezebel  cut  off  the  4 
prophets  of  the  Eternal ,  that  Obadiah  took  a  hundred  prophets 
and  hid  them  by  fifty  in  a  cave,  and  nourished  them  with 
bread  and  water.    And  Ahab  said  unto  Obadiah,  Go  into  5 
the  land,  unto  all  fountains  of  water,  and  unto  all  brooks: 
peradventure  we  may  find  grass  to  save  the  horses  and  mules 
alive,  that  we  lose  not  all  the  beasts.    So  they  divided  the  6 
land  between  them,  to  pass  throughout  it:  Ahab  went  one 
way  by  himself,  and  Obadiah  went  another  way  by  himself. 
And  as  Obadiah  was  in  the  way,  behold,  Elijah  met  him:  and  7 
he  recognised  hiin,  and  fell  on  his  face,  and  said,  Art  thou 
that  my  lord  Elijah?    And  he  answered  him,  I  am:  go,  tell  8 
thy  Lord,  Behold,  Elijah  is  here.    And  he  said,  What  have  9 
I  sinned,  that  thou  wouldest  give  thy  servant  into  the  hand 
of  Ahab  to  put  me  to  death?   As  the  Eternal  thy  God  liveth,  10 
if  there  be  a  nation  or  kingdom  whither  my  lord  has  not 
sent  to  seek  thee,  and  they  said,  He  is  not  there,  and  he 
adjured  the  kingdom  and  nation,  because  they  found  thee 
not.    And  now  thou  sayest,  Go,  tell  thy  lord,  Behold,  Elijah  11 
is  here.    And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  as  soon  as  I  am  gone  12 
from  thee,  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal  shall  carry  thee 
whither  I  know  not;  and  so  when  I  come  and  tell  Ahab, 
and  he  cannot  find  thee,  he  shall  slay  me:  but  1  thy  servant 
fear  the  Eternal  from  my  youth.    Was  it  not  told  my  lord  13 
what  I  did  when  Jezebel  slew  the  prophets  of  the  Eternal, 
how  I  hid  a  hundred  men  of  the  prophets  of  the  Eternal, 
by  fifty  in  a  cave,  and  nourished  them  with  bread  and  water? 
And  now  thou  sayest,  Go,  tell  thy  lord,  Behold,  Elijah  is  14 
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here:  and  he  shall  slay  me.    And  Elijah  said,  As  the  Eternal  15 
of  hosts  liveth,  before  whom  I  stand,  that  I  will  be  seen  by 
him  to-day.    So  Obadiah  went  towards  Ahab,  and  told  him,  16 
and  Ahab  went  towards  Elijah.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  17 
Ahab  saw  Elijah,  that  Ahab  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  he  that 
troubleth  Israel?    And  he  answered,  I  have  not  troubled  1  § 
Israel;  but  thou  and  thy  father's  house,  in  that  ye  have  for- 
saken the  commandments  of  the  Eternal,  and  wentest  after 
the  Baalim.    Now  therefore  send,  and  gather  to  me  all  Israel  19 
unto  mount  Carmel ,  and  the  prophets  of  the  Baal  four  hundred 
and  fifty,  and  the  prophets  of  the  groves  four  hundred,  who 
eat  at  Jezebel's  table. 

(The  Se far  dim  commence  here.) 
So  Ahab  sent  unto  all  the  children  of  Israel,  and  gathered  20 
the  prophets  together  unto  mount  Carmel.    And  Elijah  stepped  21 
nigh  unto  all  the  people,  and  said,  How  long  halt  ye  between 
two  opinions?  if  the  Eternal  be  God,  follow  him:  but  if  the 
Baal,  then  follow  him.    And  the  people  answered  him  not 
a  word.    Then  said  Elijah  unto  the  people,  I,  even  I  only.  22 
was  left  a  prophet  of  the  Eternal;  but  the  prophets  of  the 
Baal  are  four  hundred  and  fifty  men.    Let  them  therefore  23 
give  us  two  bulls ;  and  let  them  choose  one  bull  for  them- 
selves, and  sever  it  in  pieces,  and  put  it  on  the  wood,  and 
put  no  fire  under:  and  I  will  dress  the  one  bull,  and  lay 
it  on  wood,  and  put  no  fire  under:    And  call  ye  on  the  name  24 
to  your  gods,  and  I  will  call  on  the  name  of  the  Eternal: 
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and  the  God  that  answereth  by  fire,  let  hiin  be  God.  And 
all  the  people  answered  and  said,   The  thing*  is  good.    And 25 
Elijah  said  unto  the  prophets  of  the  Baal,  Choose  you  one 
bull  for  yourselves,  and  dress  it  first;  for  ye  are  the  many: 
and  call  on  the  name  of  your  gods ,  but  put  no  fire  under: 
And  they  took  the  bull  which  one  gave  them ,   and  they  26 
dressed  it,  and  called  on  the  name  of  the  Baal,  from  morning 
even  until  noon,  saying,  0  Baal,  answer  us!  But  there  was 
no  voice,  nor  any  that  answered.   And  they  leaped  upon  the 
altar  which  one  had  made.    And  it  came  to  pass  at  noon,  27 
that  Elijah  mocked  them,  and  said,  Call  with  a  loud  voice; 
for  he  is  a  god:  either  he  is  talking,  or  gone  aside,  or  he 
is  in  a  journey,  or  peradventure  he  sleepeth  and  must  be 
awaked.    And  they  called  with  a  loud  voice,  and  cut  them- 28 
selves  after  their  manner,  with  swords  and  lances,  till  the 
blood  gushed  out  upon  them.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when 29 
mid-day  was  passed,  and  they  prophesied  until  the  time  of 
the  offering  of  the  evening  oblation,  that  there  was  neither 
voice,  nor  any  to  answer,  nor  any  that  attended.  And  Elijah  30 
said  unto  all  the  people,  Step  near  unto  me.    And  all  the 
people  stepped  near  unto  him.    And  he  repaired  the  altar 
of  the  Eternal  that  was  pulled  down.   And  Elijah  took  twelve  31 
stones,  according  to  the  number  of  the  tribes  of  the  sons  of 
Jacob,  unto  whom  the  word  of  the  Eternal  was,  saying,  Israel 
shall  be  thy  name:    And  with  the  stones  he  built  an  altar 32 
in  the  name  of  the  Eternal:  and  he  made  a  trench  about  the 
altar,  as  great  as  would  contain  two  seahs  of  seed.    And  he  33 
set  the  wood  in  order,  and  severed  the  bull  in  pieces,  and 
put  it  on  the  wood,    And  said,  Fill  four  pitchers  with  water,  34 
and  pour  it  on  the  burnt-sacrifice,  and  on  the  wood.  And 
he  said,   Do  it  the  second  time:  and  they  did  it  a  second 
time.    And  he  said,  Do  it  the  third  time:  and  they  did 
it  the  third  time.    And  the  water  went  round  about  the  35 
altar;  and  he  filled  the  trench  also  with  water.    And  it 36 
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came  to  pass,  at  the  time  of  the  offering  of  the  evening 
oblation,  that  Elijah  the  prophet  stepped  near,  and  said, 
Eternal  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  of  Israel,  let  it  be  known 
this  day  that  thou  art  God  in  Israel,  and  that  I  am  thy 
servant,  and  that  I  have  done  all  these  things  at  thy  word. 
Hear  me,  0  Eternal,  hear  me;  that  this  people  may  know 37 
that  thou  art  the  Eternal  God,  and  that  thou  hast  turned 
their  heart  back.    Then  the  fire  of  the  Eternal  fell,  and 38 
consumed  the  burnt-sacrifice,  and  the  wood,  and  the  stones, 
and  the  dust,  and  licked  up  the  water  that  was  in  the  trench. 
And  when  all  the  people  saw  it,  they  fell  on  their  faces:  39 
and  they  said,  The  Eternal,  he  is  the  God;  the  Eternal,  he 
is  the  God. 

HAFTARAH  OF  VAYAKHEL. 
(According  to  the  Sefardim.) 
1  KINGS  VII.  13-26. 
And  king  Solomon  sent,  and  fetched  Hiram  out  of  Tyre.  13 
He  was  a  widow's  son  of  the  tribe  of  Naphtali,  and  his  father  14 
was  a  man  of  Tyre,  an  artificer  in  copper;  and  he  was 
filled  with  wisdom  and  understanding,  and  knowledge,  to  do 
all  works  in  the  copper.    And  he  came  to  king  Solomon, 
and  did  all  his  work.    For  he  cast  the  two  columns  of  15 
copper:  eighteen  cubits  was  the  height  of  the  one,  aud  a 
thread  of  twelve  cubits  did  compass  the  second  column: 
And  he  made  two  chapiters  of  molten  copper,  to  set  upon  the  16 
tops  of  the  columns :  the  height  of  the  one  chapiter  was  five 
cubits,  and  the  height  of  the  other  chapiter  was  five  cubits: 
16  Vol.  II. 
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And  entwinings  of  entwined  work  ,  and  tassels  of  chain-work,  17 
for  the  chapiters  which  were  upon  the  top  of  the  columns ;  seven 
for  the  one  chapiter,  and  seven  for  the  other  chapiter.   And  18 
he  made  the  columns,  and  two  rows  round  about  upon  the  one 
entwined  work,  to  cover  the  chapiters  that  were  upon  the 
top  of  the  pomegranates:  and  so  did  he  for  the  other  chapi- 
ter.   And  the  chapiters  that  were  upon  the  top  of  the  columns  i9 
were  of  lily-work  in  the  porch,  four  cubits.    And  the  chapi-  20 
ters  upon  the  two  columns  were  also  above ,  over  against  the 
belly  which  was  by  the  entwined  work :  and  the  pomegranates 
were  two  hundred,  in  rows  round  about  upon  the  second 
chapiter.    And  he  set  up  the  columns  in  the  porch  of  the  21 
lemple;  and  he  set  up  the  right  column,  and  called  the  name 
thereof  Jachin;   and  he  set  up  the  left  column,  and  called 
the  name  thereof  Boaz.    And  upon  the  top  of  the  columns  22 
was  lily-work:  so  was  the  work  of  the  columns  completed. 
And  he  made  the  molten  sea,  ten  cubits  from  the  one  brim 23 
to  the  other:  it  was  round  all  about,  and  its  height  was 
five  cubits;  and  a  line  of  thirty  cubits  did  compass  it  round 
about.    And  under  the  brim  of  it  round  about  there  were  24 
knops  surrounding  it,  ten  in  a  cubit,  surrounding  the  sea 
round  about:  the  knops  were  cast  in  two  rows,  when  it  was 
east.    It  stood  upon  twelve  oxen,  three  turning  towards  the 25 
north,  and  three  turning  towards  the  west,  and  three  turning 
towards  the  south,  and  three  turning  towards  the  sun-rise: 
and  the  sea  was  set  above  upon  them,  and  all  their  hinder 
parts  were  inward.    And  its  thickness  was  a  hand-breath,  26 
and  the  brim  thereof  was  wrought  like  the  brim  of  a  cup, 
with  blossoms  of  lilies :  it  could  contain  two  thousand  baths. 
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{This  Haftarah  is  also  said  by  the  Sefardim  on  Sabbath  Pekude,) 
(According  to  the  Ashkenasim.) 
1  KINGS  VII.  40-50. 
And  Hiram  made  the  lavers ,  and  the  shovels,  and  the  40 
imsoiis.    So  Hiram  finished  doing  all  the  work  that  he  made 
for  the  king  Solomon  for  the  house  of  the  Eternal;    Two  41 
columns,  and  the  bowls  of  the  chapiters  that  were  on  the 
lop  of  the  two  columns;  and  the  two  entwined  works,  to  cover 
the  two  bowls  of  the  chapiters  which  were  upon  the  top  of 
the  columns ;    And  four  hundred  pomegranates  for  the  two  42 
entwined  works,  even  two  rows  of  pomegranates  for  one  ent- 
wined work,  to  cover  the  two  bowls  of  the  chapiters  that 
were  upon  the  columns:    And  the  ten  bases,  and  ten  lavers  43 
on  the  bases;    And  one  sea,  and  twelve  oxen  under  the  sea; 44 
And  the  pots,  and  the  shovels,  and  the  basons:  and  all  these 45 
vessels,  which  Hiram  made  to  king  Solomon  for  the  house 
©f  the  Eternal,  were  of  polished  copper.    In  the  circuit  of  46 
the  Jordan  did  the  king  cast  them,  in  the  thick  of  the  ground, 
between  Succoth  and  Zarthan.    And  Solomon  left  all  the  ves-47 
sels  unweighed,  because  they  were  exceeding  many:  neither 
was  the  weight  of  the  copper  investigated.    And  Solomon  48 
made  all  the  vessels  that  pertained  unto  the  house  of  the 
Eternal :  the  altar  of  gold ,  and  the  table  of  gold ,  whereupon 
the  shew-bread  was,    And  the  candelabra  of  pure  gold,  five 49 
on  the  right  side,  and  five  on  the  left,  before  the  oracle 
with  the  blossoms,  and  the  lamps,  and  the  tongs,  of  gold; 
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And  the  basons,  and  the  snuffers,  and  the  bowls,  and  the  50 
spoons,   and  the  censers,  of  pure  gold:  and  the  hinges  of 
gold,  both -for  the  doors  of  the  inner  house,  the  most  holy 
place,  and  for  the  doors  of  the  house,  to  wit,  of  the  temple. 

HAFTARAH  OF  PEKUDE. 

(For  this  Sabbath  the  Sefardim  read  „Vayaas  Hirom.") 
(According  to  the  Ashhenasim.) 
1  KINGS  VII.  51,  VIII.  1—21. 
So  was  accomplished  all  the  work  that  king  Solomon  made  51 
for  the  house  of  the  Eternal.    And  Solomon  brought  in  the 
things  which  David  his  father  had  hallowed ;  even  the  silver, 
and  the  gold,  and  the  vessels,  did  he  put  among  the  trea- 
sures of  the  house  of  the  Eternal.   Then  Solomon  assembled? 

1 

the  elders  of  Israel,  and  all  the  heads  of  the  tribes,  the  chief 
of  the  fathers  of  the  children  of  Israel,  unto  the  king  Solo- 
mon in  Jerusalem,  that  they  might  bring  up  the  ark  of  the 
covenant  of  the  Eternal  out  of  the  city  of  David,  which  is 
Zion.    And  all  the  men  of  Israel  assembled  themselves  unto  2 
the  king  Solomon  at  the  festival,  in  the  month  Ethanim, 
which  is  the  seventh  month.    And  all  the  elders  of  Israels 
came,  and  the  priests  carried  the  ark.   And  they  brought 4 
up  the  ark  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  appointed  tent,  and  all 
the  vessels  of  holiness,  that  were  in  the  tent,  even  those  did 
the  priests  and  the  Levites  bring  up.  And  the  king  Solomon,  5 
and  all  the  congregation  of  Israel,  that  were  met  by  him,  was 
with  him  before  the  ark,  sacrificing  sheep  and  oxen,  that  could 
not  be  counted  nor  numbered  for  multitude.    And  the  priests  6 
brought  in  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal  unto  his  place, 
into  the  oracle  of  the  house,  to  the  most  holy  place,  even 
under  the  wings  of  the  cherubim.    For  the  cherubim  spread  7 
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forth  their  two  wings  over  the  place  of  the  ark ,  and  the 
cherubim  sheltered  the  ark,  and  the  staves  thereof,  above. 
And  the  staves  were  so  long,  that  the  ends  of  the  staves  8 
were  seen  out  in  the  holy  place  before  the  oracle,  and  they 
were  not  seen  without:  and  there  they  are  unto  this  day. 
There  was  nothing:  in  the  ark ,  save  the  two  tablets  of  stone,  9 
which  Moses  placed  there  at  Horeb,  when  the  Eternal  made 
a  covenant  with  the  children  of  Israel,  when  they  came  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  priests  10 
were  come  out  of  the  holy  place,  that  the  cloud  filled  the 
house  of  the  Eternal    So  that  the  priests  could  not  stand  1  1 
to  minister  because  of  the  cloud :  for  the  glory  of  the  Eternal 
had  filled  the  house  of  the  Eternal.    Then  spake  Solomon,  12 
The  Eternal  said  that  he  would  dwell  in  the  thick  cloud. 
I  have  surely  built  thee  a  house  of  residence,  an  establish- 13 
ment  for  thee  to  abide  in  for  ever.    And  the  king  turned  14 
his  face  about,  and  blessed  all  the  assembly  of  Israel:  and 
all  the  assembly  of  Israel  stood:    And  he  said.  Blessed  be  15 
the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  who  spake  with  his  mouth  unto 
David  my  father,  and  hath  with  his  hand  fulfilled  it,  saying, 
Since  the  day  that  I  brought  forth  my  people  Israel  out  of  15 
Egypt,  I  chose  no  city  out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  build 
a  house,  that  my  name  might  be  therein;  but  I  chose  David 
to  be  over  my  people  Israel    And  it  was  in  the  heart  of  17 
David  my  father  to  build  a  house  for  the  name  of  the  Eternal 
God  of  Israel    And  the  Eternal  said  unto  David  my  father,  18 
Whereas  it  was  in  thy  heart  to  build  a  house  unto  my  name, 
thou  didst  well  that  it  was  in  thy  heart:   Nevertheless  thou  19 
shalt  not  build  the  house;  but  thy  son,  that  shall  come  forth 
out  of  thy  loins,  he  shall  build  the  house  unto  my  name. 
And  the  Eternal  hath  performed  his  word  that  he  spake ;  20 
and  I  am  risen  up  in  the  room  of  David  my  father,  and  sit 
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on  the  throne  of  Israel,  as  the  Eternal  spake,  and  have  built 
the  house  for  the  name  of  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.   And  21 
I  have  set  there  a  place  for  the  ark,  wherein  is  the  covenant 
of  the  Eternal,  which  he  made  with  our  fathers,  when  he 
brought  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 


HAFTARAH  OF  SABBATH  SHEKALLIM. 
(The  Sefardim  commence  here.) 
2  KINGS  XL  1  7—20,  XII.  1—17. 
And  Jehoiada  made  the  covenant  between  the  Eternal  and  17 
the  king-  and  the  people,  that  they  should  be  the  people  of 
the  Eternal;  between  the  king  also  and  the  people.    And  all  18 
the  people  of  the  land  came  into  the  house  of  the  Baal,  and 
pulled  it  down ;  his  altars  and  his  images  brake  they  in  pieces 
thoroughly,  and  slew  Mattan  the  priest  of  Baal  before  the 
altars.    And  the  priest  made  appointments  over  the  house  of 
the  Eternal.    And  he  took  the  officers  over  the  hundreds,  19 
and  the  captains,  and  the  runners,  and  all  the  people  of  the 
land,  and  they  brought  down  the  king  from  the  house  of  the 
Eternal,  and  came  by  the  way  of  the  gate  of  the  runners 
to  the  king's  house.   And  he  sat  on  the  throne  of  the  kings. 
And  all  the  people  of  the  land  rejoiced,  and  the  city  was  20 
in  quiet:  and  they  put  Athaliah  to  death  with  the  sword 
beside  the  king's  house. 

(The  Aslikenasim  commence  here.) 
Seven  years  old  was  Jehoash  when  he  began  to  reign.   In  1 
the  seventh  year  of  Jehu ,  Jehoash  began  to  reign ;  and  forty  ^ 
years  reigned  he  in  Jerusalem:  and  his  mother's  name  was 
Zibiah  of  Beersheba.    And  Jehoash  did  what  was  right  in  the  3 
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eyes  of  the  Eternal  all  his  days,  as  Jehoiada  the  priest  in- 
structed him.    But  the  high  places  were  not  taken  away :  4 
the  people  still  sacrificed  and  caused  offerings  to  ascend  in 
fumes  in  the  high  places.    And  Jehoash  said  to  the  priests,  5 
All  the  money  of  the  delicated  things  that  is  brought  into 
the  house  of  the  Eternal,  current  money  for  persons,  the 
money  according  to  the  estimation  of  a  person,  and  all 
money  that  cometh  into  any  man's  heart  to  bring  into  the 
house  of  the  Eternal.  — Let  the  priests  take  it  to  them,  every  6 
man  of  his  acquaintance;  and  let  them  repair  the  damage 
of  the  house,  wheresoever  any  damage  shall  be  found,  But? 
it  was  so,  that,  in  the  three  and  twentieth  year  of  king 
Jehoash,  the  priests  had  not  repaired  the  damage  of  the 
house.   Then  king  Jehoash  called  for  Jehoiada  the  priest,  8 
and  the  other  priests  and  said  unto  them,  Why  repair  ye 
not  the  damage  of  the  house?    Now,  therefore,  take  no 
more  money  of  your  acquaintance,  but  deliver  it  for  the  da- 
mage of  the  house.    And  the  priests  consented  to  take  no  9 
more  money  of  the  people,  neither  to  repair  the  damage  of 
the  house.    But  Jehoiada  the  priest  took  a  case,  and  bored  10 
a  hole  in  the  lid  of  it,  and  set  it  beside  the  altar,  on  the 
right,  as  one  cometh  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal:  and  the 
priests  that  kept  the  door  put  therein  all  the  money  that 
was  brought  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal.    And  it  was  so,  1  i 
when  they  saw  that  there  was  much  money  in  the  case ,  that 
the  king's  scribe  and  the  high  priest  came  up,  and  they  put 
up  in  bags,  and  counted  the  money  that  was  found  in  the 
house  of  the  Eternal.    And  they  gave  the  money,  being  told,  1 2 
into  the  hands  of  them  that  did  the  work,  that  were  ap- 
pointed over  the  house  of  the  Eterual :  and  they  laid  it  out 
to  the  carpenters  and  builders  that  wrought  upon  the  house 
of  the  Eternal,    And  to  masons,  and  hewers  of  stone,  [[and  is 
to  obtain  wood  and  hewed  stone  to  repair  the  damage  of 
the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  for  all  that  was  laid  out  for 
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the  house  to  repair  it.    Howbeit,  there  were  not  made  for  14 
the  house  of  the  Eternal  basons  of  silver ,  snuffers,  bowls, 
trumpets,  any  vessels  of  gold,  or  vessels  of  silver,  of  the 
money  that  was  brought  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal:   But  15 
they  gave  that  to  the  workmen,  and  repaired  therewith  the 
house  of  the  Eternal:    However,  they  reckoned  not  with  the  16 
men  into  whose  hand  they  gave  the  money  to  give  it  to 
workmen:  for  they  acted  faithfully.    The  guilt-money  and  17 
sin-money  was  not  brought  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal : 
it  was  the  priests. 


READING  OF  THE  MAFT1R  FOR  SABBATH  ZACHOR. 
DEUTERONOMY  XXV.  17-19. 
Remember  what  Amalek  did  to  thee  by  the  way,  when  ye  17 
were  gone  forth  out  of  Egypt;    How  he  met  thee  by  the  18 
way,  and  smote  the  hindmost  of  thee,  even  all  that  were 
feeble  behind  thee,  when  thou  wast  faint  and  weary;  and  he 
feared  not  God.    Therefore  it  shall  be,   when  the  Eternal  19 
thy  God  hath  given  thee  rest  from  all  thine  enemies  round 
about,  in  the  land  which  the  Eternal  thy  God  giveth  thee 
for  an  inheritance  to  possess  it,  that  thou  shalt  wipe  away 
the  remembrance  of  Amalek  from  under  heaven:  thou  shalt 
not  forget  it. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SABBATH  ZACHOR. 
1  SAMUEL  XV.  1-34. 
Samuel  also  said  unto  Saul,  Me  the  Eternal  sent  to  anoint  1 
thee  to  be  king  over  his  people,  over  Israel:  now  therefore 
hearken  thou  unto  the  voice  of  the  words  of  the  Eternal. 

(The  AsJvkenasim  commence  here.) 
Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  of  hosts,  1  have  borne  in  mind  2 
that  which  Amalek  did  to  Israel,  how  he  laid  wait  for  him 
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in  the  way  when  he  came  up  from  Egypt.    Now  go,  and 3 
smite  Amalek,  and  doom  to  destruction  all  that  they  have, 
and  pity  them  not;  but  put  to  death  from  man  to  woman, 
from  infant  to  suckling  from  ox  to  sheep,  from  camel  to  ass. 
And  Saul  summoned  the  people  together,  and  mustered  them  4 
in  Telaim,  two  hundred  thousand  men  on  foot,  and  ten  thou- 
sand with  the  men  of  Judah.   And  Saul  came  to  a  city  of  5 
Amalek,  and  laid  wait  at  the  brook.    And  Saul  said  unto  6 
the  Kenites,  Go,  depart,  go  down  from  among  the  Amalekites, 
lest  I  sweep  you  away  with  them:  for  ye  shewed  mercy  to 
all  the  children  of  Israel  when  they  came  up  out  of  Egypt. 
So  the  Kenite  departed  from  among  the  Amalekites.    And  7 
Saul  smote  the  Amalekite  from  Havilah  until  thou  comest  to 
Shur,  that  is  over  against  Egypt.    And  he  caught  Agag  the  8 
king  of  Amalek  alive ,  and  doomed  all  the  people  to  destruc- 
tion with  the  edge  of  the  sword.    But  Saul  and  the  people  9 
spared  Agag,  and  the  best  of  the  flocks,  and  of  the  herds, 
and  of  the  fatlings ,  and  the  pasture  lambs,  and  all  that  was 
good ,  and  would  not  doom  them  to  destruction:  but  every 
thing  that  was  vile  and  refuse,  that  they  doomed  to  destruc- 
tion.  Then  came  the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto  Samuel ,  saying,  10 
I  repent  that  I  have  declared  Saul  king :  for  he  is  turned  1 1 
back  from  following  me,  and  hath  not  performed  my  com- 
mandments.   And  it  grieved  Samuel;  and  he  cried  unto  the 
Eternal  all  night.    And  when  Samuel  rose  early  to  meet  Saul  1 2 
in  the  morning,  it  was  told  Samuel,  saying,  Saul  came  to 
Carmel,  and,  behold,  he  set  him  up  a  monument,  and  is  gone 
about,  and  passed  on,  and  gone  down  to  the  Gilgal.    And  13 
Samue   came  to  Saul:  and  Saul  said  unto  him,  Blessed  be 
thou  of  the  Eternal :  I  have  performed  the  word  of  the 
17  Vol.  II. 
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Eternal.    And  Samuel  said,  What  meaneth  then  this  bleating  14 
of  the  flocks  in  mine  ears,  and  the  lowing-  of  the  herds  which 
I  hear?    And  Saul  said,  They  have  brought  them  from  the  15 
Amalekites :  for  the  people  spared  the  best  of  the  flocks  and 
of  the  herds  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God;  and  the 
rest  we  have  doomed.    Then  Samuel  said  unto  Saul,  Keep  16 
off,  and  I  will  tell  thee  what  the  Eternal  has  spoken  unto 
me  this  night.    And  he  said  unto  him,  Speak.    And  Samuel  17 
said,  It  is  not  although  thou  wast  little  in  thine  own  eyes, 
1hou  art  yet  the  head  of  the  tribes  of  Israel,  and  the  Eternal 
anointed  thee  king  over  Israel,    And  the  Eternal  sent  thee  18 
on  a  journey,  and  said,  Go,  and  doom  the  sinners  Amalek, 
and  fight  against  them  until  they  be  consumed.    Wherefore  1§ 
then  didst  thou  not  obey  the  voice  of  the  Eternal,  but  didst 
dart  upon  the  spoil,  and  didst  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eter- 
nal?   And  Saul  said  unto  Samuel,  Yea,  I  have  obeyed  the  20 
Yoice  of  the  Eternal,  and  have  gone  the  way  which  the  Eternal 
sent  me,  and  have  brought  Agag  the  king  of  Amalek,  and 
Amalek  have  I  doomed.    But  the  people  took  of  the  spoil,  21 
flocks  and  herds,  the  chief  of  the  doomed  things,  to  sacrifice 
unto  the  Eternal  thy  God  in  the  Gilgal.    And  Samuel  said,  22 
Hath  the  Eternal  as  great  delight  in  burnt-offerings  and  sa- 
crifices as  in  obeying  the  voice  of  the  Eternal?  Behold,  to 
obey  is  better  than  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken  than  the  fat  of 
rams.    For  as  the  sin  of  divination  is  rebellion,  and  as  ini-23 
ijuity  and  teraphim  is  stubbornness.    Because  thou  hast  scor- 
ned the  word  of  the  Eternal,  he  has  also  rejected  thee  from 24 
being  king.    And  Saul  said  unto  Samuel,  I  have  sinned:  for 
I  have  transgressed  the  commandment  of  the  Eternal,  and 
thy  words;  because  I  feared  the  people,  and  obeyed  their 
loice.    Now  therefore,  pray,  bear  with  my  sin,  and  return  25 
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with  me,  that  I  may  prostrate  myself  to  the  Eternal    And  26 
Samuel  said  unto  Saul,  I  will  not  return  with  thee:  for  thou 
hast  scorned  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  Eternal  hath 
rejected  thee  from  being-  king:  over  Israel.    And  as  Samuel  27 
turned  about  to  go  away,  he  laid  hold  upon  the  skirt  of 
his  mantle,  and  it  was  rent.   And  Samuel  said  unto  him,  28 
The  Eternal  hath  rent  the  kingdom  of  Israel  from  thee  this 
day,  and  hath  given  it  to  thy  fellow,  that  is  better  than  thou. 
And  also  the  Everlasting  one  of  Israel  will  not  lie,  nor  repent:  29 
for  he  is  not  a  man,  that  he  should  repent.    Then  he  said,  30 
I  have  sinned;  yet  honour  me  now,  pray,  before  the  elders 
of  my  people,  and  before  Israel,  and  return  with  me,  that  I 
may  prostrate  myself  to  the  Eternal  thy  God.    So  Samuel  31 
returned  with  Saul:  and  Saul  prostrated  himself  to  the  Eter- 
nal.   Then  saith  Samuel,  Bring  you  hither  to  me  A  gag  the  32 
king  of  Amalek:  and  Agag  came  unto  him  gratified.  And 
Agag  said,  Surely  the  bitterness  of  death  is  departed.    And  33 
Samuel  said,  As  thy  sword  hath  robbed  women  of  children, 
so  shall  thy  mother  be  bereaved  among  women.   And  Samuel 
hewed  Agag  in  pieces  before  the  Eternal  in  the  Gilgal.    Then  34 
Samuel  went  to  the  Ramah;  and  Saul  went  up  to  his  house 
to  Gibeah  of  Saul. 


READING  OF  THE  MAFTIR  FOR  SABBATH  PARAH. 
NUMBERS  XIX. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  and  to  Aaron,  saying,! 
This  is  the  ordinance  of  the  law  which  the  Eternal  hath  2 
commanded,  saying,  Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they 
take  thee  a  red  cow  without  spot,  wherein  is  no  blemish, 
and  upon  which  never  came  yoke.    And  ye  shall  give  hers 
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to  Eleazar  the  priest,  that  he  may  bring*  her  forth  without 
the  camp,  and  one  shall  kill  her  before  his  face.   And  Eleazar 4 
the  priest  shall  take  of  her  blood  with  his  finger,  and  sprinkle 
of  her  blood  towards  the  front  side  of  the  appointed  tent 
seven  times.    And  one  shall  burn  the  cow  before  his  eyes;  5 
her  skin,  and  her  flesh,  and  her  blood,  with  her  dung-,  shall 
he  burn:    And  the  priest  shall  take  cedar  wood,  and  hyssop,  6 
and  crimson,  and  cast  it  into  the  midst  of  the  burning-  of 
the  cow.    Then  the  priest  shall  wash  his  garments,  and  he  7 
shall  bathe  his  flesh  in  water,  and  afterwards  he  shall  come 
into  the  camp,  but  the  priest  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even. 
And  he  that  burnetii  her  shall  wash  his  g-arments  in  water,  8 
and  bathe  his  flesh  in  water,  and  shall  be  unclean  until  the 
even.    And  a  man  that  is  clean  shall  g-ather  the  ashes  of  9 
the  cow,  and  lay  them  up  without  the  camp  in  a  clean  place, 
and  it  shall  be  as  a  charg-e  for  the  congregation  of  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  for  a  water  of  separation:  it  is  a  purification 
for  sin.    And  he  that  gathereth  the  ashes  of  the  cow  shall  10 
w  ash  his  garments  and  be  unclean  until  the  even :  and  it  shall 
be  to  the  children  of  Israel,  and  to  the  stranger  that  sojour- 
neth  among  them,  for  an  ordinance  for  ever.   He  that  touchethll 
a  dead  body  of  any  man  shall  be  unclean  seven  days.    He  12 
shall  purify  himself  with  it  on  the  third  day,  and  on  the 
seventh  day  he  shall  be  clean :  but  if  he  purify  not  himself 
on  the  third  day,  then  on  the  seventh  day  he  shall  not  be 
clean.    Whosoever  toucheth  a  dead  body  of  any  man  that  13 
died,  and  purifieth  not  himself,  defileth  the  dwelling  of  the 
Eternal;  and  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  Israel:  because 
the  water  of  separation  was  not  sprinkled  upon  him,  he  shall 
be  unclean;  his  uncleanness  is  yet  upon  him.    This  is  the  14 
lawr  when  a  man  dieth  in  a  tent;  all  that  come  into  the  tent, 
and  all  that  is  in  the  tent,  shall  be  unclean  seven  days.    And  15 
every  open  vessel,  which  hath  no  lid  bound  upon  it,  is 
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unclean.    And  whosoever  toucheth  one  that  is  slain  with  a  16 
sword  in  the  open  fields,  or  a  dead  body,  or  a  bone  of  a  man, 
or  a  grave,  shall  be  unclean  seven  days.   Arad  for  an  unclean  17 
person  they  shall  take  of  the  dust  of  the  burnt  cow  of  puri- 
fication for  sin,  and  running  water  shall  be  put  thereto  in 
a  vessel;    And  a  clean  person  shall  take  hyssop,  and  dip  it  18 
in  the  water,  and  sprinkle  it  upon  the  tent,  and  upon  all 
the  vessels,  and  upon  the  persons  that  were  there,  and  upon 
him  that  touched  a  bone,  or  one  slain,  or  one  dead,  or  a 
grave :   And  the  clean  person  shall  sprinkle  upon  the  unclean  1 9 
on  the  third  day,  and  on  the  seventh  day;  and  on  the  se- 
venth day  he  shall  purify  him ,  and  he  shall  wash  his  garments, 
and  bathe  himself  in  water,  and  shall  be  clean  at  even.  But  20 
the  man  that  shall  be  unclean,  and  shall  not  purify  himself, 
that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  the  assembly,  because 
he  hath  defiled  the  sanctuary  of  the  Eternal:  the  water  of 
separation  hath  not  been  sprinkled  upon  him;  he  is  unclean. 
And  it  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  to  them;  he  that 21 
sprinkleth  the  water  of  separation  shall  wash  his  garments, 
and  he  that  toucheth  the  water  of  separation  shall  be  unclean 
until  the  even.  And  whatsoever  the  unclean  person  toucheth  22 
shall  be  unclean;  and  the  soul  that  toucheth  him  shall  be 
unclean  until  the  even. 

HAFTARAH  OP  SABBATH  PARAH. 

EZEK1EL  XXXVI.  16-38. 

And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying,  Son  ^ 
of  man ,  when  the  house  of  Israel  abode  on  their  ground, * 7 
they  polluted  it  by  their  way  and  by  their  doings:  their 
way  was  before  me  as  the  nncleanness  of  a  woman  in  sepa- 
ration.  Wherefore  i  poured  my  fury  upon  them  for  the  blood  1 8 
that  they  had  shed  upon  the  land,  and  for  their  idols  where- 
with they  had  polluted  it ;    And  I  scattered  them  among  the  1 9 
nations,  and  they  were  dispersed  through  the  countries:  ac- 
cording to  their  way  and  according  to  their  doings  I  judged 
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them.    And  when  they  came  unto  the  nations,  whither  they 20 
went,  they  profaned  the  name  of  my  holiness,  when  they 
said  to  them,  These  are  the  people  of  the  Eternal,  and  are 
gone  forth  out  of  his  land.    But  I  had  pity  for  the  name  21 
of  my  holiness,  which  the  house  of  Israel  had  profaned  among- 
the  nations,  whither  they  went.  Therefore  say  unto  the  house  22 
of  Israel,    Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  1  do  not  this  for 
your  sakes,  0  house  of  Israel,  but  for  the  name  of  my  ho- 
liness, which  ye  have  profaned  among-  the  nations,  whither 
ye  went.    And  I  will  sanctify  my  great  name,  which  was  23 
profaned  among  the  nations,  which  ye  have  profaned  in  the 
midst  of  them;  and  the  nations  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Eternal,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  when  I  shall 
be  sanctified  in  you  before  their  eyes.    For  I  will  take  you  24 
from  among-  the  nations,  and  gather  you  out  of  all  countries, 
and  will  bring  you  to  your  own  ground.    Then  will  1  sprinkle  25 
clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall  be  clean:  from  all  your 
filthiness,  and  from  all  your  idols,  will  I  cleanse  you.    A 26 
new  heart  also  will  I  give  you,  and  a  new  spirit  will  I  put 
within  you:   and  1  will  remove  the  heart  of  stone  out  of 
your  flesh,  and  I  will  give  you  a  heart  of  flesh.  And  I  will  27 
put  my  spirit  within  you,  and  make  you  walk  in  my  statutes, 
and  ye  shall  keep  my  judgments,  and  do  them.  And  ye  shall  28 
abide  in  the  land  that  I  gave  to  your  fathers;  and  ye  shall 
be  my  people,  and  I  will  be  your  God.   I  will  also  save  you 29 
from  all  your  uncleanness:  and  I  will  call  for  the  corn,  and 
will  increase  it,  and  lay  no  famine  upon  you.    And  I  will  30 
increase  the  fruit  of  the  tree,  and  the  produce  of  the  field, 
that  ye  shall  receive  no  more  reproach  of  famine  among  the 
nations.  Then  shall  ye  remember  your  own  evil  ways,  and  31 
your  doings  that  were  not  good,  and  shall  loathe  yourselves 
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an  your  own  sigrht  for  your  iniquities  and  for  your  abomi- 
nations.   Not  for  your  sakes  do  I  this,  is  the  declaration  of 32 
the  Lord  Eternal,  be  it  known  unto  you:  be  ashamed  and 
confounded  for  your  own  ways ,   0  house  of  Israel.    Thus  33 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  In  the  days  that  I  shall  have  cleansed 
you  from  all  your  iniquities  I  will  also  cause  you  to  abide 
in  the  cities,  and  the  ruins  shall  be  built.    And  the  desolate 34 
land  shall  be  tilled,  whereas  it  was  a  desolation  before  the 
eyes  of  all  that  passed  by.    And  they  shall  say,   This  land  35 
that  was  desolate  is  become  like  the  garden  of  Eden;  and 
the  ruined  and  desolate  and  destroyed  cities  are  become  forti- 
fied, and  are  inhabited.    Then  the  nations  that  remain  round  36 
about  you  shall  know  that  I  the  Eternal  build  the  destroyed 
places,  and  plant  that  that  was  desolate:  I  the  Eternal  have 
spoken  it,  and  f  will  do  it. 

(The  Sefardim  stop  here,  the  Ashhenasim  continue.) 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal :   I  will  yet  for  this  be  in-  37 
quired  of  by  the  house  of  Israel,  to  do  it  for  them;  1  will 
increase  them  with  men  like  a  flock.    As  the  flock  of  sane- 38 
tuaries,  as  the  flock  of  Jerusalem  in  its  solemn  feasts:  so 
shall  the  ruined  cities  be  filled  with  flocks  of  men:  and  they 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 


HAFTARAH  OF  SABBATH  HACHODESH. 
(The  Ashhenasim  commence  here.) 
EZEKIEL  XLV.  16—25,  XL VI.  1—18. 
All  the  people  of  the  land  shall  give  this  heave  offering"  1 6 
for  the  prince  in  Israel.    And  it  shall  be  the  prince's  part  17 
to  give  the  burnt  offerings,  and  the  oblation,  and  the  drink 
offerings,  in  the  festivals,  and  in  the  new  moons,  and  in  the 
sabbaths,  in  all  the  appointed  seasons  of  the  house  of  Israel: 
lie  shall  prepare  the  sin  offering,  and  the  oblation,  and  the 
burnt  offering,  and  the  feast  offerings,  to  make  expiation  for 
•the  house  of  Israel. 
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(The  Sefardim  commence  here.) 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  In  the  first  month,  in  the  18 
first  day  of  the  month,  thou  shalt  take  a  young-  bull  without 
blemish,  and  cleanse  the  sanctuary:    And  the  priest  shall  19 
take  of  the  blood  of  the  sin  offering-,  and  put  it  upon  the 
posts  of  the  house,  and  upon  the  four  corners  of  the  settle 
of  the  altar,  and  upon  the  posts  of  the  g-ate  of  the  inner 
enclosure.    And  so  thou  shalt  do  the  seventh  day  of  the  20 
month  for  every  one  that  erreth,  and  for  him  that  is  simple: 
so  shall  ye  make  expiation  for  the  house.   In  the  first  month,  21 
in  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month,  ye  shall  have  the  pas- 
sover,  a  festival  of  seven  days;  unleavened  bread  shall  be 
eaten.   And  upon  that  day  shall  the  prince  prepare  for  himself  22 
and  for  all  the  people  of  the  land  a  bull  for  a  sin  offering-. 
And  seven  days  of  the  festival  he  shall  prepare  a  burnt  of-  23 
fering-  to  the  Eternal,  seven  bulls  and  seven  rams  without 
blemish  daily  the  seven  days:  and  a  kid  of  the  g-oats  daily 
for  a  sin  offering-.    And  he  shall  prepare  an  oblation  of  an  24 
ephah  for  a  bull,  and  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  a  hin  of  oil 
for  an  ephah.    In  the  seventh  month,  in  the  fifteenth  day  25 
of  the  month,  shall  he  do  the  like  in  the  festival  of  the 
seven  days,  according-  to  the  sin  offering-,  according-  to  the 
burnt  offering-,  and  according-  to  the  oblation,  and  according: ^ 
to  the  oil.    Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;   The  g*ate  of  the  ^ 
inner  enclosure  that  looketh  towards  the  east  shall  be  shut 
the  six  working*  days;  but  on  the  day  of  the  sabbath  it  shall 
be  opened,  and  in  the  day  of  the  new  moon  it  shall  be 
opened.    And  the  prince  shall  enter  by  the  way  of  the  porch  2 
of  that  g-ate  without,  and  shall  stand  by  the  post  of  the  g-ate. 
and  the  priests  shall  prepare  his  burnt  offering-  and  his  feast 
offering's,  and  he  shall  prostrate  himself  at  the  threshold  of 
the  gate;  then  he  shall  go  forth;  but  the  gate  shall  not  be 
shut  until  the  eveiiing.    Likewise  the  people  of  the  land  shall  3 
prostrate  themselves  at  the  entrance  of  this  gate  before  the 
Eternal  in  the  sabbaths  and  in  the  new  moons.    And  the  4 
burnt  offering  that  the  prince  shall  offer  unto  the  Eternal 
in  the  sabbath  day  shall  be  six  lambs  without  blemish,  and 
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a  ram  without  blemish.  And  an  oblation  shall  be  an  ephah  for  a  5 
ram,  and  the  oblation  for  the  lambs  a  gift  of  his  hand,  and  a 
bin  of  oil  to  an  ephah.  And  in  the  day  of  the  new  moon  it  shall  6 
be  a  young-  bull  without  blemish,  and  six  lambs,  and  a  ram :  they 
shall  be  without  blemish.    And  he  shall  prepare  an  oblation,  7 
an  ephah  for  a  bull,  and  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  for  the  lambs 
according  as  his  hand  shall  attain  unto,  and  a  hin  of  oil  to 
an  ephah.    And  when  the  prince  cometh,  he  shall  go  in  byg 
the  way  of  the  porch  of  that  gate,  and  he  shall  go  forth  by 
the  way  thereof.   But  when  the  people  of  the  land  shall  come  g 
before  the  Eternal  in  the  appointed  seasons ,  he  that  entereth 
in  by  the  way  of  the  north  gate  to  prostrate  himself  shall  go 
out  by  the  way  of  the  south  gate;  and  he  that  cometh  by  the 
way  of  the  south  gate  shall  go  forth  by  the  way  of  the  north 
gate :  he  shall  not  return  by  the  way  of  the  gate  whereby  he 
came  in,  but  shall  go  forth  over  against  it.  And  the  prince  in  10 
the  midst  of  them,  when  they  come;  shall  come,  and  when  they 
go  forth,  shall  go  forth.    And  in  the  festivals  and  in  the  ap-n 
pointed  seasons  the  oblation  shall  be  an  ephah  to  a  bull, 
and  an  ephah  to  a  ram,  and  to  the  lambs  a  gift  of  his  hand, 
and  a  hin  of  oil  to  an  ephah.    Now  when  the  prince  shall  \% 
prepare  a  free  will  offering,  burnt  olfering  or  feast  offerings, 
a  voluntary  offering  unto  the  Eternal,  one  shall  then  open 
Mm  the  gate  that  turneth  towards  the  east,  and  he  shall 
prepare  his  burnt  offering  and  his  feast  offerings,  as  he  did 
on  the  sabbath  day:  then  he  shall  go  forth;  and  after  his  going 
forth  one  shall  shut  the  gate.  Thou  shalt  daily  prepare  a  burnt  1$ 
offering  unto  the  Eternal  of  a  lamb  of  the  first  year  without  ble- 
mish: thou  shalt  prepare  it  every  morning.    And  thou  shalt  14 
prepare  an  obation  for  it  every  morning,  the  sixth  part  of  an 
ephah,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  of  oil,  to  temper  with  the 
flour;  an  oblation  continually  by  ordinances  for  ever  unto  the 
Eternal.    And  thus  shall  they  prepare  the  lamb,  and  the  ob-15 
Jation,  and  the  oil,  every  morning  for  a  continual  burnt  offering. 

(The  Sefardim  stop  here,  the  Ashhenasim  eontinue.) 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;   If  the  prince  give  a  gift  15 
mnto  any  of  his  sons,  the  inheritance  thereof  shall  be  his 
18  Vol.  II. 
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sons;  it  shall  be  their  possession  by  inheritance.  Bnt  if  he  17 
give  a  gift  of  his  inheritance  to  one  of  his  servants,  then  it 
shall  be  his  to  the  year  of  liberty;  after  it  shall  return  to  the 
prince :  but  his  inheritance  shall  be  his  sons  for  them.  Moreover  IS 
the  prince  shall  not  take  of  the  people's  inheritance  to  be  extor- 
tionate to  them,  to  thrust  them  out  of  their  possession;  but  he 
shall  give  his  sons  inheritance  out  of  his  own  possession :  that 
my  people  be  not  scattered  every  man  from  his  possession. 


MAFTIR  OF  SABBATH  ROSH  HODESH. 
NUMBERS  XXVIII.  9-15. 

And  on  the  sabbath  day  two  lambs  of  one  year  without  9 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil,  and  the  drink  offering  thereof.    This  is  the  burnt  10 
offering  of  every  sabbath  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering, 
and  its  drink  offering. 

And  in  the  beginnings  of  your  months  ye  shall  offer  an 
burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal;  two  young  bullocks,  and  one 
ram,  seven  lambs  of  one  year  without  blemish;    And  three  12 
tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  oil,  for  one 
bullock:  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil,  for  one  ram;    And  a  several  tenth  deal  of  flour  IS 
mingled  with  oil  for  an  oblation  to  the  one  lamb,  for  a  burnt 
offering  of  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal. 
And  their  drink  offerings  shall  be  half  a  hin  of  wine  to  a  14 
bullock,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  to  a  ram,  and  a  fourth 
part  of  a  hin  to  a  lamb:  this  is  the  burnt  offering  of  every 
mont  in  its  month  throughout  the  months  of  the  year.    And  1 5 
one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering  to  the  Eternal  shall 
be  offered,  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering,  and  its  drink 
offering. 
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ISAIAH  LXVI. 

Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  The  heaven  is  my  throne,  and  the  1 
earth  is  iny  footstool :  were  is  a  house  that  ye  build  unto 
me?  and  where  is  a  place  for  my  rest?    For  all  those  things  2 
hath  my  hand  made,  and  all  those  things  have  been,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal:  but  to  this  man  will  I  look,  even 
to  him  that  is  poor  and  of  a  contrite  spirit,  and  trembleth 
at  my  word.    He  that  slaughtered  one  of  the  herd  is  as  if  3 
he  smote  a  man;  he  that  sacrificeth  one  of  the  flock,  as  if 
he  broke  a  dog's  nape  of  the  neck;  he  that  offereth  an  ob- 
lation, as  if  he  offered  swine's  blood;  he  that  burneth  incense 
as  if  he  blessed  iniquity :  yea,  they  have  chosen  their  own 
ways ,  and  their  soul  is  pleased  in  their  abominations.  I  also  4 
will  choose  their  delusions,  and  will  bring  their  dread  upon 
them;  because  when  I  called,  none  did  answer;  when  I  spake, 
they  did  not  hear:  but  they  did  the  evil  before  mine  eyes, 
and  choose  that  in  which  I  was  not  pleased.  Hear  the  word  5 
of  the  Eternal,  ye  that  tremble  at  his  word:  Your  brethren 
that  hated  you,  that  cast  you  out  for  my  name's  sake,  said, 
Let  the  Eternal  be  glorified,  that  we  may  see  your  rejoicing, 
and  they  shall  be  ashamed.    A  voice  of  noise  from  the  city,  6 
a  voice  from  the  temple,  a  voice  of  the  Eternal  that  rendereth 
recompense  to  his  enemies.   Before  she  travailed,  she  brought 7 
forth;  before  her  anguish  came,  she  was  delivered  of  a  male 
child.    Who  hath  heard  such  a  thing?  who  hath  seen  such  8 
things?  Shall  a  land  be  made  to  travail  in  one  day?  or 
shall  a  nation  be  born  at  once,    that  Zion  should  have 
travailed,  and  also  brought  forth  her  children?    Shall  1 9 
bring  to  the  birth,  and  not  cause  to  bring  forth?  saith 
the  Eternal:   shall    I   who  causeth  to  bring  forth,  shut 
the  womb?   saith  thy  God.    Rejoice  ye  with  Jerusalem,  10 
and  be  glad  with  her  all  ye  that  love  her;  rejoice  for  joy 
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with  her,  all  ye  that  mourn  for  her:    That  ye  may  sack,  11 
and  be  satisfied  with  the  breasts  of  her  consolations;  that 
ye  may  drain,  and  be  delighted  with  the  abundance  of  her 
glory.    For  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  extend  12 
peace  to  her  like  a  river,  and  the  glory  of  nations  like  an 
overflowing  brook,  then  shall  ye  suck;  ye  shall  be  born  npon 
her  sides,  and  be  dandled  upon  her  knees.  Like  a  man  whom  13 
his  mother  comforteth,  so  will  I  comfort  you;  and  ye  shall 
be  comforted  in  Jerusalem.    And  when  ye  see  this,  your  14 
heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your  bones  shall  flourish  like  sprouts; 
and  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  shall  be  known  towards  his 
servants,  and  be  indignant  at  his  enemies.    For,  behold,  the  15 
Eternal  will  come  with  the  fire,  and  with  his  chariots  like  a 
whirlwind,  to  render  his  wrath  with  fury,  and  his  rebuke 
with  flames  of  fire.    For  by  fire  and  by  his  sword  will  the  16 
Eternal  plead  with  all  flesh;  and  the  slain  of  the  Eternal  shall 
be  many.    They  that  sanctify  themselves,  and  purify  them- 17 
selves  in  the  gardens,  behind  one  tree  in  the  midst,  eating 
swine's  flesh,  and  the  abomination,  and  the  mouse,  shall  be 
swept  away  together,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  For  18 
I  know  their  works  and  their  thoughts:  the  time  shall  come, 
that  I  will  gather  all  nations  and  tongues;  and  they  shall 
come,  and  see  my  glory.   And  I  will  set  a  sign  among  them,  19 
and  I  will  send  forth  from  among  them  fugitives  unto  the 
nations,  to  Tarshish,  Pul,  and  Lud,  that  draw  the  bow,  to 
Tubal  and  Javan ,  to  the  maritime  settlements  afar  off,  that 
have  not  heard  my  fame,  neither  have  seen  my  glory;  and 
they  shall  declare  my  glory  among  the  nations.    And  they  20 
shall  bring  all  your  brethren  for  an  oblation  unto  the  Eternal, 
out  of  all  nations,  upon  the  horses,  and  in  the  chariots,  and 
in  the  litters,  and  upon  the  mules,  and  upon  the  dromedaries, 
to  the  mountain  of  my  holiness ,  Jerusalem,  saith  the  Eternal, 
as  the  children  of  Israel  bring  the  oblation  in  a  clean  vessel 
into  the  house  of  the  Eternal.    And  I  will  also  take  of  them  21 
for  the  priests,  and  for  the  Levites,  saith  the  Eternal.    For 22 
as  the  new  heavens  and  the  new  earth,  which  I  will  make, 
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shall  remain  before  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  so 
shall  your  seed  and  your  name  remain.  And  it  shall  come  to  23 
pass,  that  from  new  moon  to  new  moon,  and  from  Sabbath 
to  Sabbath,  shall  all  flesh  come  to  prostrate  themselves  be- 
fore me,  saith  the  Eternal.  And  they  shall  go  forth,  and  24 
see  the  carcases  of  the  men  that  have  transgressed  against 
me;  for  their  worm  shall  not  die,  neither  shall  their  fire  go 
out  :  and  they  shall  be  an  abhorring  unto  all  flesh. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass ,  that  from  new  moon  to  new  23 
moon,  and  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  shall  all  flesh  come  to 
prostrate  themselves  before  me,  saith  the  Eternal. 

HAFTARAH  OF  EREB  ROSH  HODESH. 
i  SAMUEL  XX.  18-42. 
Then  Jonathan  said  to  him,  To-morrow  is  the  new  moon;  18 
and  thou  shalt  be  missed,  because  thy  seat  will  be  empty. 
And  after  to-morrow  thou  shalt  go  down  quickly,  and  come  19 
to  the  place  where  thou  wast  hidden  on  the  day  of  the  work, 
and  shalt  abide  by  the  stone  Ezel.    And  I  will  shoot  three  20 
arrows  towards  the  side  thereof,  as  though  I  shot  at  a  mark. 
And,  behold,  I  will  send  the  lad,  saying,    Go  find  out  the  21 
arrows.    If  I  expressly  say  unto  the  lad,  Behold,  the  arrows 
are  on  this  side  of  thee ,  Jay  hold  of  him  and  come :  for 
there  is  peace  to  thee,  and  no  hurt;  as  the  Eternal  liveth. 
But  if  I  say  thus  unto  the  young  man,  Behold,  the  arrows  22 
are  beyond  thee;  go  thy  way:  for  the  Eternal  hath  sent 
thee  away.    And  as  touching  the  thing  which  thou  and  1 23 
have  spoken  of,  behold,  the  Eternal  be  between  thee  and 
me  for  ever.    So  David  hid  himself  in  the  field :  and  when  24 
the  new  moon  was  come,  the  king  sat  him  down  to  eat,  As  25 
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at  other  times,  even  upon  a  seat  at  the  wall:  and  Jonathan 
arose,  and  Abner  sat  by  Saul's  side,  and  David's  place  was 
empty.    Nevertheless,  Sanl  spake  not  anything"  that  day:  for 26 
he  thought,  It  is  a  casualty,  he  is  not  clean;  surely  he  is 
not  clean.    And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  second  morrow  of  27 
the  new  moon ,  that  David's  place  was  empty :  and  Saul  said 
unto  Jonathan  his  son ,    Wherefore  cometh  not  the  son  of 
Jesse  to  meat,  neither  yesterday  nor  to-day?    And  Jonathan 28 
answered  Saul,  David  earnestly  asked  leave  of  me  to  g-o  to 
Bethlehem:    And  he  said,  Let  me  g-o,  pray,  for  we  have  a 29 
family  sacrifice  in  the  city,  and  my  brother  he  hath  com- 
manded me  to  be  there;  and  now,  if  I  have  found  favour  in 
thine  eyes,  let  me  g-et  away,  pray,  and  see  my  brethren: 
therefore  he  cometh  not  unto  the  king's  table.    Then  Saul's  30 
wrath  glowed  against  Jonathan;  and  he  said  unto  him,  Thou 
son  of  perverse  rebelliousness,  do  not  I  know  that  thou  hast 
chosen  the  son  of  Jesse  to  thine  own  shame,  and  unto  the 
shame  of  thy  mothers  nakedness?    For  as  long*  as  the  son 31 
of  Jesse  liveth  upon  the  ground ,  thou  shalt  not  be  established, 
nor  thy  king-dom.    Wherefore  now  send  and  fetch  him  unto 
me,  for  he  shall  surely  die.    And  Jonathan  answered  Saul  32 
his  father,  and  said  unto  him,   Wherefore  shall  he  be  put  to 
death?  what  hath  he  done?    And  Saul  hurled  the  spear  at 33 
him  to  smite  him :  whereby  Jonathan  knew  that  it  was  deter- 
mined of  his  father  to  put  David  to  death.    So  Jonathan  34 
arose  from  the  table  in  fierce  wrath,  and  did  eat  no  meat 
the  second  new  moon  day:  for  he  was  pained  for  David,  for 
his  father  had  put  him  to  shame.    And  it  came  to  pass  in  35 
the  morningr,  that  Jonathan  went  out  into  the  field,  at  the 
time  appointed  with  David,  and  a  little  lad  with  him.    And 36 
he  said  unto  his  lad,  Run,  find  out  now  the  arrows  which  I 
shoot.    And,  as  the  lad  ran,  he  shot  an  arrow,  causing-  it 
to  pass  him.    And  when  the  lad  was  come  to  the  place  of  37 
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the  arrow  which  Jonathan  had  shot,  Jonathan  called  after 

38  the  lad,  and  said,  Is  not  the  arrow  beyond  thee?  And 
Jonathan  cried  after  the  lad,  Quickly,  make  speed,  stand  not. 
And  Jonathan's  lad  collected  the  arrows,   and  came  to  his 

39  lord.    But  the  lad  knew  not  any  thing-:  only  Jonathan  and 

40  David  knew  the  thing-.    And  Jonathan  gave  his  vessels  unto 

41  his  lad,  and  said  unto  him,  Go,  carry  them  to  the  city.  And 
as  soon  as  the  lad  was  gone,  David  arose  out  of  the  south 
side,  and  fell  on  his  face  to  the  ground,  and  prostrated 
himself  three  times;  and  they  kissed  one  another,  and  wept 

42  one  with  another,  until  David  exceeded.  And  Jonathan  said 
to  David,  Go  in  peace,  forasmuch  as  we  have  sworn  both  of 
us  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  saying-,  The  Eternal  be  be- 
tween me  and  thee  for  ever,  and  between  my  seed  and  thy 
seed  for  ever.

as  from  a  harsh  opponent,  whether  he  be,  or  he  be  not  a 
son  of  the  convenant. 

Man  should  ever  fear  God  in  the  privacy  of  life,  confess 
the  truth,  and  speak  the  truth  as  it  is  in  his  heart,  and 
let  him  rise  early  and  pray  thus : 

Sovereign  of  all  worlds!  Not  in  reliance  upon  our  rigtheous- 
ness  do  we  present  our  supplications  before  thee;  but  because 
of  thy  abundant  mercies.  What  are  we  ?  What  our  Being-  ? 
What  our  righteousness?  What  our  help?  What  our  power? 
What  our  strength?  What  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence  0 
Eternal,  our  God!  and  God  of  our  fathers?  Are  not  the 
heroes  as  naught  before  thee?  men  of  renown  as  if  they 
had  never  existed  ?  wise  men ,  as  deprived  of  knowledge  ?  and 
men  of  intelligence,  as  void  of  understanding.  For  the  majority 
of  their  deeds  are  mere  emptiness,  and  the  days  of  their 
life  but  vanity  before  thee;  even  the  preference  of  man  above 
the  beast,  is  naught,  for  all  is  vanity. 

But  we  are  thy  people,  the  confederates  of  thy  covenant, 
the  children  of  Abraham  thy  beloved,  to  whom  thou

Sanctify  thy  name  through 
those  who  are  selected  to  hallow  it,  and  sanctify  thy  name 
throughout  thy  world,  and  through  thy  Salvation,  exalt  and 
raise  our  horn  of  prosperity.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal! 
who  sanctifiest  thy  name,  before  the  whole  world.

0  gather 
those  who  hope  in  thee,  from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth 
that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  may  recognize  and 
acknowledge  that  thou  alone  art  God  over  all  the  Realms  of 
earth.  Thou  hast  created  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  the  sea 
and  ail  that  is  therein.  Who  amongst  all  the  works  of  thy 
hand  above  or  below  can  say  to  thee,  What  doest  thou? 
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Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  we  beseech  thee:  show  mercy 
unto  us  for  the  sake  of  thy  great  name  which  has  been 
conferred  upon  us  and  fulfil  unto  us,  0  Eternal  our  God 
what  is  written.  „At  that  time  will  I  restore  you,  at  the  time 
when  I  will  assemble  you  I  will  give  you  a  name  and  a 
glory  amongst  all  the  people  of  the  earth,  when  I  bring 
back  your  captives  before  your  eyes  saith  the  Lord." 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying.  Thou  shalt  also 
make  a  laver  of  copper,  and  its  frame  also  of  copper,  to 
wash  withal:  and  thou  shalt  put  it  between  the  appointed 
tent  and  the  altar,  and  thou  shalt  put  water  therein.  For 
Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  wash  their  hands  and  their  feet 
thereat:  When  they  come  into  the  appointed  tent,  they  shall 
wash  with  water,  that  they  die  not;  or  when  they  come 
near  to  the  altar  to  minister,  to  cause  an  offering-  made  by 
lire  to  ascend  in  fumes  to  the  Eternal.  So  they  shall  wash 
their  hands  and  their  feet,  that  they  die  not:  and  it  shall 
be  a  statute  for  ever  to  them,  even  to  him  and  to  his  seed 
throughout  their  generations.  And  the  priest  shall  put  on 
his  linen  robe,  and  his  linen  breeches  shall  he  put  upon 
his  flesh,  and  take  up  the  ashes  which  the  fire  hath 
consumed  —  the  burnt  offering-  on  the  altar,  and  he  shall  put 
them  beside  the  altar.  And  he  shall  put  off  his  garments 
and  put  on  other  garments,  and  bring  out  the  ashes  without 
the  camp  to  a  clean  place. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Command  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them.  My  offerring,  my  bread 
for  my  fire  offerings  for  a  pleasing  odour  to  me,  shall  ye 
keep  to  offer  to  me  in  its  appointed  season.  And  thou 
shalt  say  to  thern,  This  is  the  Are  offering  which  ye  shall 
offer  to  the  Eternal;  two  Iambs  of  one  year  without  blemish, 
for  every  day,  for  a  continual  burnt  offering.  The  one  Iamb 
shalt  thou  offer  in  the  morning-,  and  the  other  lamb  shalt 
thou  offer  at  even;  And  a  tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  flour 
2  * 
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for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of 
beaten  oil.  It  is  a  continual  burnt  offering,  ordained  in 
mount  Sinai  for  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal.  And  the  drink  offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth 
part  of  a  hin  for  the  one  lamb:  in  the  holy  place  shalt 
thou  cause  the  strong  drink  to  be  poured  to  the  Eternal 
for  a  drink  offering.  And  the  second  lamb  shalt  thou  offer 
at  even:  as  the  oblation  of  the  morning,  and  as  the  drink 
offering  thereof,  thou  shalt  offer  it,  a  fire  offering  of  a 
pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal. 

And  he  shall  slaughter  it  on  the  side  of  the  altar  northward 
before  the  Eternal :  and  the  priests,  Aarons  sons,  shall  sprinkle 
its  blood  round  about  the  altar. 

Thou  art  the  Eternal,  our  God,  before  whom  our  ancestors 
offered  incense  whilst  thy  holy  temple  was  standing,  as  thou 
didst  command  them  by  the  hands  of  Moses,  thy  prophetr 
as  it  is  written  in  thy  law. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Take  to  thee  aromatics, 
stacte,  and  onycha,  and  galbanum;  these  aromatics  with  pure 
frankincense:  let  each  be  taken  separately.  And  thou  shalt 
make  it  an  incense,  a  compound  after  the  work  of  the 
compounder,  tempered  together,  pure  for  holiness:  And  thou? 
shalt  rub  some  of  it  very  small,  and  put  of  it  before  the 
testimony  in  the  appointed  tent,  where  I  will  be  met  by  thee: 
it  shall  be  to  you  most  holy.  And  it  is  said:  And  Aaron 
shall  cause  incense  of  aromatics  to  ascend  thereon  in  fumes 
every  morning:  when  he  trimmeth  the  lamps  he  shall  cause 
it  to  ascend  in  fumes.  And  when  Aaron  lighteth  the  lamps 
at  even  he  shall  offer  incense  there  shall  be  a  perpetual 
incense  before  the  Eternal  troughout  your  generations. 
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0  Lord  we  beseech  thee  to  loosen,  with  the  greatness 
of  thy  powerful  hand,  those  that  are  fettered  in  Captivity. 
Accept  the  cry  of  thy  people;  clean  and  purify  us,  0  thou 
who  art  tremendous!  0  most  powerful  God!  we  beseech  thee 
to  preserve,  as  the  apple  of  the  eye,  those  that  seek  theer 
thou  art  God  alone.  Bless  and  purify  them  continually,  reward 
them  according  to  thy  righteousness.  Thou  who  art  most 
mighty  and  holy;  guide  thy  people  with  thy  abundant  mercy. 
Thou,  who  art  God  alone,  and  most  mercifull  behold  thy  people,- 
who  continually  praise  thy  holiness.  Accept  our  prayers,  and 
give  ear  to  our  cries,  0  Thou  to  whom  all  secrets  are  known. 

Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for 
ever  and  ever. 

And  on  the  sabbath  day  two  lambs  of  one  year,  without 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil  and  the  drink  offering  thereof.  This  is  the  burnt 
offering  of  every  sabbath  besides  the  continual  burnt  offerings 
and  its  drink  offering. 

On  Rosh  Hodesh,  the  following  is  added; 

And  in  the  beginnings  of  your  months  ye  shall  offer  a 
burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal;  two  young  bullocks,  and  one 
ram,  seven  lambs  of  one  year,  without  blemish;  And  three 
tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  oil,  for 
one  bullock:  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,, 
mingled  with  oil,  for  one  ram;  And  a  several  tenth  deal  of 
flour  mingled  with  oil  for  an  oblation  to  the  one  lamb,  for 
a  burnt  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  th& 
Eternal.  And  their  drink  offerings  shall  be  half  a  hin  of 
wine  to  a  bullock,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  to  a  ram, 
and  a  fourth  part  of  a  hin  to  a  lamb:  this  is  the  burnt 
offering  of  every  month  in  its  month  throughout  the  months 
of  the  year.  And  one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering 
to  the  Eternal  shall  be  offered,  besides  the  continual  burnt 
Offering,  and  its  drink  offering* 
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On  putting  on  the  Arbah  kanlos  is  said. 
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The  Reader  chants  the  first  verse,  and  the  congregation 
the  next,  which  is  observed  throughout  the  hymn.  —

Delight  in  us,  0  Eternal!  we  beseech  thee,  as  thou  wert 
wont  to  rejoice  over  our  fathers.  Do  increase  our  numbers, 
and  do  good  to  us,  and  never  ceasing  prayers  shall  reveal 
our  gratitude  unto  thee.  0  Lord,  Build  up  soon  thy  city, 
which  is  called  by  thy  name.  Raise  the  growing  power  of 
David  once  more  therein  and  choose  it  as  the  spot  where 
thou  wilt  dwell  0  Lord,  unto  everlasting.  Offerings  ;of 
righteousness  will  we  there  sacrifice,  and  our  meat-offerings 
find  acceptance  unto  thee  as  of  old.  Bless  also  thy  people 
with  the  light  of  thy  countenance  for  they  will  prove  their 
chief  delight  to  fulfill  thy  will.  Thou  decreest  the  granting 
of  each  wish  of  ours,  do  look  down  and  graciously  behold 
that  we  are  thy  people.  It  was  thou  who  first  selected  us 
as  thy  peculiar  treasure,  and  may'st  thou  show  blessings 
on  thy  people  without  measure,  Selahl  And  for  ever  will 
we  pronounce  thy  praise,  and  we  will  extol  thy  glorious 
name.  By  thee  thy  people  shall  be  blessed,  for  whomsoever 
Thou  blessest  is  blessed  indeed.  And  whilst  I  live  will  1 
praise  my  Creator,  will  bless  thee  everlastingly  throughout 
my  span  of  days.  Yea  let  the  name  of  the  Lord  be  blessed 
for  ever,  from  eternity  to  eternity.

0  Eternal,  thou  wilt  not  withhold  thy  compassion  from  me, 
let  thy  loving  kindness  and  thy  truth  preserve  me  constantly. 
0  Eternal!  remember  thy  tender  mercies  and  thy  lovjng 
kindness,  for  they  exist  from  everlasting.  Ascribe  ye  power 
unto  God;  whose  pride  is  over  Israel  whose  might  is  in  the 
skies.  Fearful  art  thou,  0  God,  from  thy  sanctuary;  0  God 
of  Israel  thou  art  he  who  granteth  power  and  strength  unto 
the  people:  Blessed  be  God!  0  God  of  vengeance,  Eternal, 
0  God  of  vengance  shine  forth.  Exalt  thyself,  0  Judge  of 
the  earth,  retribution  unto  the  proud.  Unto  the  Eternal  is 
salvation;  upon  thy  people  be  thy  blessing,  Selah!  The  Lord 
of  hosts  is  with  us,  the  God  of  Jacob  is  refuge  unto  us  Selah ! 
Eternal  Lord  of  hosts!  happy  the  man  who  puts  his  trust  in 
thee.  0  Eternal,  save  us,  answer  us  0  King,  on  the  day  whereon 
we  call.  Save  thy  people  and  bless  thine  inheritance,  pasture 
and  exalt  them  for  ever.  Our  soul  doth  wait  for  the  Eternal, 
he  is  our  help  and  our  shield.  For  in  him  our  heart  rejoiceth; 
because  we  trust  in  his  sacred  name.  Then  let  thy  mercy,  0 
Eternal,  be  upon  us,  according:  as  we  put  our  trust  in  thee. 

0  Eternal!  show  us  thy  mercy  and  grant  us  thy  salvation. 
Arise  unto  our  aid,  and  redeem  us  for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

1  am  the  Eternal,  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt:  open  wide  thy  mouth,  and  I  shall  fill  it.

From  presumptions 
ones  withhold  thy  servant,  let  them  not  have  dominion 
over  me.  Then  shall  I  be  upright,  and  free  from  great 
transgressions.  May  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  medi- 
tations of  my  heart  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Eternal, 
my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer. 

A  Psalm  of  David,  when  he  feigned  insanity  before  Abimelech, 
who  then  drove  him  away,  and  he  departed.  I  will  bless 
the  Eternal  at  all  times;  his  praise  shall  constantly  be  in 
my  mouth.  My  soul  shall  boast  in  the  Eternal;  the  afflicted 
shall  hear  it  and  rejoice.  0  magnify  the  Eternal  with  mer 
let  us  extol  his  name  together.  I  sought  the  Eternal,  and 
he  did  answer  me,  and  delivered  me  from  all  my  fears. 
Those  that  looked  unto  him  were  enlightened,  and  their 
faces  were  not  brought  into  disgrace.

distress.  The  angel  of  the  Eternal  encampeth  round  about 
those  that  fear  him,  and  delivers  them.  0  try  ye,  and  see 
that  the  Eternal  is  good,  happy  is  the  man  that  trusteth 
in  him.  Fear  the  Eternal,  ye  his  holy  ones  for  there  is  no 
want  to  Ihose  who  fear  him.  Young  lions  do  lack  and  suffer 
hunger,  but  they  who  seek  the  Eternal  shall  not  want  what 
is  good.  Come  ye  children,  hearken  unto  ine,  I  will  teach 
you  the  fear  of  the  Eternal.  Who  is  the  man  that  delighteth 
in  life,  and  loveth  many  days,  to  experience  happiness? 
Guard  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips  from  speaking  guile. 
Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good;  seek  peace  and  pursue  it 
The  eyes  of  the  Eternal  are  upon  the  righteous  and  his 
ears  are  open  unto  their  cry.  But  the  anger  of  the  Eternal 
is  fixed  upon  those  who  do  evil,  to  cut  off  their  memery 
from  the  earth.  They  cry,  and  the  Lord  hearelh,  and  de- 
li vereth  them  from  all  their  tribulations.  The  Eternal  is  nigh 
unto  the  broken  hearted,  and  will  save  those  who  are  of 
contrite  spirit.

A  Prayer  of  Moses,  the  man  of  God.  0  Lord,  thou  hast 
been  a  refuge  unto  us  from  generation  to  generation.  Before 
the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  ere  thou  hadst  formed 
the  Universe,  from  eternity  unto  eternity,  thou  art  God. 
Thou  reducest  men  unto  contrition,  and  sayest:  Return,  ye 
children  of  man.  For  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but 
as  yesterday,  when  it  is  passed,  and  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 
Thou  earnest  them  away,  whilst  they  are  asleep,  in  the 
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morning  they  are  like  grass  which  sprouteth.  In  the  morning- 
it  bloometh  and  groweth;  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down 
and  withered.  For  we  are  consumed  in  thy  anger  and 
troubled  by  thy  wrath.  Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before 
thee,  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance.  For 
all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath,  we  consume 
our  years  like  idle  talk.  The  days  of  our  years  are  seventy 
years,  but  if  in  vigour  they  reach  eighty,  their  pride,  but 
labour  and  sorrow,  for  it  is  soon  cut  off  and  we  flee  away.  Who 
knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger,  even  according  to  thy 
fear,  so  is  thy  wrath.  Teach  us  so  to  number  our  days,  that 
we  may  apply  our  hearts  to  wisdom.  Return,  0  Eternal, 
how  long  shall  it  last  yet?  and  have  mercy  on  thy  servants. 
Satisfy  us  each  morning  with  thy  mercy;  that  we  may  rejoice 
and  be  glad  all  our  days.  Let  us  rejoice,  according  to  the 
days  wherein  thou  hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein 
we  have  seen  evil.  Let  thy  work  be  visible  unto  thy  servants 
and  thy  glory  unto  their  children.  May  the  tender  mercy  of  the 
Eternal  our  God  be  upon  us  and  confirm  the  work  of  our  hands 
unto  us,  and  the  work  of  our  hands  do  thou  establish  it.

When  he  calleth  upon  me,  I  will  answer  him,  I  will  be  with 
him  in  trouble,  I  will  deliver  him  and  grant  him  honour. 
With  length  of  days  will  1  satisfy  him,  and  grant  him  to 
behold  my  salvation. 

Hallelujah!  praise  ye  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  praise  himr 
ye  servants  of  the  Eternal,  who  stand  in  the  house  of  the 
Eternal  in  the  courts  of  the  house  of  our  God.  Hallelujah! 
for  the  Eternal  is  good!  sing  hyinns  unto  his  name,  for 
it  is  comely.  For  the  Lord  hath  chosen  Jacob  for  himself, 
and  Israel  for  his  peculiar  treasure.  For  I  know  that  the 
Eternal  is  great  and  that  our  Lord  is  above  all  Gods.

For  Jacob  hath  the  Eternal  chosen 
unto  himself,  Israel  as  his  peculiar  treasure.  For  the  Eternal 
will  not  abandon  his  people  neither  will  he  forsake  his  in- 
heritance. Yes,  he  being  merciful  forgiveth  guilt,  and  destroyeth 
not ;  frequently  does  he  avert  his  anger,  and  avvakeneth  not 
all  his  wrath.  0  Eternal!  save  us;  0  king!  hearken  unto  us 
on  the  day  whereon  we  call. 

Happy  are  they  who  dwell  in  thy  house;  they  shall  be 
praising  thee  continually.  Selah!  Happy  the  people  who  are 
thus,  happy  the  people  whose  God  is  the  Eternal. 

David's  Psalm  of  Praise. 

I  will  extol  thee,  my  God,  0  King,  and  I  will  bless  thy 
name  for  ever  and  ever.  Every  day  will  I  bless  thee 
and  I  will  praise  thy  name  for  ever  and  ever.  The  Eternal 
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is  great,  and  praised  exceedingly,  his  greatness  is  inscru- 
table. One  generation  shall  laude  thy  works  unto  another, 
and  shall  declare  thy  mighty  acts.  I  will  speak  of  the  res- 
plendent glory  of  thy  majesty,  and  of  thy  wondrous  works;

The  Eternal  is  gracious,  and  full  of  compassion, 
long-suffering  and  abounding  in  mercy.  The  Eternal  is  kind 
into  all,  and  his  mercies  are  extended  over  all  bis  works. 
All  thy  works  shall  praise  thee,  0  Eternal!  and  thy  pious 
ones  shall  bless  thee.  Of  the  glory  of  thy  kingdom  shall 
they  speak,  and  talk  of  thy  power.  To  make  known  his 
migthy  acts  unto  the  children  of  men,  and  the  glorious 
splendour  of  his  kingdom.  Thy  kingdom  is  an  everlasting 
kingdom,  and  thy  dominion  throughout  all  generations.  The 
Eternal  upholdeth  all  who  fall,  and  raiseth  up  all  who  are 
bowed  down.  The  eyes  of  all  look  up  to  thee,  and  thou 
grantest  them  their  food  in  due  season.  Thou  openest 
thy  hand  and  satisfiest  the  desire  of  every  living  being.

I  will  glorify  the  Eternal  whilst  I  live,  I  will 
sing  praises  unto  iny  God  whilst  I  exist.  Confide  not  in 
princes,  in  the  son  of  man,  in  whom  there  is  no  salvation, 
His  spirit  departeth  from  him,  he  returneth  to  his  mother 
earth  on  that  very  day,  his  devices  perish.  Happy  he  who 
has  the  God  of  Jacob  for  his  help,  whose  hope  is  in  the 
Eternal  his  God.  Who  made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea 
and  all  that  is  therein,  who  keepeth  faith  for  ever;  who 
■executeth  judgment  for  the  oppressed,  and  giveth  food  unto 
the  hungry.  The  Eternal  setteth  free  the  prisoners;  the 
Eternal  maketh  the  blind  to  see;  the  Eternal  raiscth  those 
who  are  bowed  down;  the  Eternal  loveth  the  righteous. 
The  Eternal  protecteth  the  strangers,  he  sustaineth  the 
fatherless  and  the  widow,  but  the  path  of  the  wicked  he 
overthroweth.  The  Eternal  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God, 
0  Zion!  unto  all  generations.  Hallelujah! 

Praise  ye  the  Lord;  for  it  is  good  to  sing  praises  unto 
our  God ;  for  it  is  pleasant,  psalmodies  are  agreeable  unto 
him.  The  Eternal  doth  build  up  Jerusalem,  the  outcasts  of 
Israel  doth  he  gather  together.  It  is  He!  who  healeth  the 
broken-hearted  and  bindeth  up  their  wounds.  He  defineth 
the  number  of  the  stars,  he  calleth  them  all  by  name. 
Great  is  our  Lord  and  of  great  power;  his  understanding* 
is  ineffable.  The  Eternal  lifteth  up  the  meek,  whilst  he 
humbleth  the  wicked  unto  the  ground.  Sing  unto  the  Lord 
with  thanksgiving,  sing  praise  unto  our  God,  to  the  sound 
of  the  harp.  Wo  coveretl)  the  heavens  with  clouds,  who 
prepareth  rain  for  the  earth,  who  causeth  grass  to  sprout 
forth  upon  the  mountains.  Who  giveth  food  unto  the  beast, 
and  to  the  young  ravens  when  thy  cry.  Not  in  the  strength 
of  the  horse  doth  he  take  pleasure,  nor  does  he  delight  in 
the  vigour  of  man.  The  Eternal  delighteth  in  those  that 
fear  him,  in  those  who  hope  for  his  mercy.  Praise  the 
Eternal,  0  Jerusalem!

He  sendeth  forth  his 
decree  upon  earth,  and  his  word  runneth  rapidly.  He  sen- 
deth snow  like  wool;  rime  doth  he  scatter  like  ashes.  He 
hurleth  his  ice  in  pieces,  who  can  withstand  his  cold.  He 
sendeth  out  his  word  and  melteth  them ;  he  causeth  his  wind 
to  blow  and  the  waters  flow.  He  proclaimeth  his  word  unto 
Jacob,  his  statutes  and  his  judgments  unto  Israel.  He  hath 
not  done  so  unto  any  other  nation,  and  his  judgments  they 
do  not  know.  Hallelujah! 

Hallelujah!  Praise  ye  the  Eternal,  from  the  heavens;  praise 
him  in  the  heights.  Praise  ye  him  all  his  angels;  praise  ye 
him  all  his  hosts.  Praise  him,  ye  sun  and  moon,  praise  him 
all  ye  stars  of  light.  Praise  him,  ye  heaven  of  heavens,  and 
ye  waters  that  are  above  the  skies.  Let  them  praise  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  for  he  commanded  and  they  were  created. 
He  established  their  places  for  ever,  gave  a  law  which  shall 
not  pass  away.  Praise  the  Eternal  from  the  earth,  ye  sea- 
monsters  and  all  ye  depths.  Fire  and  hail,  snow  and  vapour, 
the  storm-wind  all  fulfill  his  word.  Ye  mountains  and  all 
hills,  fruit-trees,  and  all  cedars,  ye  beasts  and  all  cattle, 
creeping  reptiles  and  winged  fowl,  kings  of  the  earth  and 
all  nations,  princes  and  all  judges  of  the  earth;  young* 
men  as  well  as  maidens,  old  men  and  boys  together  let 
them  all  praise  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  for  his  name 
alone  is  exalted,  his  glory  is  above  the  earth  and  the 
heaven.  He  exalteth  the  horn  of  his  people,  to  the  praise  of 
his  pious  ones,  the  children  of  Israel,  the  people  near  unto 
him.  Hallelujah! 

Hallelujah!  Sing  unto  the  Eternal  a  new  Song,  and  his 
praise  in  the  congregation  of  the  pious.  Let  Israel  rejoice 
in  him  who  made   him;   let  the  children  of  Zion  exalt 
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in  their  King.  Let  them  praise  his  name  in  a  joyful  dance,, 
whilst  they  sing-  praises  unto  him,  with  the  timbrel  and 
the  harp.

cymbals.  Let  every  thing  that  has  breath,  praise  the 
Eternal.  Hallelujah! 

Blessed  be  the  Eternal  for  evermore!  Amen,  and  Amen! 
Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  from  Zion,  who  dwelleth  at  Jeru- 
salem. Hallelujah!  Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israeli 
who  alone  performeth  great  wonders.  And  blessed  be  his 
glorious  name  for  ever;  and  let  the  whole  earth  be  filled 
with  his  glory.  Amen,  and  Amen! 

(It  is  proper  to  stand  while  repeating  this,  until  *MH  ~HN.) 

And  David  blessed  the  Lord  in  the  presence  of  the  whole 
congregation;  and  David  said,  blessed  be  thou,  0  Eternal, 
God  of  Israel,  our  Father,  for  ever  and  ever.  Thine,  0 
Eternal !  is  the  greatness,  omnipotence,  glory,  victory,  and 
majesty;   for  all  that  is  in  heaven  and  on  earth  is  thine; 
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thine  is  the  kingdom,  0  Eternal!  and  thou  art  exalted  as 
Supreme  above  all.  Riches  and  honour  proceed  from  thee, 
and  thou  rulest  over  all;  in  thy  hand  is  power  and  might, 
and  it  is  in  thy  power  to  make  great,  and  to  give  strength 
unto  all.  Now  therefore  0  God,  we  give  thanks  unto  thee; 
and  sing  praises  to  thy  glorious  name.  —  Thou  art  Lord 
alone,  thou  hast  made  the  heavens,  the  highest  heavens, 
with  all  their  host,  the  earth,  and  all  things  that  are 
thereon,  the  seas,  and  all  that  is  therein;  thou  preservest 
them  all  and  the  heavenly  host  worship  thee.  Thou  art  the 
Lord  God,  who  chose  Abram,  brought  him  forth  out  of 
Ur-Kasdim  and  gavest  him  the  name  of  Abraham.  And 
finding  his  heart  faithful  unto  thee,  didst  establish  a  cove- 
nant with  him,  to  give  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  the 
Hittites,  the  Amorites,  the  Perizzites,  the  Jebusites,  and 
the  Girgashites  to  his  seed,  and  thou  didst  fulfil  thy  word, 
for  thou,  0  Eternal,  art  just.  And  thou  didst  see  the 
aiflication  of  our  ancestors  in  Egypt,  and  thou  didst  hear 
their  cry  by  the  Read  Sea;  and  displayed  sings  and 
wonders  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his  servants,  and  upou 
all  the  people  of  his  land,  for  thou  knewest  they  dealt 
tyrannically  against  them;  thus  didst  thou  get  a  glorious 
name,  even  unto  this  day.  And  thou  didst  divide  the  sea 
before  them,  so  that  they  traversed  the  sea  as  on  dry  land 
and  their  pursuers  didst  thou  cast  into  the  depths,  like  a 
stone  into  the  mighty  waters.  — 

Thus  the  Eternal  saved  Israel  on  that  day  out  of  the 
hand  of  the  Egyptians,  and  Israel  beheld  the  Egyptians 
dead  on  the  seashore.  And  when  Israel  saw  the  mighty 
work  which  the  Eternal  had  displayed  upon  Egypt  then 
did  the  people  reverence  the  Eternal,  and  they  believed 
in  the  Eternal  and  in  Moses  his  servant.

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Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  this  song-  to> 
the  Eternal,  and  said  as  follows:  I  will  sing  to  the  Eternal, 
for  he  is  gloriously  sublime:  the  horse  and  his  rider  hath 
he  thrown  into  the  sea4  The  Eternal  is  my  strength  and 
song*,  and  he  is  become  my  salvation;  he  is  my  God,  and 
1  will  glorify  him;  my  father's  God,  and  1  will  exalt  hin* 
The  Eternal  is  a  man  of  war:  the  Eternal  is  his  name, 
Pharaoh's  chariots  and  his  army  hath  he  cast  into  the  sea: 
and  the  choicest  of  his  fighting-men  are  sunk  in  the  Rei 
sea.  The  murmuring  depths  have  covered  them:  they  went 
down  to  the  bottom  as  a  stone.  Thy  right  hand,  0  Eternal, 
is  become  glorious  in  power:  thy  right  hand,  0  Eternal, 
hath  dashed  in  pieces  the  enemy.  And  in  the  greatness 
of  thine  excellency  thou  hast  overthrown  them  that  rose 
up  against  thee  :  thou  sentest  forth  thy  wrath,  which  con- 
sumed them  as  stubble.  And  with  the  blast  of  thy  nostrils 
the  waters  were  heaped  up,  the  floods  stood  as  a  mound,, 
and  the  murmuring  depths  were  congealed  in  the  heart 
of  the  sea.  The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  1  will  overtake,. 
I  will  divide  the  spoil;  my  soul  shall  be  full  of  them;  I 
will  draw  my  sword,  my  hand  shall  dispossess  them.  Thou 
didst  blow  with  thy  wind,  the  sea  covered  them:  they 
dropped  like  lead  in  the  mighty  waters.  Who  is  like  thee9. 
0  Eternal,  among*  the  mighty  beings?  who  is  like  thee,, 
glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises,  doing*  wonderful 
things?  Thou  stretchedst  out  tlry  right  hand,  the  earth* 
swallowed  them.  Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  led  forth  the 
people  which  thou  hast  redeemed:  thou  hast  conducted 
them  in  thy  mig*ht  to  the  abode  of  the  holiness.  People 
shall  hear,  and  be  afraid:  pangs  shall  seize  the  inhabitants 
of  Palashath.  Then  the  chieftains  of  Edom  shall  be  amazed t 
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the  powerful  of  Moab,  quaking  shall  seize  tbern;  all  the 
inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall  despond.  Horror  and  dread  shall 
fall  upon  them;  by  the  greatness  of  thine  arm  they  shall 
be  as  still  as  a  stone;  till  thy  people  pass,  0  Eternal,  till 
the  people  pass,  which  thou  hast  purchased.  Thou  shall 
bring  them  in,  and  plant  them  in  the  mountain  of  thine 
Inheritance,  in  the  establishment,  0  Eternal,  which  thou  hast 
made  for  thy  residence,  in  the  sanctuary,  0  Eternal,  which 
thy  hands  have  established.  The  Eternal  shall  reign  for 
ever  and  ever. 

For  unto  the  Eternal  is  the  sovereignty,  and  he  governs 
the  nations.  And  deliverers  shall  ascend  Mount  Zion,  to 
judge  the  mount  of  Esau,  and  the  kingdom  shall  be  the 
Eternal's.  And  the  Eternal  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth; 
on  that  day  the  Eternal  shall  be  one,  and  his  name  be  one* 
And  thus  it  is  written  in  thy  law:  „Hear,  0  Israel!  the 
Eternal  our  God,  the  Eternal  is  One." 

The  soul  of  whatsoever  hath  life  bless  thy  name,  0  Lord, 
our  God!  the  spirit  of  all  fiesh,  continually  glorify  an$ 
extol  thy  memorial,  0  our  King!  thou  arf  God  from  eter- 
nity to  eternity  and  besides  thee  we  acknowledge  neither 
king,  redeemer  nor  saviour;  thou  redeemest,  delivereth, 
maintainest  and  hast  compassion  with  us,  in  all  times  of 
trouble  and  distress!  we  have  no  King  but  thee.  Thou  art 
God  of  the  first;  and  God  of  the  last;  the  God  of  alt 
creatures,  the  Lord  of  all  generations.  Thou  art  adored 
with  all  manner  of  praise;  who  governeth  the  Universe  with 
tenderness,  and  thy  creatures  with  mercy.  The  Lord  neither 
slumbereth  nor  sleepeth,  but  rouseth  those  who  sleep,  awa~ 
keieth  those  who  slumber,  he  causeth  the  dumb  to  speak; 
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he  looseneth  those  thai  are  bound;  he  supporteth  the  fallen, 
and  he  raiseth  up  those  who  are  bowed  down;  and  therefore, 
unto  thee  alone  do  we  worship.  Allthough  our  mouths  were 
filled  with  melodious  songs,  as  the  fulness  of  the  sea,  our 
tongues  with  shouting,  as  the  raging  billows  thereof,  and 
our  lips  with  praise,  like  the  wide-extented  firmament,  and 
our  eyes  with  brightness  like  the  sun  and  moon,  and  our 
hands  raised  like  the  eaglesfly  heavenward  and  our  feet 
swift  as  the  roe,  our  efforts  would  prove  fruitless  of  ren- 
dering sufficient  thanks  unto  thee,  0  Lord,  our  God!  and 
the  God  of  our  fatbers,  or  to  praise  thy  name  for  one  of 
the  countless  deeds  of  love,  which  thou  hast  conferred  on 
us,  and  on  our  ancestors.  For  thou,  0  Lord,  our  God! 
didst  redeem  us  from  Egypt,  and  release  us  from  the  house 
of  bondage;  In  time  of  famine  didst  thou  sustain  us;  and 
in  plenty  didst  thou  nourish  us.  From  the  sword  didst 
thou  deliver  us,  from  pestilence  thou  didst  save  us;  and 
from  diseases  and  raging  sicknesses  thou  didst  relieve 
us.  Hitherto  thy  tender  mercies  have  supported  us,  and 
thy  kindness  hath  not  forsaken  us.  0  Lord,  our  God!

King!  every  mouth  shall  adore  thee,  and  every  tongue  shall 
swear  unto  thee;  every  knee  shall  bend  unto  thee;  every 
being-  shall  bow  down  before  thee;  every  heart  shall  revere 
thee,  and  all  inward  parts  and  reins  shall  sing  psalmodies 
unto  thy  name;  as  it  is  written  „ All  my  bones  shall  say, 
0  Lord!  who  is  like  unto  Thee?*'  who  delivereth  the  weak 
from  him  that  is  too  strong  for  him;  the  poor  and  needy  from 
their  oppressor.  Who  is  like  unto  thee?  who  is  equal  unto 
thee?  who  can  be  compared  unto  thee?  thou  great,  mighty, 
and  tremendous  God!  most  high  God!  posessor  of  heaven 
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and  earth!  We  wili  praise,  adore,  glorify,  and  bless  thy 
name;  as  it  is  said  by  David:  „ Bless  the  Lord,  0  my  soul! 
and  all  tbat  is  whithin  me,  bless  his  holy  name. 

Thou  art  the  God!  who  art  mighty  in  thy  strength!  who 
art  great  by  thy  glorious  name!  mighty  for  ever,  and  tre- 
mendous by  thy  fearful  deeds;  the  King!  who  sitteth  on 
the  high  and  exalted  throne. 

Who  inhabiteth  eternity,  most  exalted  is  his  name;  and 
it  is  written:  Rejoice  in  the  Lord,  0  ye  righteous,  for  to 
the  upright  praise  is  comely.  By  the  mouth  of  the  upright 
shalt  thou  be  praised,  blessed  by  the  lips  of  the  righteous; 
extolled  with  the  tongue  of  the  pious;  and  sanctified  m 
the  midst  of  saints. 

And  in  the  assemblies  of  many  thousands  of  thy  people, 
of  the  house  Israel,  thy  name  shall  be  glorified,  0  our  King! 
throughout  all  generations,  for  such  is  the  duty  of  all 
created  beings  in  thy  presence,  0  Eternal!  our  God,  and 
the  God  of  our  fathers,  to  extol,  honor,  bless,  exalt,  magnify 
with  song  beyond  all  the  utterances  of  the  hymns  and  psalms 
of  David  the  son  of  Jesse,  thy  servant,  and  thine  anointed. 

Praised  be  thy  name  for  ever,  0  our  King!  God  and 
King,  great  and  holy,  in  heaven  and  on  earth;  for  unto 
thee,  0  Eternal,  our  God!  and  the  God  of  our  fathers, 
appertained  song,  and  praise,  hymn  and  psalm;  strength 
and  dominion;  victory,  greatness,  and  power;  adoration,  and 
glory;  sanctity,  and  majesty;  laudation,  and  thanksgivings 
henceforth  unto  everlasting.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal! 
Almighty  King!  glorified  with  praises,  great  subject  of  thanks- 
giving, Lord  of  wondrous  deeds,  who  delighteth  in  songs 
of  psalmody;  King!  Almighty!  and  Eternal!
